Storm victims to get aid 


Individuals and families. who 
suffered financial hardships as 
a result of the storms which 
struck Shelby County in May, 
1973 may be cligible for 
assistance under a new State- 
Federal program, it was 
announced today by Mrs. Nell 
Fulton, Director of Shelby 
County Department of 
Pensions and Security 

“This is a grant program for 
individuals and families who 
suffered serious need as a result 
of damage caused by the 
tornadoes on May 27, 1973 
and who were living in Shelby 
County at the time,” Mrs. 
Fulton said 

While encouraging disaster 
victims to apply for a grant, 
the Director at the same time 
stressed that families and 
individuals must meet certain 
requirements. She said that 
eligibility is determined on an 
individual basis and that the 
program carries certain 
restrictions. 

“The need must have been 
serious and disaster- related,” 
she said, “and the applicant 
must not have received 
adequate help from other 
governmental or private 
sources,” 

Damage to homes and to 
many kinds of personal 
property are covered by the 
grants, which may total up to 
$5,000 per family or 
individual, depending on need 
and expenses incurred 
Business and farm losses are 
not covered by the program 
The program is aimed at 
individuals and families 

The Department of Pensions 
and Security will begin taking 
grant applications on January 
6, 1975, the Director said 
Families and individuals who 


think that they may be eligible 
should apply during regular 
office hours at the 
Department, located at 
Community Services Building 
in Columbiana. The last day

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Roadbuilding brings 
$117 million deficit 


by Don Wasson 

MONTGOMERY :- - Alabama’s 20-year habit of 
borrowing to build roads has finally caught up with reality. 

In a statement to new legislators a few days ago, 
Highway Director Ray Bass projected a deficit for the huge 
department at the end of the next biennial fiscal budget of 
$117.9 million unless additional revenue can be found. 

“The major portion of the projected deficit is a result 
of the almost total reliance on debt financing (issuing 
bonds) for our construction program over the past 20-odd 
years,” Bass said, 

The state’s ratio of revenue of debt service has 
dropped, Bass said, “to an alarmingly low rate.” 

“Debt service” is the amount it takes each year to 
retire outstanding bonds -- the principal plus theinterest. 

At the close of the fiscal year in 1952, the ratio was 
12 to 1, That meant that we had $12 in revenue for every 
$1 we paid back on outstanding bonds. 

At the close of business in 1977, the ratio will have 
dropped to 2.96 to 1, provided revenues remain at the same 
level as now. 

Should the state attempt another bond issue, it would 
be necessary to raise $2.50 in new revenue for each $1 of 
debt service incurred. On a bond issue of $100 million, the 
annual debt service would be $16 million. On a 20-year 
retirement, that would mean $320 million payback on the 
$100 million worth of road building funds. 

It is a lead-pipe cinch, and the legislature was told this 
when they passed the $110 million bond issue in 1971, that 
the state was running out of its ability to borrow money for 
highway building without a major tax increase. 

There was a strong body of opinion then that the 
state shoudl go ahead and impose the necessary per gallon 
tax on gasoline and put its road building program on a pay- 
as-you-go basis. 

But there was an iron clad pledged from Gov. George 
C. Wallace that there would be no tax increase in that 
particular administration. The same pledge holds true 
today, so where does the state go for highway building 
funds? 

The Highway Department had a study made which 
shows a total road building program through 1990 which, 
would require $10.7 billion dollars. $6.2 billion of that 
would be in rural areas and $4.4 billion in urban areas. 

If the state went the bond route, the total needed 
would be $11.43 billion. And the revenue forecast for that 
same period is only $7.64 billion, which means a deficit of 
$3,79 billion. 

Bass attempted to justify the sad state of affairs in his 
department (for which he is not at all responsible) by 
noting that the bond financing of highways brought the 
state “a reasonably good road system” much sooner than 
would have otherwise been possible. 

It seems to be an almost insoluble problem, but one 
thing is certain - if the state is to keep on building roads, 
the automobile owners of Alabama are going to have to dig 
deeper in their jeans for the money. The state simply 
cannot borrow any more money for highway building. 
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A wild case involving kidnapping and robbery 
occupied the pages of the Reporter for two weeks. Two 
men in a stolen van attempted a holdup of an Alabaster 
filling station, leaving a third man to get away as best he 
could. He kidnapped an Alabaster youth and forced him to 
get a car. Eventually, all three men were caught, the 
kidnapped man was freed, no one was physically injured 
and the stolen property was returned 


Three bandits took $11,500 in a holdup at the Indian 
Springs branch of the First Bank of Alabaster. At year's end 
the case was not solved 


Richard Bradley was convicted of second degree 
murder in the death of a University of Montevallo coed. 
The murder took place in November of 1973 


Mystery continued to surround the circumstances of 
the death of Robbie Dean Draper, a widely known Shelby 
County resident. His body was found in Jefferson County 
near Highway 280. Four persons were arrested and charged 
with murder, but were later released for lack of evidence 


A shooting in Saginaw in November resulted in 
second degree murder charges placed against Larry Nolen 


An L & N special agent was seriously hurt in a 
gunfight when he surprised three men attempting to steal 
rails near Helena. One of the thieves was also shot. 


Burglaries of homes increased in the county, The 
problem was especially acute at homes that are isolated or 
located far from other homes. Most of the burglaries 
occured in the daytime when residents were not at home. 


Game wardens reported an occasional case of 
commercial fishing in the waters of the Coosa River, and 
several cases of illegal shooting of does and fawns. 


HIGHWAYS 
The State Highway Department opened a new district 
office in Calera in January. 


Construction on 1-65 continued through the year, 


from south Alabaster north. 


Shelby county highway department received a 100 
percent grant to center- stripe county highways. 


A group of engineers from Bangladesh toured the 
county highway system. 


ACCIDENTS, FATALITIES AND DISASTERS 

Drowning was the cause of at least five deaths in the 
county in 1974. T. W. Colvin, St. drowned in a boating 
accident while fishing on Lay Lake inYanuary. In April O. 
F. Hays also drowned in Lay Lake. Emerson Norwood of 
Harpersville met his death while swimming in a quarry near 
Saginaw. Five year old Mike Taylor drowned in the Helena 
Park Lake, and another drowning occured at the new Oak 
Mountain State Park lake. =.

Upcoming year expected 
to be political landmark 


Politically, the year 1975 could be one the people of 
Alabama will remember for generations to come. And the 
man who will play as big a part as any is Governor George 
Wallace. 

The Governor is generally regarded as a probable 
candidate for President again although he still says he hasn't 
made a decision, With the new year, the time will be rapidly 
approaching when Wallace must make his intentions 
known. And that announcement likely will come sometime 
this year. 

But whether Wallace runs or not, he will still have a 
lot to say about which the direction the state government 
takes. ' 

He already has announced a new fiscal policy which 
will leave its impact for a long time into the future. Like 
everyone clse, the state government is struggling against 
continued inflation and a sagging national economy. 

Wallace has ordered a new austerity program in state 
financing which a lot of bureaucrats aren’t going to like but 
which can be beneficial to the state as a whole. 

When budgets are written for the next two fiscal 
years, Wallace has said every department and agency must 
justify every penney they get from the Legislature. No 
longer will it be taken for granted that each department is 
entitled to at least as much as it received in the preceding 
two years. 

But some agencies urgently need more money just to 
stay even. 

The Highway Department is in bad financial shape. . 
The medicaid program probably won't have enough money 
to finish the current fiscal year. . the prisons are badly 
overcrowded and need more money and more room. . and 
under a new court ruling, the mental hospitals are now 
facing the costly process of holding new commitment 
hearings for several thousand patients. 

It will be up to Wallace and the new Legislature to 
figure out how to meet these critical needs on the existing 
revenue

Most of the towns in the county voted to allow 
motorists to turn right after stopping at a red light.

A new mental health center opened in Columbiana to 
serve both Chilton and Shelby Counties. 


The new Cahubs Valley Jaycee club was founded in 
January with Tom Murphy as president. It received its 
official charter in July and named Ray Franklin as 
president. 


The Cahaba Valley Jayceettes were chartered in August. 


A kennel club was started in the county with Kay 
Snell as president 


Sam Littlefield, a high ranking official with the 
United Mine Workers of America, was buried near his 
boyhood home at Pea Ridge after he was killed in an 
alleged robbery attempt while on union business in 
Washington, D, C 5 


POLITICS 
It was an active political year in Shelby County. In 
setting rules for the primaries, Shelby County Democrats 
voted to not allow relatives of candidates to serve at the 
polls. 


Doug Ballard won the position as County 
Commissioner from District 2, over a field of four 
candidates, defeating L. C. Curt Payne in the runoff. 

J. Alpha Lowe of Vincent, was elected Commissioner 
from District 4. In the runoff he defeated the incumbent, I. 
D. Stone. 


Elaine Hughes and Doug Kent were elected to the 
county board of education. 


Ed Burdett was elected coroner. 


In races for the state legislature, federal re- districting 
changed boundary lines and caused some confusion. Shelby 
County will have three legislators instead of one, but each 
of the three represents large parts of additional counties. In 
the new District 51, J. T. “Jabo" Waggoner was elected 
over Charles Beavers and Jake Vaughn. Later he defeated 
Republican Lester Alexander. 

In House District 52 Sonny Moore of Leeds defeated 
Calvin Smith of Vincent. 

In House District $3, Curtis Smith defeated Lewis 
Headley. Both are from Clanton. 

None of the three legislators resides in the county. .

New resolutions mouthed 


The county will now have two senators, but each will 
also represent other counties. In Senate District 17, Eddie 
Gilmore of McCalla defeated Tom Stubbs and Doug Cook 


to win the position. 
In Senate Disftict 18, Obie Littleton of Clanton 
defeated Lister Proctor of Sylacauga. 


Zoning proved unpopular during 1974. Two elections 
were held in Beat 12 during the year. Both times the 
proposal was voted down. 


Politics also provided the biggest story of the 
year. Activities in the contest for sheriff of Shelby County 
astonished even the oldest and toughest observers of the 
county political scene. 


Three men filed as Democrats to run for the office: 
the incumbent, C. P. “Red” Walker, Allen Wilson and Billy 
Thompson. 

On Easter Sunday, April 18, the Birmingham News 
printed a story to the effect that Walker had written $2,000 
in bad checks at a Las Vegas gambling casino and The News 
printed alleged copies of the checks. 


In the first primary, Thompson was the high man 
with 5,055 votes, Walker received 4,873 votes and Allen 
Wilson received 561 votes. 

Campaigning reached a high pitch during the month 
before the runoff, and 800 new voters registered to vote, 

Then on May 28 Walker charged Thompson and six 
others with a conspiracy to murder or maim him and 
arrested them. 


Others arrested were two Birmingham News 
reporters, Thompson's campaign manager, Probate Judge 
Conrad Fowler and two others. , 

The State Attorney General was called on to 
investigate the evidence which included tape recordings. In 
a dramatic statement he said there was “not one shred of 
evidence” to support the charges against the seven and 
asked the Court to dismiss the charges. 


Worldwide attention was focused on the county. 


On election night, Walker won the Democratic 
nomination by a vote of 6,593 to 6,338. 


Fowler later announced he would file a lawsuit in 
federal court asking for a jury trial and damages of a 
quarter of a million dollars. 


Thompson and his campaign manager also announced 
plans to file a lawsuit against Walker. 


During the summer C. E. “Bull” Carter, chief of 
police in Alabaster, filed to run for sheriff in the general 
election on the Independent Party ticket. 


In a dramatic move in October, Joe Roden, the chief | 


deputy and longtime Walker backer, announced he was 


resigning from the sheriff's department because “I can’t go . 


along with Walker's dirty politics.” 


In the general election Walker was re-elected to the 
office over Carter by a vote of 5,707 to 4,542.

Some seasons end 
for hunting year 


Several hunting seasons will 
be closing shortly in Shelby 
County. Sportsmen should 
check the season dates to 
insure against being caught 
hunting after the season is 
legally closed. 

Dove will be in season in 
north and central Alabama 
until January 15. Dove carry a 
twelve a day and twelve in 
possession limit. Dove may be 
hunted from noon until sunset. 

Squirrel hunting season will 
close in Alabama on January 
11. Squirrels carry an eight a 
day and eight in possession 
limit. 

Also closing this month is 
the hunting season for buck 
deer. Bucks with antlers visible 
above the natural hairline will 
be in season until January 25 
in Shelby County. Deer carry a 
one a day limit. 

The early hunting season for 
turkey gobblers will close here 
on January 25. A spring turkey 
season will open on March 20 
and continue until April 30.

Asked about the propriety 
of U.S. moves to lift the 
embargo against Cuba, the 
senator replied, “that is a 
matter of the Organization of 
American States,” which he 
said had declared the embargo 
in the first place. Taking note 
of progress on the issue at the 
Organization's last meeting in 
Quito, Ecuado, he said, “I 
really hope they will be abie to 
work out something.”

Riverchase 


underway 


How long does it take to 
‘uild a completely new town? 
Shelby County will find out as 
its new town of Riverchase is 
transplanted from paper 
"“ketches to the hills around the 
Cahaba River on Highway 31. 

According to its developers, 
portions of the new commun- 
ity will be completed late this 
year, while other areas of land 
will be sold during the year for 
office, commerical, and _resi- 
Jential use. The 3,000 acre 
development, to be located in 
Jefferson and Shelby Counties, 
was planned by Harbert Con- 
struction Corporation and The 
Equitable Life Assurance 
Society of the United States, 


The half- billion dollar 
project, announced last June, is 
expected to take seven to ten 
years for completion, However, 
construction is well underway 
on. several parts of the 
development. An eighteen hole 
golf course has been shaped 
into the hills along the Cahaba 
River. Meanwhile roads and 
utilities are bieng installed as 
work proceeds on the new 
Riverchase Country Club. 


The new country club, to be 
built on the Shelby County 
side of the Cahaba River, will 
center around a 22 acre lake. 
The clubhouse will cover 
30,000 square feet, and tennis 
and swim clubs will be able to 
enjoy thirteen tennis courts 
and a 25 meter olympic-size 
pool. The 27-hole golf course is 
being designed by Joseph Lee, 
who designed championship 
golf courses at Disney World 
and elsewhere. An eighteen 
hole course will open in 
October of this year, with the 
other nine holes to be added 
later. 

More than half of the total 
planned community will be 
located in Shelby County. 
Developed land will be sold to 
individuals for construction of 
shomes, apartments, shopping 
areas, condominiums, 
recreation, etc., with strict 
provisions in the deeds. Areas 
have been set aside for a school 


} site in Shelby County, and 


discussions with appropriate 
authorities are in progress. 

The new community is 
being furnished with utilities, 
including sewer service and city 
water. Engineering and 
construction of all major road 
and utilities are now underway, 
with the largest part of the 
construction expected to be 
completed during 1975. 

When the whole project is 
completed it will have 20 more 
miles of roadway, 1,265 single 
family homes, 1,500 
condominium units, 3,000 
apartment units, two and a half 
million square feet of office 
Space, a regional shopping 
center, smaller specialty 
centers, and a million square 
feet of light industrial space, as 
well as other commercial and 
professional space. 

Included in the total picture 
are Western Electric’s new 
facility and 41 acres owned by 
the Baptist Medical Center. 
Sales to date include a 60 acre 
office site bought by Harbert 
Construction; a small 
engineering office site 
purchased by Paul B. Krebs 
and Associates; and 21.3 acres 
for the Estes Nursing Home 
and elderly housing. Office 
sites and other commercial 
properties are presently for 
sale, and developers are 
currently looking over the 
available sites. 

The main theme of 
Riverchase is quality 
development through 
compatible land use and good 
planning, according to planner 
Charles A. Franzman of 
Harland Bartholomew and 
Associates of Atlanta. A park 
atmosphere will be maintained 
along Highway 31, where trees 
have beer thinned and 
underbrush cleared in order to 
plant more attractive 
shrubbery. Plans call for a 
17-acre lake along the east side 
of the Highway. Over 


one-tenth of the acreage has 
been set aside as open space 

J. Henry Smith, chairman of 
Equitable’s board, joined with 
John Harbert, president of

Five Vincent men arrested, 


receive marijuana charges 


Five Vincent men were 
arrested last week and charged 
with violation of the Alabama 
Uniform Controlled Substance 
Act by Vincent Police Chief 
George Humphries 

Those arrested were Richard 
Glaze, 20, Charles E. Glaze, 19, 
Frank A. Fields, 15, Leroy 
Tinsley, 20, and James Tinsley, 
23. 

Chief Humphries described 
the events leading to the arrest 
of the five suspects. “I received 
a tip on January 2 that a large 
quantity of marijuana was 
being bagged at a home in 
Vincent and would be 
transported from the home in 
an old model brown Buick 
convertible. 

“Vincent Police officer Bill 
Jones and | positioned 
ourselves to intercept the 
vehicle when it left the address 
we had been given. When the 
automobile left the residence. 
we gave pursuit, stopping the 
vehicle just prior to its entry 
onto Highway 83. 

“As officer Jones stopped 
the automobile, Frank Fields 
fled the 2 carrying two 
large brown paper bags and fan 
into a nearby wooded area. 

“We searched the vehicle 
but could find no countraband, 
but took the two Glaze 
brothers into custody and

Police Chief Humphries said 
Leroy and James Tinsley were 
arrested on January 3. He said 
he obtained a search warrant to 
enter the residence of the 
Tinsley brothers where the 
marijuana was alledgedly 
bagged. In the home, 
Humphries stated he found 


material which appeared to be 
marijuana and the Tinsley 
brothers were charged with 
violation of the controlled 
substance act. 

After the arrest, Humphries 
stated, “We have worked hard 
to keep drugs out of Vincent 
and we are going to continue 
to do so to the utmost of our 
ability. We have reason to 
believe the criminal element of 
the area is trying to make 
Vincent a distribution point 
for drugs. We are not going to 
let this happen. The police 
department has the full 
backing of the Mayor and City 
Council on this matter an“ we 
will not tolerate drug traffic in 
our community.” 


The chief also expressed his 
appreciation for the assistance 
received in the arrest of the 
five suspects from Bob 
Haywood of the Shelby 
County Sheriffs Department 
and Wilsonville policeman 
Sherman Humphries.

system for Siluria 


An innovative method of 
disposing of industrial waste, 
described by officials of Siluria 
Textiles as “the first of its kind 
anywhere in the world” has be- 
en approved by the Alabama 
Water Improvement Commis- 
sion. 

Approval to construct the 
waste disposal system at the Si- 
luria mill was granted Monday 
morning during a meeting of 
the commission, held in Mont- 
gomery. 

Officials of Siluria Textiles, 
a division of the Canton group 
of companies were contacted 
by the Reporter Tuesday after- 
noon. From home offices in 


* Canton, Ga., a company spoke- 


sman confirmed the fact that 
this is a system which would be 
the first of its kind, anywhere 
in the world. 

The system combines elect- 
ro- chemical, chemical and bio- 
logical treatment of the waste 
from the mill’s dyeing oper- 
ation, resulting in an unusually 
pure and colorless water. 

Due to the unusual design of 
the system, it not only meets 
state and tederal regulatory dis- 
charge requirements, it also has 
the capability of removing 
color from dye wastes. 

The unique system has 
never been put in actual oper- 
ation, but has undergone ex- 
tensive laboratory tests. 

A spokesman for the 
Alabama Water Improvement 
Commission told the Reporte: 
Tuesday afternoon that the 
commission unanimously ap- 


proved granting Siluria Textiles 
a permit to operate the system 
subject to its performing 
within strict limitations and 
based on Siluria Textile’s assur- 
ance that it will accept and im- 
mediately implement any nec- 
essary corrective measures, 

The system was designed by 
Environmental Protection 
Specialists of Greenville, S.C. 
This firm will supervise const- 
ruction of the system. CP. 
Roberts, Engineers of Atlanta 
will do on the site engineering 
and the D and D Construction 
Company of Alabaster is the 
contractor, 

Construction is scheduled to 
start immediately and the 


system is expected to be in op- 
eration during the spring of 
this year. Cost of the system 
will be approximately 
$250,000. 

Because the system is ex- 
pected to be highly efficient 
and because it will permit the 
mill to reclaim previously lost 
dyes, it is anticipated that the 
Siluria installation will attract 
industry wide interest. 

The management of Siluria 
Textiles expressed appreciation 
to the Alabama Water Improve- 
ment Commission for the assis- 
tance given them in putting the 
innovative design into an ac- 
ceptable and workable method 
of treating wastes. 


Local banks nix 


selling of gold 


There may be “gold in them 
thar hills” as the prospector 
phrased it in 1849, but banks 
in Shelby County are not 
involving themselves in “The 
Gold Rush of °75”, 

A Reporter survey of local 
banks taken Tuesday afternoon 
reveals that none of the Shelby 
County banks are dealing in 
gold, nor do they plan to. 

Agee Kelly, president of the 
Merchants and Planters Bank in 
Montevallo said “There are too 
many problems involved and 
there is too great a risk for 


both the bank and 
customer,” 

Garland Horton, president 
of the Bank of Pelham told the 
Reporter, “No, we don’t plan 
to deal iin gold, it’s too 
speculative, is subject to 
unpredictable fluctuations and 
might not be a good 
investment.” 

Ross Mullins, president of 
the First National Bank of 
Columbiana said, “We don’t 
plan to handle gold. We've 
studied the government

Phone service slowed 


Nearly 500 Shelby County 
families are expected to have 
to wait for new telephone ser- 
vice, in spite of an expenditure 
of almost $2 million dollars in 
Shelby County last year on 
construction for telephone ex- 
pansion and improvement. 


“In looking at the prospects 
for 1975," John Godwin, local 
manager for South Central Bell 
told the Reporter this week, 
“the restrictions placed on us 
by the recent decision of the 
Alabama Public Service Com- 
mission will make it impossible 
to meet all of the growing com- 
munications needs in Shelby 
County.” 


The award of only about 
half of the additional revenue 
needed, will mean that in the 
Shelby County exchanges, al- 
most 500 families will have to 
continue to wait for new ser- 
vice and nearly 600 for service 
with fewer parties on the line.” 

The Shelby County ex- 
changes include Alabaster, Pel- 
ham, Chelsea, Columbiana, 
Montevallo and Vincent. 

“Requests for telephone ser- 
vice in Shelby County during 
1974 were substantial,” God- 
win commented. To meet these 
requests, we connected some 
6,912 telephones, disconnected 
3,023 and transferred 1,998, 
for a net increase of 1,891. 

According to Godwin, al- 
most $2 million was spent in 
Shelby County last year on 


constructign for telephone ex- 
pansion and improvement, At a 
time when growth in this parti- 
cular area is considerable, in- 
creasing the demand for tele- 
phone services, Godwin stated, 
“We are being forced to make 
extensive cutbacks in our plan- 
ned construction program. We 
just cannot continue to provide 
good service with rates too low 
to cover all costs, including the 
cost of capital,” Godwin stress- 
ed, 

Ben B. Brown, Vice Presi- 
dent in charge of Alabama op- 
erations added, “In order to 
meet customer's needs 
throughout Alabama, we en- 
gineered over 750 construction 
projects, including five new 
central office buildings, spend- 
ing approximately $143 
million in the state during 
1974 for telephone expansion 
and improvement. 

“Telephone activity during 
the year ahead will continue to 
grow,” Brown said. In fact, we 
estimate that statewide we will 
connnect approximately 
452,700 telephones and dis- 
connect about 384,700 tele- 
phones. This will represent a 
net gain of 68,000. This repre- 
sents a decrease of nearly 
15,000 from 1974's net gain.” 

“The number of telephone 
conversations will increase too, 
For example, we estimate that 
Alabamians will make approxi- 
mately 237,000,000 long dis- 
tance calls, about 20 million 


more than in 1974,” 


“Calls for Directory Assist- 
ance service will again be tre- 


mendous,” Brown added. Our 
operators will handle over 105 
million calls -- approximately 
290,000 a day.” 

“Overall, our job in the year 
ahead will be difficult because 
of inadequate earnings. It is 
simply a fact of life that we 
cannot continue to give our 
customers good service if our 
rates are too low to cover the 
costs of doing business,” 
Brown concluded.

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Governor’s aide 


expected to excel

MONTGOMERY -- It’s official now, former State 
Rep. Henry B. Steagall Il of Ozark is going to be Gov. 
George Wallace’s new executive secretary and many folks 
close to the governor feel its the best move he’s made, staff 
wise, in many a day. 

The executive secretary occupies the office right next 
door to the governor’s office and that room has often been 
called “the holding room,” or “the filter room” because 
most supplicants seeking the governor's earn must first pass 
through there, 

The executive secretary determines which of them are 
bearing bona fide complaints, suggestions and ideas which 
are worthy of the governor’s time and concern, and which 
ones are merely fair weather friends seeking to further their 
own special and limited interests. 

If he’s a good executive secretary, hell know the 
governor's political friends, and enemies and he'll see that 
those who helped the most are given due consideration 
when there are any favors to be dispensed. 

And if he’s a super executive secretary, then he'll be a 
genius at dealing with other governmental figures, 
particularly the members of the legislature. He'll be 
acquainted with state problems, be fully versed on the 
administration’s program and be able to wheedle, cajole and 
browbeat, when necessary, to win legislative support. 

That's where Steagall is expected to excel. He’s a 
four-term ex-House member and was always known as a 
team player. He was quiet but effective and earned the 
respect of his colleagues in both Houses. 

He will succeed Harry Pennington, himself a former 
member of the House but one who was always somewhat 
empirical. To Pennington there didn’t seem to be any 
“may bes”, only “yesses”* or noes.” 

In the 1971 session and the 1973 session, many 
members complained that it was impossible to converse 
with the governor on what they considered important 
matters. “We can’t even get in to see Pennington,” one of 
ihem complained, “and when we do, we never get any 
farther.” 

To Pennington’s credit, it must be noted that he was 
not only standing between the public and the governor, he 
was also sheltering a governor who needed more sheltering 
than in previous terms. 

The job of executive secretary isn't one for making 
friends of everyone. You can make friends of those whose 
requests you can honor but you make enemies of all whose 
requests you must deny. 

It takes a diplomat, one who cen turn away wrath 
with a soft answer, and Steagall appears to stand a better 
chance of doing that than Pennington. 

Pennington leaves government service to go back to 
his bank in Huntsville, which has reportedly suffered 
because of his absence. And in leaving, he carries the best 
wishes of a governor he served well. 

Wallace had and has a great deal of respect for 
Pennington, because he realizes the sacrifice a businessman 
makes when he holds a job such as executive secretary. He 
also knows the long hours he put in and the total 
dedication he gave a sometimes thankless job. 

In installing Steagall in the super sensitive post, 
Wallace may have improved administration-egislature 
relationships 100 percent. And in view of what's coming up 
in the next four years, he’s going to need as comfortable a 
relationship with the legislative branch as possible. 

All in all, the Steagall choice bodes well for Wallace,

Will revenue sharing 
be renewed by Congress?

Will Congress renew “Revenue Sharing” in 1975? 
This question is of vital significance to the taxpayer and to 
elected officials, both county and municipal. Congress 
enacted revenue sharing October 20, 1972. The act covers a 
five year period; January 1, 1972 to December 31, 1976 
There is need for a good understanding on the -part of the 
public about revenue sharing - what it is and how it affects 
their local and state governments. 

During the 60's Congress enacted many programs to 
assist local government to solve pressing local problems. 
Each program was designed for a particular purpose. 
Congress and federal agencies administering the programs 
provided numerous guide lines to be observed by a local 
government. Matching funds were usually required. As time 
went on, regulations and reports were added upon 
regulations and reports. The abundance of red tape led 
many to a realization that Washington must relinquish some 
of its authority and its requirements over the use of these 
federal funds. Many said local officials must be entrusted 
with more of the say so over how federal funds are to be 
used to solve problems at the local level 

In addition, the realization grew that local tax sources 
such as the property taxes and the consumer type taxes, 
such as sales taxes and gasoline taxes, were not adequate to 
finance the needs of local government. Compared to the 
federal income tax these taxes have a slow growth rate. The 
federal income tax is the most productive tax vet devised 
by man. As the gross national product of this nation goes 
up one percent the income tax receipts increases 1.7 
percent.

The act provides that during the five year period, 30,2 
billion of the income tax paid by individuals would be 
distributed back to state and local governments to finance 
more and better governmental services without increasing 
the local or state tax rates, The amount to be distributed 
each year was made specific. Officials at the state and local 
level do not have to wonder each year if Congress will 
appropriate the funds. These funds are certain for the five 
year period and may be budgeted with assurance. Guide 
lines and red tape are minimum. Citizens have been advised 
of the program by the regular publication by municipal and 
county officials of their plans for the use of the money and 
then later reports as to how the money was actually used. 

The formula for the division of the funds provides for 
the state government to receive one third and local 
governments to receive two thirds of that apportioned to a 
state. The formula has returned much more money to 
Alabama, a less. wealthy state, than would have been 
realized by a reduction in federal taxes and a comparable 
increase in state and local taxes. The trip of this money to 
Washington in this instance does result in much more 
money being returned to Alabama. 

Senators Sparkman and Allen and Congressman 
Flowers supported revenue sharing and have indicated 
support for the renewal of revenue sharing. Yet its 
continuation by Congress is by no means assured. Next 
week an article will appear explaining how revenue sharing 
has assisted Shelby County citizens. Those who live inside 
the towns and cities may wish to discuss with municipal 
officials how funds have been used for their benefit inside 
their municipality.

This past Friday, | treated myself to a day off and 
learned two things.

Legislative reforms proposed 


by freshman state representatives | 


A committee of freshmen Alabama legislators 
proposed this week to take away some of the power of 
House Committee Chairmen and prevent committees from 
bottling up legislation and letting it die without ever being 
acted on, 

But the 14 first-term house members who met ina 
caucus at the state capitol have rejected a move to strip the 
speaker of his authority to appoint committees. 

And while they also recommended leaving the 
speaker with the power to name committee chairmen as 
well as the members, they have recommended a rules 
change which would allow any committee to remove its 
chairman if they dislike the way he transacted its business. 

The recommendations were designed, says 
representative Tom Leonard of Birmingham, to “make the 
house of representatives a democracy.” Leonard says power 
in the house has been concentrated in a few hands far too 
long and the time has come to break it up. 

The recommendations will be submitted to the 60 
other freshmen house members when they meet in 
Montgomery January 13th, one day before the opening of 
the newly-elected legislature's organizational session. 

The proposed rule changes would not apply to the 
senate, but a committee on that side of the capitol also has 
recommended changes in the procedure there, mainly to 
stop some of the filibustering that has plagued the senate in 
recent years. 

The freshmen house members, contending that the 
heavy turnover in membership as a result of the November 
fifth election was a mandate for change, also recommended 
rewriting the rules to provide: 

-» A majority of the members of any committee 
could call a committee meeting if the chairman refused to. 

- + On regular committee meetings, the chairman 
would post notice 24 hours in advance and list all bills to be 
taken up. 

The freshmen legislators also have expressed a dislike 
for what they call the lack of proper decorum in the past 
and proposed a rule which would prohibit members from 
reading newspapers or eating sandwiches in the house 
chamber. And they thave recommended that house pages 
must be at least 13 years old and must turn down all tips 
offered by house members. 

The rule aimed at preventing committees from 
bottling up legislation would require them to act on every 
bill within ten legislative days if the sponsor wanted it 
voted on. Under the proposed rule, if the committee failed

to act, the bill would be sent back to the house with no 
recommendation for its ultimate passage or rejection 

In the past, some committees have been created 
primarily as a burial ground for controversial bills and some 
of them seldom, if ever, bother to meet. 

In many other instances, bills were left in committee 
throughout the session without ever being called up for a 
vote. 

A proposed rule to take away the speaker's authority 
to appoint committees was rejected after considerable 
debate. It would have allowed the house members to elect 
the rules committee and the rules committee would then 
appoint all other committees, 

The rookie house members also have turned down a 
suggested new rule which would allow committee members 
to elect their chairmen instead of the speaker appointing 
them.

Puppy’s picture 


belongs to owner 


Irene was so captivated by 
her new puppy that she took 
him to a neighborhood photo- 
grapher for a sitting. The 
pictures were knockouts, In 
fact, the photographer decided 
to sell copies to an advertising 
agency. 

Learning of his intentions, 
Irene hastened into court for a 
stop order. And the court 
granted her request. The judge 
said that when a customer hires 
a photographer to take 
pictures, the pictures become 
the exclusive property of the

customer. 

This is the usual rule. While 
the photographer may retain 
possession of the negatives, he 
ordinarily has no right to sell 
copies without the customer's 
consent. 

It is a different story, 
however, if the photographer, 
instead of being hired for the 


job, takes the picture on his 
own initiative. Consider this 
case: 


A free lance photographer, 
putting together an exhibit of 
his work, took pcitrues of a 
prominent businessman, The 
pictures were his own idea, and 
he charged nothing for taking 
them. 

Under these circumstances, 
a court held that the 
businessman — even though he 
bought several prints for 
himself — had not right to pass 
them along for use in a 
magazine. 

And a free lance photograph 
of a street scene would not give 
ownership rights to people who 
happened to appear in the 
picture. 

A borderline case arose when 
a photographer was asked to 
take pictures of a high school 
graduating class. Was he 
entitled to the copyright? 

Admittedly, the initiative 
for the picture had come from 
the students. Still, they had 
not promised him any payment 
at all. He could cash in only if 
the students should decide, 
afterward, to order prints. 

A court ruled that in all 
fairness, the copyright did 
belong to the photographer. 
Since he was taking that much 
risk, reasoned the court, he was 
entitled to that much reward.

Let’s suppose the reasons 
why you want a dog do not 
include hunting, herding or 
hauling. 

Rather, just as a companion, 
pet and watchdog; one who 
prefers, above anything else, 
just to be near you; and yet, a 
purebred you can exhibit with 
pride at shows if you wish.

July and August, the park 
hosted some 12,000 to 14,000 
visitors a day on Saturdays and 
Sundays, Meredith revealed. 
“We kept a metered account of 
the cars and we had one vehicle 
every 17 seconds,” he noted, 

The county has dropped off 
markedly, but on a non-rainy 
Sunday, as many as 400 to 500 
persons come to pay homage 
to Mother Nature and enjoy 
the man-made facilities 
available. 

“Of course there are bad 
days, cold and rainy, that we 
scarcely have anyone in the 
park,” the manager said. 
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The park opened officially 
last April, with all facilities 


completed except the golf 


course, Since that time, the 
number of visitors has been 
greater than was expected, 
Meredith said, adding, 
“Everything exceeded our 
expectations,” 

The manager, who came to 
Oak Mountain from Chewalka 
State Park near Auburn, 
assumed his post nearly two 
years. before the park was 
opened in order to oversee its 
development. 

Meredith said the golf 
course, completed in July, is 
by far the most popular spot 
the park these days. “We have 
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been real proud of the response 
of people to the golf course,” 
he commented, nting that 


during the summer, the Oak -- 


Mountain course was the 
busiest of any in Alabama state 
parks. 

Camping facilities include 
regular campsites with hookups 
and a primitive camping area. 
Meredith said there are still one 
or two campers in the park 
each night. 

Cabins proved popular well 
into Fall, he reported. “We ran 
somewhere around 30 to 40 
units daily through the summer 
and this held up real good 
through the Fall. Even in 
November, we had about 50 
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Oak Mt. facilities utilized during winter 


percent occupancy.” 

Many visitors -: especially 
kindergarten and school groups 
continue to come to the 
park’s farm center, However, 
Meredith expressed 
cisappointment that more local 
residents have not toured the 
demonstration facility, “We 
have had 27,000 visitors come 
to see it, but not many from 
Shelby County,” he said. 


The park official said he 
anticipates even larger throngs 
of nature lovers and fun 
seekers next summer and that 
when they arrive, the park will 
be spruced up and ready for 
them.

left mark on frontier 


county named in honor 


of famous Indian fighter

Isaac Shelby was a man who 
nade his mark on_ history, 
shelby County, Alabama, is 
tamed for him, and so are 
sounties in eight other 
neighboring states. 

Tennessee's largest city, 
Memphis, is located in Shelby 
County. 

Who was this man; What did 
ie do to gain such recognition? 


The namesake of our 
county -- and eight others -- 
Isaac Shelby, was a 


frontiersman, a leader in the 
indian wars, the Revolutionary 
War, the War of 1812; was the 
first governor of Kentucky. 

Isaac Shelby was born near 
Hagerstown, Maryland. In 
1760 Isaac and his father Evan 
migrated to the western 
frontier and established a 
trading post at Sapling Grove, 
later Bristol, Tenn. 

Daniel Boone and John 
Sevier, later the first governor 
of Tenn., were among Shelbys’ 
early customers. 

In 1776 the frontiersmen 
living in what is now 
northeastern Tennessee- 
defeated the Cherokee nation 
in the battle of Island Flats. 
The result was the signing of 
the treaty of Long Island 
where the Cherokees gave up 
their lands in the upper portion 
of east Tenn. 

A renegade band of 
Cherokees who disagreed with 
this concession migrated to the 
area that is now Chattanooga. 
They became known as the 
Chickamauga Indians and 
continued to raid the early 
American settlements on the 
Watauga, Holston and 
Nolichucky Rivers in upper 
east Tennessee. 

To subdue the 
Chickamauga, Isaac Shelby led

After the raids a 
detachment of frontiersmen 
under the leadership of John 
Montgomery traveled down the 
Tennessee to the Mississippi 
River and then northward to 
the Ohio River. There they 
joined with the army of George 
Rodgers Clark in Indiana. 

Shelby returned home and 
was promoted to the rank of 
Brigadier General in the 
Virginia Militia. 

By 1780 the Revolutionary 
War had reached the South. 
British general Lord Cornwallis 
and landed in Charleston and 
the redcoats were raiding the 
countryside in the Piedmont 
sections of North and South 
Carolina east of the Blue Ridge 
Mountains. 

On August 18, 1780 a 
detachment of 400 patriots led 
by Issc Shelby and Charles 
Robin on defeated a raiding 
party led by British Major 
Patrick Ferguson. This battle 
took place at Musgroves Mill, 
N.C. on the eastern side of the 
mountains. 

However, Lord Cornwallis 
defeated a revolutionary army 
under General Gates at 
Camden Courthouse in South 
Carolina on July 16. This 
forced the frontiersmen back 
across the mountains to the

Meanwhile, Ferguson had 
received advance notice of the 
frontiersmen’s approach and 
encamped on the top of a low 
ridge called King’s Mountain in 
Northeastern South Carolina. |. 
Ferguson boasted that the 
Almighty could not drive him 
from those heights. 

On October 7, 1780, the 
Shelby,

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attacked Ferguson in the Battle 
of Kings Mountain, The 
Americans were successful and 
Ferguson’s army was almost 
completely destroyed, 
Ferguson himself was killed. 

In 1783 Shelby moved to 
Kentucky. There he played a 
role in politics attending the 
famous Danville conventions 
concerning separation from 
Virginia. 

Shelby served as the first 
governor of the 
Kentucky from 1792-96, 

In the war of 1812 Shelby 
led an army of 4,000 
frontiersmen in General 
William Henry Harrison’s 
invasion of Canada. 

For these and other exploits 
this early American frontier 
leader and statesman was 


honored by becoming the 
namesake of Shelby County, 
Ala,

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ROCKY MOUNT - - Now a Tennessee state shrine, Rocky 
Mount, the home of early Tennessee settler William Cobb, 
is enriched with early American history. Rocky Mount was 
built between the years 1770 and 1772.

As population shifts bring 
families from city homes to the 
more sparsely inhabited 
suburbs, a need for the 
yrotection of a good dog 
increases, says Dick Lovelady 
of Fungo Hollow, who has 
pent nearly 25 years of his life 
training dogs. 


A love of animals dating 
back to his childhood led 
Lovelady into the business of 
teaching obedience to dogs and 
helping dog owners learn how 
to handle their pets. 


““T have always loved 
animals and | worked with a 
felerinarian when I was 
oung,” he said. This led him 
10 study pre-veterinary 
medicine at Auburn University, 
trom which he received a 
degree in Animal Physiology 

Besides operating schools 
for dogs in several Birmingham

The school which he now 
Operates in the Hoover- 
Vestavia area has another 
trainer, Donna Ellis. “She gives 
our program the woman's 
touch,” he said, pointing out 
that about 80 percent of those 
bringing dogs to the school are 
women. 

During some of his years as 
a dog trainer, Lovelady has also

insists. “You can’t spoil them 
with love,” he said, “only with 
lack of discipline.” 

“Our objective at the school 
is to work with people and 
train them to train their dogs,” 
he explained, Likening the 
problem of controlling the 
animals to ‘‘a permissive 
society that allows both dogs 
and children to misbehave.” 

Using “The Lassie Method”, 
Lovelady employs procedures 
recommended by Rudd 
Weatherwax, owner and trainer 
of the famous collie. Lovelady 
likes to start with young dogs 
about eight weeks old, 
although many people feel a 
dog must be about six months 
old before training begins. 

Besides teaching family pets 
to be protective and obedient, 
Lovelady trains guard dogs for 
businesses. Using a well-padded 
“arm” to protect his own, he 
trains the dogs to attack on 
command. 

Only one percent of the 
nation’s dogs are obedience 
trained, he commented. 
“People with small breeds can 
get by with an undisciplined 
animal better than those with 
larger dogs,” he said. But, he 
added, even a small, docile 
poodle, when it becomes older, 
might suddenly start biting its 
owner.

Tired of hamburgers? Try a 
fish cookout.

“| put Lisa underneath me 
arid held onto the others. All I 
can remember after that is 
sliding. | can never remember 
leaving the trailer 

“Chris went up into the 
air,’ she continued, saying that 
the youngster was flapping up 
and down as she held tightly to 
his hand. “At one point I could 
feel his hand slipping away,” 
she said 

Somehow she managed to 
hold onto her son and she and 
the children ended up on the 
ground, some thirty feet 
behind their trailer, 
miraculously intact. Patty was 
still holding all three children 
when they landed. 

Chris enjoyed his flight “to 
heaven” his mother related. 
“April and Lisa never did cry,” 


she added, but a short time 
later, when April saw some 
neighbors leaving in their car, 
she became hysterical and 
wanted to go with them 

Chris and April sustained 
minor injuries and were taken 
by their parents to Brookwood 
Hospital’s emergency room 
where they were treated and 
released. 

Patty wonders now what 
would have happened if she 
and the children had remained 
in the living room or gone into 
another bedroom. ‘‘Our 
neighbors’ utility house, with a 
lawnmower and freezer in it, 
ended up in the living room, 
and the walls in Chris’ room 
were crushed together, she 
said. 

Telling her story the day 
after the tornado, Patty was 
able to find humor in what 
might have been for some a 
traumatic experience, best 
forgotten, 

“I'm going to have to watch 
Chris and not let him climb up 
on anything high,’ she 
laughed. “He still thinks he’s a 
bird!”

Traffic accidents are taking 
a deadly toll in Shelby County. 

Four fatalities were record- 
ed in four days. Three of the 
deaths occured in a 25 hour 
period. 

The first of the four fatal 


' accidents occurred Friday 


afternoon shortly before the 
tornado wreaked destruction 
on the Belle Vista Mobile 
Home community. Seventeen 
year old Willie Ray Holsom- 
back of Helena was killed in a 
one car accident near the inter- 
section of Valley Dale Road 


and the road leading to Indian 
Valley Estates. Holsomback’s 
mother Mrs. Dorothy Holsom- 
back, a passenger in the car was 
taken to a Birmingham hospi- 
tal. State Troopers indicated 
the accident was not related to 
the tornado. 


AT BOTTOM OF RAVINE - - Travis Edward Turner of Columbiana lost his life when this 
late model car left Highway 70 four miles west of Columbiana and plunged into a deep 
ravine. This fatal accident occurred Saturday afternoon. 


An elderly man, R.L. Ozley, 
71, was struck by an automo- 
bile in Calera last Saturday 
afternoon as he attempted to 
cross the street at the inter- 
section of highways 31 and 25. 
The accident occurred at 3:35 
p.m. The victim was carried to 
Shelby Memorial Hospital. 

Saturday afternoon seven- 
teen year old Travis Edward 
Turner of Columbiana was kill- 
ed instantly when the car he 
was driving left State Highway 
70, four miles west of the Col- 
umbiana city limits. Turner’s 
late model Ford, travelling 
toward Columbiana left the 
highway and plunged into a 
deep ravine.

“I don't know what one looks like when it hits,” 
Walter Springer told me as we walked along a desolate road 
last Saturday, “but I sure can tell you what it sounds like 
passing overhead. It’s a noise like a train, real loud.” 

We were talking about tornadoes. And the desolate 
road we were walking along had been a neat row of mobile 
homes in the Belle Vista community of Pelham the day 
before. Now it was a waste, Mr. Springer lives in the trailer 
park that was ravaged Friday afternoon by the devastating 
winds but he and his wife were lucky. It missed them 

“1 was in Hoover, heading home,” he said, “when | 
heard on the radio that Belle Vista had been hit. It was the 
longest drive I can ever remember making.” 

A lot of families weren't as lucky as the Springers 

I really wasn't prepared for what | was going to see 
when I explained to the Pelham policeman turning away 
curious sightseers that | was with the Reporter and would 
like to look around. He waved me past and told me how to 
get to the destruction. | walked down the road to the right, 
then back to the left just like he said. People stood in front 
of their mobile homes talking, kids ran and rode bikes up 
and down the street. Here and there were bits of limbs but 
nothing to indicate any tragedy had recently visited. When I 
made the turn, however, I saw where the tornado found its 
target. 

There is something very frightening about seeing the 
remnants of people's lives scattered over an acre of ground. 
Pieces of wood and metal that were warm, cozy homes less 
than twenty-four hours before were now twisted masses of 
impersonality. Familiar, intimate objects that had been 
possessions on Friday were now simply other things lying 
on the ground to be shoveled up and hauled away. 

A foundation on my left was completely bare. 

“They sure cleared that off fast,” | commented as we 
walked past it. 


Victims stunned by disaster 


“It’s over there,” Mr. Springer said, pointing to the 
other side of the street at a trailer lying upside down, 
festing against a tree. “They were sitting down having 
supper when it hit. All four of them are in the hospital 
now, 

By almost every wrecked mobile home, two or three 
people stood. They occasionally laughed or smiled. they 
chatted with neighbors, but as they reacted with every day 
responses and gestures, their eyes kept returning to the 
wreckage that had been their home. Their eyes really told 
the story 

There is just so much that can be said in describing 
destruction. Trailers were bent and warped. Walls and roofs 
were ripped loose, showing the insides of the homes like a 
cutaway photograph. Large pieces of metal hung in tall 
trees. Here and there neat sidewalks ended at twisted 
frames, looking naked and defenseless 

1 walked through quickly, hurrying to end my tour. | 
was an outsider and didn’t want the residents to think | was 
simply passing a few minutes of my time on their tragedy 
As I left the complex, | passed a young couple looking at 
the remains of their possessions piled in the back of a 
pick-up. I stopped to talk to them, to offer condolensces 
but neither of them turned around. They just kept staring 
in the back of that truck, 

“Do you think folks ever really recover from 
something like this?” | asked the policeman that had let me 
through a few minutes earlier. 

“I don’t see how some can ever completely recover,” 
he said as he politely stecred curious people in cars away 
from the area, “One man just recently sold his home and 
used the money to pay cash for a trailer. It was demolished. 
I don’t think he'd had a chance to even get it insured, How 
do you recover from something like that?” 

I said I didn't know. There was really nothing else to 
say.

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Appointment of black 


reflects change of times

MONTGOMERY - - The appointment of Birmingham 
weekly newspaper Publisher Jesse J. Lewis as the governor's 
coordinator in the Office of Highway and Traffic Safety is 
being widely hailed on the one hand as a high point in 
Wallace’s conversion and on the other as a subterfuge which 
proves nothing, 

There is no question but that Gov. George Wallace is 
attempting to change the long held image he has had as a 
racist. No one will ever be president of the United States 
who has that kind of image. 

Neither is there any doubt that times have changed, 
and a lot of people in this nation, not only in Alabama and 
the Deep South but in Boston and elsewhere, are accepting 
things now as a matter of course which were totally 
unacceptable ten years ago, 

Jesse Lewis is black, But what is more important, 
Jesse Lewis is a very able and learned man. He has achieved 
success in his profession and is well respected by his 
neighbors and associates and by the Birmingham business 
community. 

George Wallace now feels, and perhaps he really knew 
this all the time, that black citizens of Alabama do have 
something to contribute to the welfare of this state. And he 
has, even in his last term, named black people to various 
boards and commissions. 

It has not been enough for some black people who 
say they are the leaders of the black community. They 
seem to want the governor to unappoint a lot of white 
people who are serving on boards and commissions, who are 
serving in cabinet and sub-cabinet posts, and to replace 
them with blacks. 

There are other black people who are pleased with 
the progress being made, and among this latter group is 
Jesse Lewis. 

He said, on the occasion of his appointment as the 
first black cabinet member, that he felt honored, that he 
will do his very best to perform his duties in a manner that 
will make the appointment of blacks to responsible 
positions of leadership more readily acceptable by whites. 

In the wake of his appointment, we heard not a single 
word of criticism from whites, only the usual, totally 
predictable complaint from some blacks that while it was 
nice to have a black cabinet member, the post is not high 
enough. 

In the months since the election of the new 
legislature, we have met and talked with all of the 13 black 
House members and both of the new black senators. 

They will serve their constituents well, both white 
and black constituents, and the record they make in this 
upcoming session will make it easier for blacks to be elected 
to other posts. 

The transition of this state from a strictly segregated 
state to an integrated one has not been easy, nor is it 
complete. But the pace has been steady, and both whites 
and blacks have shown measured restraint. 

As blacks move more and more into positions of 
power and trust, some of the doubts of so-called black 
leaders, and some of the prejudice of so-called white leaders 
will slowly fade. 

As it fades, Alabama will surely begin to rise from its 
doormat position in many of the economic indices and, 
hopefully, in the cultural indices as well. 

Not only will blacks be making an input into the 
political and business structure of the state, but they will be 
contributing more as taxpayers and requiring less taxpayer 
support. 

Jesse Lewis’ appointment as a member of George 
Wallace’s cabinet is not going to be as traumatic an event as 
some people would like to believe. But in the long run, it 
may someday be marked as a new beginning 


Accident is result 
of lenient courts 


“A six-year-old child whose mutilitated body was taken 
from the wreckage of the car in which he was riding after 
being struck by a drunken driver on Christmas Eve is a 
prime example of how our citizens are being slaughtered 
because of the leniency of some of our court officials,” 
State Public Safety Director Colonel E.C. Dothard said this 
week. 

Dothard said, “Public Safety records show the driver 
involved in the wreck had a long traffic record which 
included several cases of speeding, reckless driving, running 
stop signs, improper brakes and driving with license 
revoked, in addition to two cases of driving while 
intoxicated and another for the same violation but reduced 
to reckless driving.” 

“Public Safety records also reveal that alcohol is a 
factor in over sixty percent of all fatal accidents, but that 
only sixty percent of those charged with driving while 
intoxicated are convicted through the court process. In 
several courts, convictions, unfortunately, are the exception 
rather than the rule,” the Director said. 

“We feel that State Troopers and other law 
enforcement officers are doing their part in attempting to 
rid the highways of the drinking driver by making the 
arrests and obtaining conclusive scientific evidence 
establishing the degree of intoxication. Last year, 33,000 
drivers were arrested in Alabama for driving while 
intoxicated, of which nearly 10,000 were arrested by 
Troopers, but of those arrested, over 12,000 were reduced 
to lesser charges,”’ Dothard said, 

“Under Alabama law,” Colonel Dothard said, “It is 
mandatory that the driver license be revoked for six months 
upon conviction for driving while intoxicated, and too 
many of our well-meaning court officials, through 
compassion, are too concerned with what happens to the 
driver if he is convicted and loses his license, while little or 
no thought is given in behalf of the victim. They apparently 
do not agree that it is better for a drinking driver to give up 
his driver license for a short while than it is for a child to 
give up his life.” 

“It’s time,” the Director said, “That someone speak 
out for the victims, as in the case of the six-year- old boy 
who was so mutilated that the coffin could not be opened 
at the funeral. There were also injuries in the wreck which 
required many stitches in the head of one, a punctured 
facial artery on one, bdth of which will have lifetime scars, 
and numerous bruises on two others.” 

“I feel it’s time,” the Director concluded, “That the 
courts accept their responsibility in carrying out the law. If 
it were mandatory for them to explain their actions in 
reducing these charges to the parents or relatives of some of 
the children or other citizens who have become victims of 
their leniency, we would see a drastic decrease in case 
reductions.”

Filibuster reform probable 


There has been a lot of talk about doing something to 
stop the almost constant filibustering which has plagued the 
Alabama Senate in recent years. And with a new legislature 
starting work this week, it’s very likely that something will 
be done. 

But don’t expect too much. The filibuster is a deeply 
rooted institution, and it probably will survive for many 
years to come. 

A special committee appointed by Lieutenant 
Governor Jere Beasley to recommend changes in the Senate 
rules listened to a lot of suggestions about how the right to 
extended debate could be defused as a dangerous legislative 
weapon. 

But the committee came up with only one proposal. 
If adopted by the rest of the new senate at the 
Organizational session this week, it will make it 
easier..theoretically at least.. to cut off debate after a 
filibuster has started. 


The present rules require a two-thirds vote of the 
elected members of the Senate.. a minimum of 24..to 
invoke cloture to stop a filibuster. And a cloture motion 
must originate in the powerful rules committee. That means 
just four senators..a majority on the seven-member rules 


committee..can block a cloture motion. 

The change recommended by the special committee 
would allow a majority of the senate..18 members..to file a 
cloture motion from the floor, bypassing the rules 
committee. 

That still wouldn't guarantee imposition of the “Gag 
Rule”, as cloture is often called, members of the senate are 
generally reluctant to cut off debate because the time may 
come when they want to filibuster, and the rule could be 
used against them. 


The fact of the matter is that the right to filibuster 
exists because most senators want it to exist, Even those 
who never engage in filibustering themselves find it a handy 
Weapon because it sometimes keeps them from having to 
vote on something they don’t want to vote on. 

Suppose, for instance, a bill is on the calendar to 
repeal the state's so-called right-to-work law. In the past 
that has been an issue some members didn’t want to face. 
In that case, a filibuster against some other piece of 
legislation might keep the right-to-work repealer from ever 
coming to a vote. 

As long as that attitude exists, it’s going to be 
extremely difficult to put any really effective restrictions 
on the filibuster. 


Teens ignore anti-smoking advice 


Although recent attention on menaces to our youth 
has been focused primarily on more exotic types of driffs, 
the cigarette — that familiar old killer - has made startling 
inroads against the health and well-being of the younger 
generation. 

The federal government's National Clearinghouse for 
Smoking and Health reports that, over the past five years, 
the number of male smokers between 12 and 18 years of 
age has increased slightly. During the same time, however, 
the number of female smokers of corresponding age has 
almost doubled — from 8 to 15 percent. 

One key reason for this alarming rise in smoking 
among young women no doubt is the glamor attributed to 
the deadly habit by cigarette manufacturers. Although 
television advertising of cigarettes is thankfully a thing of 
the past, large colorful ads extolling the pleasures of the 
weed are a standard fare of most major publications. 
Despite the health warnings that by law appear both on 
cigarette packages and on printed ads, these seductive 
blandishments obviously are effective, 


A recent opinion survey by the U.S. Public Health 
Service, for example, turned up these responses among 
smoking teenagers: 70 percent think it is a “smart” thing to 
do, while the other 30 percent think it is “stupid”; half of 
the smoking teens believe students who smoke are more 
popular; 52 percent of the young smokers feel that 
cigarettes help them enjoy life more. 

Some encouraging attitudes were also revealed in the 
survey however: 72 percent don’t think smoking cigarettes 
makes a teenager feel grownup; half of the respondents 
hope their future children won't follow their smoking 
example; and 68 percent agreed thatsmoking harms their 
sports ability. 

Scientific evidence has long since proved conclusively 
that cigarette smoking is a major contributor to diseases of 
the heart, respiratory and circulatory systems. Although 
such facts are difficult to convey meaningfully to young 
people — most of whom seem to think they'll live forever 
— it is essential that the Nation's government and 
educational systems try harder than ever to do so.

Tornadoes occur most 
frequently in your area during the months of March, April 
and May,

TORNADO SAFETY RULES 

In homes - the basement offers the greatest safety. In 
homes without basements, take cover in the center part of 
the house, on the lowest floor, in a small room such as a 
closet or bathroom. Many lives have been saved in 
bathrooms during tornadoes. 

In office buildings - go to an interior hallway on the 
lowest floor, or to the designated shelter area. 

In shopping centers - go to a designated shelter area - 
not to your car. 

In factories - workers should move quickly to the 
section of the plant offering the greatest protection in 
accordance with advance plans. Toilets offer better 
protection than areas with wide span roofs. 

Mobile homes - proper tie-downs to prevent 
overturning will minimize damage. However, during 
tornado threats mobile homes should be abandoned for 
safer shelter. 


In schools - follow advance plans to an interior 


hallway on the lowest floor. Avoid Auditoriums and 


Gymnasiums or other structures with wide free-span roofs. 
If a building is not of reinforced construction, go quickly to 
a nearby reinforced building, or a ravine or open ditch and 
lie flat. Students should not be sent home during a tornado 
warming as cars and busses are especially vulnerable to 
strong winds

Edward was a very wealthy man 
and was an ancestor of many families now living around 
Columbiana and Chelsea. Edward’s daughter, Mary, was a 
heroine of the Patriots because she supplied them valuable, 
information that led to their victory, while Edwards son, 
Beaks, fought for the British. This battle was important in 
the Revolutionary War because it was the first time that the 
Americans defeated a force made up entirely of Tories, 

In South Carolina, Charles Lester married Jane 
Musgrove sometime before 1790. Two of their sons, Smith 
and Alfred, moved to Shelby County around 1837. They 
settled between Columbiana and Chelsea and founded 
Lester's Chapel United Methodist Church. Many Shelby 
County families including Lester's, Garrett’s, Nolens, and 
Davis’ are descendants of these two brothers.

‘Executive privilege 


too often misused’

In writing the Constitution, the Founding Fathers, in 
their wisdom and in their fear of a strong all - powerful 
Chief Executive, took special care to ensure the peoples” 
right to express approval or disapproval of our Nation’s 
involvement in foreign affairs. 

Even as they assigned specific responsibilities in 
foreign affairs to the President, they wrote into the 
Constitution as provision that “He (the President) shall 
have power, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, to make treaties, provided two-thirds of the 
Senators present concur.” 

In 1794, U.S. Ambassador to England John Jay 
negotiated a treaty which resulted in the English 
relinquishing forts that they held on the American side of 
the Canadian border, and this treaty was approved with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. But President George 
Washington refused to turn over to Congress some of the 
documents relating to the treaty on the grounds of 
executive privilege. From that point on in our history 
Presidents have claimed more and more personal authority 
in foreign affairs and, as an outgrowth of this authority, 
Presidents have made less use of the treaty power, 
substituting executive agreements which do not require 
advice and consent of the Senate. During the 30 years since 
World War II, only 368 treaties were entered into by the U, 
S. with advice and consent of the Senate as against 5,590 
international agreements which did not require Senate 
action, 

Executive agreements and the expansion of a 
President's power to deal singlehandly with foreign affairs 
are primarily responsible for our involvement in Southeast 
Asia during the past 20 years at a tragic cost in lives and 
money. Many Executive agreements made since World War 
Hl deal with such every-day exchanges as copyrights, 
reciprocal agreements on ait service, postal matters, and 
education, and I have no argument with these. But a larger 
number deal with defense matters, trade and commerce, 
‘mutual security and high finance. It is in these areas that a 
President can commit our country to a dangerous path 
without advice and consent of the people acting through 
the Senate. 

Foreign leaders have grown to believe that our 
President has almost unlimited powers. They do not 
understand that our Constitution requires him to share 
much of his authority with Congress. 

In my judgment, that attitude poses a grave danger 
to our system of government, because our Constitution has 
been circumvented much too long. 

Shortly before it adjourned in December, the Senate 
passed a bill that would require executive agreements to be 
sent to both Houses of Congress for full and open public 
debate, except where national security is concerned, | voted 
for and I endorse this effort because full Congressional

sound, I felt that if | didn’t get 
downstairs immediately | 
would be swept up into the 
sound itself, whatever it was..

The basement door was 
locked and after what seemed 
an eternity | opened it.

The electricity was out for 
sometime. We had dinner, 
which consisted of tuna-fish 
sandwiches, by candle - light. 

With a bit of irony I 
remembered the number of 
tangled trees on the lot before 
it was cleared, and someone 
telling us we'd bought a lot in a 
hurricane path.

the walls came in on top of 
us.” 
Luckily for Mrs. White and 
her daughter Tonya, they both 
then they would just 
disintegrate. It took about 
twenty seconds for the storm 
to pass,” he said. 


“The wind blew me into the 
yard. I first checked to see if 
my family was all right. Then I 
went around pulling people out 
of the wrecks.” 


Mary White was not as 
lucky. Her trailer was one of 
those blown away by the 
storm, 


“1 called my husband,” she 
remembers. “The wind was 
gusting badly. He told me to 
get out of the trailer and to 
come to where he was. I got 
ready to leave in the car, but 
the wind got worse. 

“| wrapped up the baby and 
then got into the bathtub and 
pulled a mattress over us. Then 


escaped the disaster without 
injuries, 

The wind’s fury played 
freakish tricks. Entire trailers 
were blown away. Some 
mobile homes were wrapped 
around trees and telephone 
poles. A, small, fragile boat, 
parked in front of a destroyed 
home was unmoved and 
undamaged. 

The Red Cross and Shelby 
County Pensions and Security 
Office set up offices in Pelham 
City Hall, Friday night. 

The Shelby County March 
of Dimes had scheduled a 
kickoff banquet Friday night 
in Montevallo. Because of the 
storm, only a handful of 
volunteers attended the 
banquet. The remaining food 
was sent to Pelham to feed 
victims of the storm. 

“As bad as it was”, one man 
said, ‘‘it could have been 
worse. If everybody had been 
at home, | think a lot of folks 
might have been killed.”

A. The functions of IRS 
service centers are to process

top litter problems 


Paper, cans, bottles, and 
plastic -- in order of quantity 
those are the items most 
frequently found along 
Alabama highways according 
to the initial results of a 
continuing litter study being 
conducted by the State 
Highway Department. 


Director Ray Bass this week 
said his department is 
tabulating the litter picked up 
from one mile of roadway in 
each of its 45 districts 
throughout the State once each 
month for a period of 
approximately one year, 


“That should give us a good 
indication of what our biggest 
litter problems are so that we 
will know how to go about 
solving them, either by 
legislation, stricter 
enforcement, or other means,” 
Bass said. 

Results of the first litter 
tabulation made at the 
beginning of December, 
indicated a total of 258, 523 
pieces of litter from the 
combined 45 mile area. That's 
about 5,744 pieces of litter per 
mile, Bass said. 


Broken down into 
categories, that amounted to 
167,563 pieces of paper, 
47,469 cans, 14,144 bottles, 
16,563 pieces of plastic and

12,931 miscellaneous items. 
Miscellaneous items found 


in the tabulations included 
cigarette packs, oil cans, milk 
cartons, cardboard boxes, 
shoes, construction materials, 
food jars, rags, auto parts, cup 
tops, straws and household 
garbage. 


While paper appears to be 
the biggest litter contribution, 
cans and bottles are in second 
place and cause a great deal of 
damage to highway department 
machinery. Last summer, Bass 
said, the damage to machinery 
and tires and the resulting 
downtime for employees 
created by cans and bottles 
amounted to approximately 
$10,500 per week for the 23 
week mowing period. 


“Litter removal is essential 
to the maintenance of our 
highway system,” Bass said. 
“The grass must be cut for 
safety and maintenance reasons 
and the litter must be removed 
before we cut the grass to 
avoid as many machinery 
breakdowns as possible.” 


However, due to inflation 
and a deficient budget we have 
had to cut our litter removal 
budget in half in recent years. 
For instance in 1972-73 we 
spent over one million dollars 
removing litter, and we were

TV may pose hazard | 


by Annie Laurie Gunter 

Remember the excitement of 
your first television? The whole 
family gathered around each 
night to watch their favorite 
programs, and gradually TV 
became part of our leisure. TV 
has come to mean instant 
entertainment for most con- 
sumers, but for some the 
enjoyment of television has 
been blemished by the memory 
of fire or electric shock, 

The Governor's Office of 
Consumer Protection advises 
that careful observance of some 
safety tips can avoid fire and 
shock hazards. 


1. Don't cover the ventilation 
openings by putting the TV set 
too close to a wall, radiator or 
piece of furniture - excessive 
heat can built up within the TV 
cabinet and start a fire. 

2. Don't keep your favorite plant 
on the TV, When you water it, 
the liquid can spill into the 
cabinet, cause a short circuit 
and start a fire. 

3. When you are making a 
purchase, be aware that the 
“instant on"’ feture has been 


suspected of causing some TV 
fires. Also remember than many 
TV related fires have involved 
portable color TVs with plastic 
cabinets. 

5. When using your TV, be sure 
to turn it off if you leave the 
room for a long period of time. 
Never leave a TV on when 
leaving the house. 

5. When you leave on vacation, 
unplug the TV from the wall 
outlet and disconnect the 
external antenna lead-in wires 
at the TV set. This will prevent a 
possible fire hazard in case of 
lightning storms and electrical 
powerline surges. 

6. Never clean the face of the 
picture tube while the TV is on

“In 1974, a total of 143 
wildfires were suppressed in 
Shelby County by the Alabama 
Forestry Commission,” accord- 
ing to County Forester David 
Duckett. 

The worst month was March 
with a total of 66 fires which 
burned over 2,970 acres. The 
largest fire of the year was a 
455 acre fire near Vincent 
during that same month. 

Of the 143 total 
almost 70 percent 


fires, 
were 


deliberately caused by 
incendiaries, These fires 
consumed more than 3,482 
acres to burn. 

The next greatest cause was 
by people letting burning 
debris get out of control. 
Debris burning was responsible 
for over 25 percent of the total 
number of fires burning more 
than 458 acres in Shelby 
County. 

Smoking, and other 
miscellaneous causes were 
responsible for only about five 
percent of the total number of

Age carries stigma of uselessness 


Besides representing the 
onset of health and money 
problems, age now carries with 
it the stigma of uselessness, No 
longer does a person retire to 
take his place as advisor- 
in-residence when he reaches 
retirement. Today, the 
inability or unwillingness of 
many families to care for their 
senior members once they find 
it difficult to do for

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According to Jeanette 
Niven, the department's case 
work supervisor, this lack of 
transportation results not only 
in a person’s inability to get 
where he needs to go, but also 
serves to bring on the related 
problems of isolation and 
lonliness. “So many of the 
elderly we serve have this 
problem of isolation which 
often results from one of the 
spouse’s having died and the 
children having moved away,” 
she said 

As the DPS’s adult service 
worker, Mrs. Kelley deals 
primarily with adults who have 
some type of physical 
disability and consequently 
receive Supplemental Security 
INcome (SSI). A_ large 
percentage of these are elderly, 

Her responsibility is seeing 
that these disabled persons 
receive the services offered to 
SSI recipients, she explained, 
pointing out that her branch of 
the department does not deal 
in payments allotted to the 
clients 

The SSI program is 
essentially federally funded, 
although some recipients are 
eligible additional 
payments from the state, Mrs 


lor 


Kelley said. These 
supplemental benefits are 
administered by other case 


workers, one of whom is Nell 
Walton. Mrs. Walton explained 
that the program was instigated 
in 1973, when reorganization 
within the agency resulted in 
decreased payments to some 


clients 


Today, more than ever, 


“The ‘sup’ (supplemental 
benefits) program was 
developed to help assure that 
public assistance recipients 
would continue to receive, 
from all sources, the amount of 
income comparable to the one 
they were receiving in 
December, 1973,” she said. 

One problem which many 
SSI clients face is housing, Mrs. 
Kelley revealed. Those who 
don't own their homes, she 
said, often cannot afford to 
rent adequate houses, In these 
situations, she tries to assist 
them in finding more suitable 
quarters, 

Rental units in housing 
developments sometimes offer 
a solution, Mrs. Kelley said, 
commenting that there are 
several such projects in Shelby 
County, Many of the newer 
ones, she added, have 
clubhouses which give the 
residents excellent places to 
meet, 

A recently - instigated DPS 
program is proving beneficial 
to a number of elderly clients, 
the case worker said. “We have 
a homemaker who goes into 
the homes and 
housework,” she explained, 
pointing out that the service is 
made available to those who 
are unable to do much for 
themselves, but is not for 
bedridden persons who need 
nursing care. 

Besides offering DPS clients 
assistance and companionship, 
the homemaker program allows 
them to remain in their homes, 
Miss Niven added. “That is

“At age 65 comes the 
biggest change in a man’s 
lifetime,” Hyche continued. 
“He is cut off from doing his 
normal activity because he is 
forced into retirement.”

Newspapers from 1896 
reported that “in their terrible 
fall the four cars never turned 
over, and on reaching the water 
were literally turned into 
kindling wood, many of the 
unfortunate victims being 
crushed by timbers and iron 
work.” The cars caught fire a 
few minutes after the crash 
because of heaters warming the 
passengers on that cold 
December morning. 

A passenger, Mr. E. Eckles, 
miraculously escaped and 
rushed four miles to the 
nearest telegraph office to wire 
for help. En route he was met 
by several men, stopping only 
long enough to give them an 
idea of the calamity. The men 


who arrived on the scene told 
of the horrible cries of victims 
being burned alive in the 
wreck, 

A relief train was sent from 
Birmingham immediately upon 
hearing the news. All available 
doctors were brought to the 
scene, along with any other 
rescue volunteers. A_ similar 
rescue train from Blocton was 
the first to arrive on the scene, 
and soon the men were on the 
job of caring for the injured 
and saving those that they 
could 

The Birmingham train, 
speeding toward the wreck, 
crashed into the three camp 
cars of a nearby wrecking crew. 
One man was killed, and at 


least five others were wounded, 
not far from the scene of the 
wreck, 


Investigative authorities 
were convinced that the wreck 
was caused “by the act of some 
malicious scoundrel of 
scoundrels.” Three men were 
seen acting suspiciously shortly 
before the crash, and survivors 
stated that they had seen three 
men come down the river bank 


and go into the train 
immediately after the crash. 


News reports say that “it seems 
absolutely certain that the 
wreck was caused by train 
wreckers,” and that there was 
plenty of evidence “that the 


train was precipitated into the 


river by human agency and 
inhuman devilment.”’ 

A report by the Birmingham 
Mineral railway superintendent 
shows strong proof that the 
accident was caused “by the 
criminal act of one or more 
persons.”’ But if anyone was 
ever prosecuted in the case, we 
know of no records. 

Such was one of the most 
horrible disasters in state 
history. But was the wreck 
caused by sabotage? In 1896 
the papers stated that there 
was barely enough evidence to 
“Jead one to believe that there 
is in existence a living being 
who would do so hellish a deed 
for the sake of gain.” Today it 
seems eusy enough to believe

“Within 48 hours utility 
personnel will come out to 
stake or mark their pipes, lines, 
or cables in the Jefferson and 
Shelby County area,” Fleet 
said. “We will use colorcoded 
stakes so that contractors will 
know just what kind of facility 
is there and who it belongs to.” 
Fleet said a yellow stake would 
be used to mark the gas lines, a 
red stake would mark the 
power lines, and an orange 
stake would indicate the 
telephone lines. 

Fleet said even if there 
aren’t any cables or lines in the 
excavating area, the utility 
companies will still contact the 
excavator to let him know. 

Finally, the new director 
emphasized that any excavator 
who hits underground pipes, 
lines, or cables should first 
notify the utility involved and 
then call Miss All. 

Fleet said calls from 
excavators would be taken 
Monday through Friday, from 
7 am. to 5 p.m.

Nevertheless, the court

Courts generally agree, In 
the view of the law, an 
accidental overpayment is 
supposed to be hunded back at 
once, 

But what if Martin had 
accepted the money in all 
innocence, not discovering the 
error until he got home? If he 
decided at that point to keep 


it, would he be guilty of 
larceny? 
Many courts say no, 


although he would probably be 
guilty of a lesser offense. As 
one judge explained, larceny 
technically involves a dishonest 
purpose at the very moment of 
taking. 

Nor is it larceny if someone 
takes another person's 
property under the mistaken - 
but reasonable - belief that he 
has a legal right to do so. 

That kind of a case arose 
when a landlady noticed that 
one of her roomers had spilled 


ink on a carpet. To make sure 
he would pay for cleaning the 
carpet, she took a watch out o! 
his room as security, 

As a matter of law, she had 
no claim on the waich, But 
when the roomer had her haled 
into court on a charge ot 
larceny, the judge found her 
not guilty. The judge said she 
had acted in good faith 
without the slightest intention 
of keeping the watch for 
herself.

Fowler said, “We think we 
have a pretty tight operation in 
Shelby County on this tax sit- 
uation,” but there was general 
agreement that untaxed beer is 


Ray asked the Commission 
to consider protesting the 
proposed federal changes in 
truck weights. “It’s foolish for 
us to go in debt, and work our 
heads off to build good roads 
for the driving public and then 
let a few trucks come in and 
tear them up,” is the way he 
put it.

Is it a good idea to spend 
one million dollars on the old 
high school buildings in Calera 
and Montevallo when one 
brand new building could be 
built for three million dollars 
to serve both towns? 

This is a question the 
county school board is curr- 
ently studying. 

Both buildings are in need 
of major renovation, estimated 
to cost one-half million dollars 
at each school. 

However, for that cost, 
many of the improvements 
would be ‘“‘cosmetic’ and 
would not provide much ad- 
ditional classroom space, ac- 
cording to Thurston Sumner, 
architect for the Shelby Co- 


unty Board of Education. 

Among the improvements 
would be central air cond- 
itioning, central heating, new 
windows, lowered ceilings, car- 
peting, new wall coverings and 
new bathrooms. The architect 
recently toured Montevallo 
High School with members of 
the Board of Education and 
Montevallo city officials. 

The board is looking at the 
needs of the total school sy- 
stem in a new way, and is re- 
aching out for innovative ideas 
to stretch funds as far as 
possible and at the same time 
provide superior education. 

The board has borrowed to 
the limit of its power and is 
now faced with hard decisions 
to provide for the expected 


growth of the school pop- 
ulation over the next several 
years. The only money that is 
likely to be available will have 
to come from surpluses in the 
state educational trust fund or 
state issued bonds. That money 
is dispensed by the legislature 
and the governor. 

The county school board, 
led by the new Chairman, 
Joseph Dean, is exploring the 
anticipated needs of the system 
and going into detailed studies 
to come up with a planned pro- 
gram to cover the needs of the 
next 20 years. If necessary, the 
board has hinted it will ask the 
voters to approve a one-cent 
county-wide sales tax to be ear- 
marked for education. 

A full scale meeting of the 


board and planning experts 
from the State Department of 
Education was to be held 
Wednesday afternoon, after the 
Reporter went to press, to 
discuss these matters. 

The idea of one combined 
high school to serve both 
Calera and Montevallo is not 
new, Until the early 1940's, 
Calera youths went to 
Montevallo for high school. Ed- 
ucational studies in the past 
have suggested a single high 
school would be more efficient 
and provide better educational 
opportunities. 

But both cities have strong 
pride in their own high schools. 
The subject of a combined 
school brings out some strong 
feelings 

One of the leading argu- 
ments in favor of it, stems 
from a famous study of Amer- 
ican high schools made in the 
late 1950's by Dr. James 
Conant. He concluded that un- 
less a high school had a mini- 
mum of 100 students in its

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Beasley ignores 


Wallace’s wishes

Lt. Gov, Jere Beasley's organization of the State 
Senate last Week is being interpreted far and wide as a slap 
at Gov, George C. Wallace and a kind of Beasley declaration 
of independence. 

The liewtenant governor has the right to name 
members and chairmen of the Senate Committees. This is 
an awesome power. because all legislation must move 
through the committee system. A presiding officer can, 
through judicious placing of his supporters on various 
committees, pretty well control the flow of legislation 
through the chamber, 

Traditionally. in this one-party state. it has been the 
custorr to let the governor select the chairmen of at least 
the three major committees and to make certain that he has 
enough votes, especially on the Finance and Taxation 
Committee. to get his program through the committee 
system and on to the floor for debate, 

But early on. it was evident that Beasley was going to 
be his own boss in regard to running the Senate. He ignored 
the governor's selection of Sen. Bob Wilson of Jasper to 
chair the Finance and Taxation Committee again. (He 
chaired the all important money committee in the 1963-67 
term.) 

Beasley named Sen. L. D. Owen of Bay Minette and 
Wallace says he has nothing against Owen. It is just that he 
wanted Wilson, Reports say that Wilson didn’t want to run 
again but did so at Wallace’s urging. and with the assurance 
that he would again head the Senate’s most important 
committee 

Then last week, in the organizational session, Beasley 
announced his other committee assignments aand it was 
clear that he had placed his staunchest supporters in 
positions where he would completely dominate the upper 
chamber 

A close assuciate of the governor commented, when 
the appointments were announced, “Well, they've chosen 
to rise with him (Beasley) and so will they fall with him!” 

And whether or not Beasley succeeds with his rather 
bold coup or falls flat on his face remains to be seen. It will 
be determined by the measure of success the governor's 
legislative program has in negotiating the Senate rapids 

Control of the committees will also allow the 
lieutenant a good deal of room from demagoging it up. This 
session will handle such potential demagogic items as the 
revamping of the Public Service Comission, the fight 
between higher education and the AEA for the education 
dollar, the public sesvice employes unionizing bill and the 
teacher organizing bill, the bill to alter the state's legal 
interest rates, plus the usual complement of narrow- 
interest bills. 

Beasley seems to be saying that he no longer needs 
the governor despite the fact that a few short months ago, 
he was begging for Wallace support in his runoff with 
Charles Woods for a second term. 

Wallace has assumed a standoffish attitude. He has 
felt for some time that Beasley would eventually hang 
himself. And he almost did. It was George Wallace who cut 
the rope and let him down from the gallows of political 
obscurity. 

If Wallace receives rough treatment at the hands of 
this Beasley - oriented Senate, then it would not be 
surprising at all to see him on the stump in 1978, 
campaigning against Beasley. That may be hard to imagine, 
because Wallace has seldom worried about anybody's race 
but his own. In 1978, it could happen,

New laws seen 
for tax ease

In past years when a new Congress organized for 
action, the main thrust of public speculation was on what 
new legislation would be offered, what arguments would 
erupt and what bills would be passed or defeated. 

With the convening of the 94th Congress on January 
14, however, it was clearly apparent that the main business 
of the Senate and the House would be acting on legislation 
dealing with the recession and inflation which are 
threatening to undermine our economy, and are causing so 
much hardship among our people. 

I am encouraged to believe that the congress will 
provide substantial personal income tax cuts, with smaller 
cuts for businesses, and will close flagrant tax loopholes and 
will tax excessive profits in order to balance the loss of tax 
receipts. 

1 am hopeful that Congress will act with deliberate 
speed, and it is my intention to support what I consider to 
be sound tax relief and tax reform measures. | would also 
hope that we could bring about substantial reductions in 
Federal spending to minimize as much as possible an 
anticipated new Federal deficit that could reach a 
staggering $50 billion this fiscal year. But | fear this is 
wishful thinking because, as you know, Congress is too 
prone to increase spending, not reduce it. 

On my extensive visits throughout Alabama during 
the recent holidays, and during meetings | attended in 
Alabama on increasingly serious farm problems, many 
people expressed hope that the President would be able to 
afford strong leadership in guiding our Nationa and our 
people during this critical period. 

The president is at the crossroads in the crisis of 
leadership. Some months ago the President made proposals 
for dealing with the economy that were virtually ignored by 
the Congress. Many thought his proposals were too timid 
and too restrained. Now, in his State of the Union Address, 
he has made proposals that are both daring and audacious, 

I find myself in sharp disagreement with some of his 
proposals. | don’t like his tax plans that will cause a raise of 
10 cents per gallon on gasoline. But I do like his Suggestion 
of a one year moratorium on new Federal spending 
programs. It is quite obvious that the President now feels 
that recession is the number one problem rather than 
inflation. I fear, though, that if the President's proposals are 

fully implemented, the resulting tremendous deficits in 1975 
and 1976 will be highly inflationary. 

Needless to say, ! will carefully study and consider 


. each proposal that is made by the President, or by anyone 


else. Then I will act in what | believe will be the best 
interest of the people of Alabama and of all Americans.

The velvet horned females are usually fertile, Colvin

1971 law sets 
interest rates 


A law enacted by the 1971 state legislature requires 
merchants who extend or arrange credit on which finance 
charges are added to register annually with the State 
Banking Department and otherwise provide certain credit 
disclosures to their customers. 

While most merchants appear to be in compliance, a 
number of businesses apparently are still not aware of the 
requirements and are operating in violation of the Act. 

The Banking Department urges all businesses which 
have not yet registered to do so immediately. 

The Banking Department has recently examined the 
records of a number of merchants registered under this law. 
These examinations have shown that some businesses 
charge more than the maximum allowable rates of finance 
charge and insurance on some contracts and that correct 
refund of unearned charges are not always made when 
debts are paid off ahead of schedule. 

In other cases attorney fees in excess of those 
permitted by the Mini-Code have been collected and wages 
have been garnisheed at an excessive rate. 

Currently, take-home pay of less than $105 per week 
is exempt from any garnishment and above that amount 
there are limitations. 

It is the intention of the State Banking Department 
to continue to examine such records and to require 
corrections when violations are found,

receives.) 


“On Christmas morning Joe 
used to come downstairs 
wearing his Shriner’s cap, He'd 
have the grandchildren making 
lots of noise and they would 
just make a big production of 
it. I guess that is why this 
Christmas was so lonely,” said 
Mrs. T., a faraway look in her 
eyes and a hint of moisture 
behind them. Widowed six 
months ago, she continues to 
live in the nursing home to 
which she came with her 
husband shortly before his 
death. 

“I didn’t know he had 
cancer,” she continued. “The 
children knew it, but he didn’t 
and I didn’t. He said he 
wouldn’t stay here without me, 
so I stayed too.” At the time, 
she said, she thought she would 
someday return to the home 
where she and Joe had lived for 
35 years. Now she knows she 
won't. 

Following her husband’s 
death, Mrs. T’s children felt it 
would be unwise for her to 
stay alone, so she has the house 
rented out. 

She realizes now the 
wisdom of their advice, 
because shortly before 
Christmas she blacked out in 
the bathroom of her semi- 
private room and she says if 
she had been alone at the time, 
it might have been many hours 
before anyone could have 
discovered her plight. “This has 
made me realize I cannot go 
back and live in the house 
again,”” she commented. 

The cast on her leg is not 
Scheduled to be removed for 
several more weeks, and then 
only if x-rays reveal that the 
bone is properly healed. 
Meanwhile, Mrs. T. is helped 
into a wheel chair when she 
wants to sit up. This tires her, 
though, and most of the time 
she remains in bed. Her one 
activity at present is writing, a 
hobby she has pursued for 
many years. “All I’ve got to 
show for it is rejection slips,” 
she says gaily, “but maybe one 
of these days...” 

Then she added soberly, 
“I’m 79 and there is not much 
left that I can do by myself. I 
just have to face the facts.” 

She still stays in the room 
which she and Joe shared, only 
now another woman resident 
sleeps in the bed that used to 
be his. 

“We had been together 51 
years,’” Mrs, T. remarked, 
“Now I am trying to tell 
myself that I am glad we had 
that long.” But when she talks

‘about Christmas and Joe in his 


Shriner’s cap, it is obvious that 
although she is surrounded by 
many others her age and 
receives adequate attention 
from the nursing staff, the 
loneliness she feels will be 
there for a long time to come.

Mr. and Mrs. P., in their 
early 80's, live in a cozy, 
debt-free home, where they 
enjoy gardening and one 
another. An employee of the 
federal government for many 
years, Mr. P, paid into a fund 
during that time which has 
helped him and his wife attain 


“carefree, though not lavish, 


lifsestyle since his retirement 
16 years ago. 

“We contributed six-and- 
a-half percent of every dollar 
to a pension fund and the 
government matched it,” he 
explained. 

Mrs. P. added, however, that 
they were unable to make any 
plans for their later years until 
their three sons were through 
school. ‘‘Educating the 
children took everything we 
could get up,” she said. 

Following Mr. P.’s 
retirement, the couple moved 
from their city home to the 
one they had built for their 
retirement years. Here they 
have over an acre of land on 
which she raises flowers while 
he concentrates on gardening 
and fruit trees. He often grafts 
the trees to see what he can 
come up with. Each of them 
has become known as 


something of an expert in these 
respective fields, and Mrs. P. is 
still called on to judge flower 
shows. 

“I tell him a lot of times he 
works harder now than he did 
on the job,” she reported.

“You going to cut my 
pension?”’ asked Mrs. R, 
suspiciously, although with a 
social worker acting as liason, 
she had agreed to be 
interviewed. 

Assurred that the reporter 
calling on her was interested 
only in gathering facts for a 
news story, she unburdened 
herself, relating how she must 
now subsist on social security 
and disability payments, 
although she worked for 41 
years as a registered nurse and 
had a son who would have 
helped care for her if he were 
alive. 

“As soon as they let nurses 
pay into Social Security, I was 
the first to put in,” she said, 
“but when my second husband 
got to where he couldn't work, 
I had never read the law on 
Social Security, so I didn’t 
freeze mine.” Because of this 
technicality, she said, the 
amount she draws is 
considerably less than it would 
have been otherwise, 

Asthmatic and arthritic, 
Mrs. R. has no hearing in one 
ear and only partial hearing in 
the other. Right now, she sees 
her leaky, substandard house as 
her main problem. “I just want 
to get a house that doesn’t 
leak,” she said. To this end, a 
case worker with the Shelby 
County Department of 
Pensions and Securities has 
had her name put on a list for 
an apartment in a government 
housing project. Mrs. R. hopes 
it won’t be long before 


something becomes available, 
but she makes it clear she 
would prefer a small house 
with a garden spot where she 
could grow some vegetables to 
eat and preserve. 

She feels she was duped into 
moving to the house she now 
rents. “I was living at Pea 
Ridge, but last Spring when the 
wind came through here, it 
took part of the roof off my 
house. The family who lived 
here wanted to swap houses 
with me and they said they 
would be able to fix the roof, 

“I asked them if this one 
leaked and they said it didn’t, 
that it has a brand new 
aluminum roof and paneling in 
it. 

“Well, you can see what it 
is,” she said, stroking the wall. 
The “‘paneling” about which 
the former tennants had 
boasted is nothing more than 
paper with a panel design on it. 


“The first time it rained was 
at night,” she recalled. “I woke 
up and water was just pouring 
on my legs.” She added that 
she got nowhere when she 
asked that the leaking be 


stopped, because the owner of 
the house has someone else 
collect the rent money and the 
lady told her the owner had 
just paid $100 to have the roof 


_ Tepaired. 


Besides paying rent on her 
oft-dampened dwelling, Mrs. R. 
must pay over $30 a month for 
gas to heat the drafty four 
room house and another $14 
on the gas tank which she must 
have, 

“T haven't been able to get 
anywhere to get groceries this 
month,” she said, “but so 
many brought me cans for 
Christmas and a friend sent me 
a five pound box of bacon 
ends. I am trying to get by on 
that so I'll have money for 
moving,” 

Medicine, too, must be 
bought, but at least, she says, 
“‘my pension pays for 
prescriptions.” 

Transportation also takes its 
toll of her small income. “If | 
go to my brother’s, it’s a dollar 
there and a dollar back,” she 


commented. She tries to help’ 


care for her only brother who 
is seriously ill and not expected 
to live much longer. A trip to 


the nearest town for groceries 
sets her back another two 
dollars... when she can find 
someone willing to dirve her 
there, 

Mrs, R’s only child was a 
son by her first husband, She 
said she left the boy’s father, 
an alcoholic, after 13 years of 
trying to cope with the 
problem. Her son died three 
years ago and with him died 
her hopes of financial security. 
“IT got some grandchildren 
living in New Orleans, but they 
haven’t been to see me since 
the day my son was buried.” 
she said, 

“I haven't been able to buy 
a print dress in three years,” 
she mused. I had to sell my 
(sewing) machine to pay for 
when I was in the hospital. It 
was $120 more than Medicaid 
paid, so I sold my machine and 
borrowed enough to pay the 
rest.” 

Snuggling in a rocker in 
front of the heater, Mrs. R. 
concluded her story, “When I 
get lonely, I just read this,” she 
said, picking up her Bible, 
“Then I say a little prayer and 
everything is all right.”

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ALABAMA POWER HAS A NEW 
ENERGY ADJUSTMENT ON 
ELECTRIC BILLS THAT'S FAIR AND 


On January 1, 1975, Alabama Power began 
using a new energy adjustment factor in 
computing electric bills. The new factor 
modifies the old fuel adjustment provision 
that was in effect, with the approval of the 
Alabama Public Service Commission, for 
several years. 


FUEL ADJUSTMENT PROVISIONS 


ARE COMMON IN THE US. 

Fuel adjustment provisions are in- 
cluded in rates set by regulatory agencies in 
at least 46 other states and in rates set by 
the Federal Power Commission. 

The new energy adjustment was 
approved unanimously in December by the 
Public Service Commission, with the con- 
currence of certain intervenors who op- 
posed the company’s then pending request 
for a retail electric rate increase, including 
representatives of the Governor and the 
State. 

THE NEW ENERGY ADJUST- 
MENT PROVIDES NO PROFIT 
FOR ALABAMA POWER. 


The new energy adjustment, like the 
old fuel adjustment, provides no profit for 
Alabama Power Company. It only recovers 
certain costs the company actually incurs in 
providing electric service, 

Under the old provision, the fuel 
adjustment factor used in computing elee- 
tric bills varied from month to month with 
the company’s costs for fuel and with the 
amount of electricity generated by fossil 
fuels. The factor was chiefly affected by the 
cost of coal, which provides 80 percent of 
the electricity used by Alabama Power's 
customers. With the old method of deter- 
mining the fuel adjustment factor, there 
was a lag of two months between the time 
the fuel costs were incurred by the company 
and the time the adjustments for those 


costs were made on customers’ electric bills. 


The new energy adjustment provision 
does not depend solely on the company's

costs for fuel to generate electricity. Italso— 


takes into account Alabama Power's costs 
for, and savings from, the interchange of 
electric energy with other utilities. And 
the new provision will now reflect —on a 
current basis —the net effect of costs for 
both fuel and purchased electric energy, 
whether these costs are higher or lower. 

If the price Alabama Power has to pay 
for fuel should drop, the energy adjustment 
factor used in computing electric bills would 
decrease, just as with the old fuel adjust- 


ment. However, it should be noted that the 
cost of fuel to generate electricity has in- 
creased sharply in recent months, and a

price drop, particularly for coal, is not fore- 
seeable right now, (In November 1973, we 
paid the equivalent of $11.47 per ton for coal 
us compared with $29.38 in November 1974.)

and March. After March 31, 1975, the sur- 
charge will be dropped. 

The old fuel adjustment would have 
added $7.48 per 1000 kilowatt-hours to your 
January electric bill.

The Pinnacle Fire tower will 
be playing a key role in 
Shelby County rural fire 
protection during the next 
months, With the spring fire 
season approaching, personnel 
in the Pinnacle lookout will be 
able to spot an ominous 
column of smoke indicating a 
wildfire 

The spring fire season, 
explains Shelby County 
Forester Dave Duckett, begins 
in February and continues 
until April or May, depending 
on the rains. During these 
months the conditions for a 
wildfire to spread are more 
favorable than at other times 
of the year. However, Duckett 
points out that wildfires can 
occur at any time. 

October and November are 
also high fire risk periods, he 
said. 

From atop the 
Structure standing on a hill 
between Columbiana and 
Saginaw, the Pinnacle tower 
affords a panoramic vista 
stretching from Wilsonville in 
the east and Pea Ridge in the 
west and from the ridges of 
Jefferson County in the north 
to Chilton and Coosa Counties 
in the south 

From the tower, 
landmarks are easily 
recongizable Woodmere 
Lake, the Gaston Steam Plant 
in Wilsonville, Oak Mountain, 
Dunnavant Mountain, and Pea 
Ridge 

By using a sighting bar 
mounted in the center of a 
circular map of the 
surrounding countryside, the 
tower operator can pinpoint 
with a great degree of accuracy 
the location of a forest fire 
The map is aligned exactly 
with the surrounding terrain

Looking out the window, 


the tower operator sights a 
column of smoke by pointing 
the rotating bar in its direction 
He then checks the points on 
the map by the sighting bar in 
its direction. He then checks 
the points on the map by the 
sighting bar to determine the 
location of the fire 

Duckett explains that the 
accurate sight range of the 
tower includes an area about 
fourteen miles in diameter 

He went on to say how the 
location of a fire can be 
pinpointed by a 
reference between two fire 
towers. The two fire lookouts 
sight the column of 
smoke and communicate the 
direction of the compass along 
which it is sighted. Then two 
lines are streteched on a map

from the location of the towers 
in the direction that each 
sighted the smoke. The 
intersection of these lines on 
the map will show the location 
of the fire. 

This method of fire location 
may be used by the Pinnacle 
Tower and lookout towers in 
Coosa and Chilton Counties, 
Duckett said. No Jefferson 
County fire tower, or the 
Signal Mountain Tower located 
in Shelby County is manned, 
he added 

The Shelby County Forester 
said that the Pinnacle Tower is 
operated on an irregular basis 
throughout the year, but 
during the fire season during 
February through May it will 
be manned forty hours a week. 
The tower operator is Eddie 
Jowers of Saginaw. 

One longtime Shelby 
County forest ranger, TJ. 
McClellan helped build the 
Pinnacle Tower in the spring 
and summer of 1943. When 
asked about the most serious 
fires he has encountered during 
this long career as a ranger, he 
answered that he remembers 
two bad ones which burned 
over 5,000 acres, apiece. 

One was in the Kingdom 
area near the Coosa River in 
1954. The other occurred in 
1956 and was located north of 
Highway 280 in the Dunnavant 
area. 

When questioned about the 
cost of wildfires in Shelby 
County, Duckett declared that 
the Alabama Forestry 
Commission spends $10,000 
just on vehicles in a year. This 
figure does not take into 
account the salaries of the 
forestry employees. 

“We could spend that 
money on more useful projects 
such as conducting prescribed 
burning on the land of small 
timberowners to increase the 
yield,” he stated. 

Duckett went on to say that 
he was a forester and not a 
forest ranger. Ideally his job 
should be similar to that of a 
county extention agent where 
he assists landowners in good 
timber management 
techniques 

Instead, the resources of his 
office are used for fighting 
fires, most of which are started 
maliciously. If these cases of 
arson ceased, the number of 
wildfires in the county would 
be reduced by more than 50 
percent, the forester 
emphasized 

“We don't have a fire 
problem in Shelby County,” 
Duckett concluded. “We have 
people problems.”

The newly released annual 
report of The University of 
Alabama in Birmingham (UAB) 


describes a “vigorous and 


growing” institution that in 
1974 enrolled more than 
10,000 students, had 
expenditures exceeding $100 
million and construction 


projects underway which will 
total almost $32 million upon 
| completion 
Dr. Joseph F. Volker, 
president of UAB, presented 
the report to the University of 
Alabama Board of Trustees at 
their meeting in Birmingham 
Saturday 
“A relative newcomer to the 
academic community, UAB has 
the largest budget, the greatest 
number of employees (6,700), 
largest enrollment 
most extensive 
program any 
university,” the 


the third 
the 
research 
Alabama 
president reported. 

Dr. Volker’s report noted 
that while the UAB has the 
resources to meet the critical 
educational needs in the health 
fields, it must be “equally 
flexible in addressing its talents 
to the pressing problems that 
face the nation’s large cities.” 

To meet this challenge, the 
document cites plans for 
expanded graduate studies in 
certain areas in whichUAB has 
“unique capabilities.” 

These include developing 
doctoral programs that utilize 
the resources of both the 
Medical Center and University

College biomedial 
engineering, health 
administration, special 


education, criminology, and 
health and physical education. 
These and other programs -will 
be presented for approval to 
the Alabama Commission on 
Higher Education within the 
current year 

The report noted that in 
1974 the University of 
Alabama Hospitals admitted a 
total of 21,574 patients, 47 
percent of whom were from 
Alabama counties outside of 
Jefferson. Seven percent of the 
patients were from other states 
and foreign countries. Some 


1,200 heart surgery procedures. 


were performed, 60 percent of 
these for Alabama patients. 
Grant support in 1974 
was at an all-time high, with 
$36 million in active grants and 
contracts for research, training 
and service projects. In the 
National Science Foundation’s 
latest report, the UAB was 
listed 34th among the top 100 
U.S. institutions receiving 
federal grant monies, and 16th 
among the public institutions. 
Enrollment tabulations 
indicated that UAB had 7,256 
students in undergraduate 
programs, an increase of 6.24 
percent over the similar period 
the preceding year, and 3,088 
students in graduate and 
professional programs, an 
increase of 16.9 percent.

to have puppies. The wedding 
vows were barked this summer 
before an __ invitations-only 
crowd.

One morning Dr. Kent’s 
assistant arrived to open the 
clinic near Valleydale Road.

During 
the night the big sled dog had 
nearly torn up two doors 
trying to get outside. 

When asked what was his 
worst patients, Dr. Kent said 
that a bad cat could be worse 
than a large dog. “A cat has 
five ways to get at you, while a 
dog only has his teeth.” He 
added that as a rule, cats are 
usually good patients. 


Alabaster’s Dr. OB. 
Culpepper had many a tale 
about unusual things he’s 


encountered. From a deer who 
drinks beer to a hawk with a 
broken neck, he has handled 
several strange cases. But one 
of the most memorable was 
when he had to dodge the 
electric hot stick. 

While trying to get a cow 
into a holding pen at a farm, 


Dr. Culpepper began having 
trouble with the animal. The 
cow turned around, trying to 
get back out the way it came, 
but the veterinarian was behind 
her pushing. Meanwhile the 
farm owner was trying to help 
with his high voltage cattle 
prod-but he missed the cow. 

Dr. Culpepper let out a few 
unprintable words as the cow 
pushed him toward the hot 
stick. Finally, unable to evade 
the stick and the cow, the 
doctor fell flat on his back in 
the manure and filth of the 
loading chute. The cow got 
out. But not before she had 
gotten a shock like the 
veterinarian had. 

His assistant, Mrs. Payne, 
also had gotten her share of 
frightening situations. One 
time a puppy got under her 
desk, and when she saw its eyes 
in the dark, she thought it was a 
rat. She didn’t shriek that time, 
but when a monkey wrapped 
its tail around her leg, she 
screamed bloody murder. “It 
felt like a snake,” she said. 

Dr. Frank Brush of 
Montevallo has also had his 
share of crazy experiences in 
his two years of practicing 
veterinary medicine. One of his 
Strangest cases was treating a 
tame bobcat with diarrhea. The 
large pet had been raised from 
a cub by a family.

Should you have an occasion 
to visit the New Hope Baptist 
Cemetery of Cahaba Valley, 
you will note many ancient 
markers, mute reminders of the 
people who hacked their way 
through the wilderness and 
settled the valley. 

Two very old slabs lying side 
by side will no doubt catch 
your attention. Wipe away the 


Cross... and on the other . 
Captn. “William EB. Cross... 
born Feb. 15, 1770 - died Nov. 
9, 1845. 

He had guts, they say, this 
Captain William Cross, He 
arrogantly defied the elements, 
the rocks, the shoals, the 
rapids, and the ever present 
hostile Indians, to become the 
first white man to arrive alive 
by way of the treacherous 


He made his way to the 
coast, where he lived for a 
time. On one of his sojourns 
back to Tennessee, he met and 
married a pretty miss by the 
name of Susannah Lane. 

After living in the southern 
portion of the territory for 
awhile, he decided to relocate 

He and Susannah moved 
northward, and just as 
arrogantly as he'd conquered 


uprising in 1812 and many 
smaller skirmishes afterwards. 
He died at the age of 75, 
leaving sons William Lane and 
Andrew Jackson to carry on 
the Cross name, but not before 


obtaining a land-grant deed to: 


the land from President Taft. 

Even at this late date there 
was still a good number of 
Indians in Cahaba Valley who 
sometimes became quite

Vocational center 
to add new course 


The Shelby County Area 
Vocational Center will soon 
add to its curriculum a two- 
year course for high school 
juniors and seniors in Health 
Occupations Education (HOE), 

Designed to prepare students 
for employment or additional 
training in a variety of health- 
related occupations, the pro- 
posed course has brought 
favorable reaction from both 
school administrators and med- 
ical professionals throughout 
the county, said Vocation Cen- 
ter director Charles Knowles. 

The program will replace a 
sewing course which has been 
discontinued due to lack of em- 
ployment opportunities. 

In planning for a new 
course of study, Knowles said, 
one geared to the needs of fe- 
male students was sought. 
“Some of the areas of concern 
that we have had with the pro- 
grams at the area vocational 
center is the lack of opportuni- 
ties for young ladies,” he com- 
mented. 

The HOE program is expect- 
ed to attract students classified 
as average and above average 
scholastically, Knowles said, 
and will offer classroom in- 
struction plus “on site expo- 
sure” in many health- related 
occupations. 

“One problem we foresee is 
in the area of student select- 
ion,” the director said, noting 
that many areas of study with- 
in the program will require 
Chemistry, which is offered 
only during alternating years in

some Shelby County high 
schools. 

Knowles feels that the HOE 
course will benefit both stu- 
dents interested in medical- re- 
lated careers and doctors, den- 
tists and other medical person- 
nel. “Due to the fact that we 
have an increasing population 
in Shelby County, the hospital 
is growing and the number of 
doctors, dentists and other pro- 
fessional people is growing. We 
have found out from these 
people that they need help at 
various levels in the medical 
field,” he reported. 

“High school principals 
agree that this is a good occu- 
pational field,’ Knowles con- 
tinued. 

Now that the county Board 
of Education has approved a 
HOE course for the vocational 
facility, Knowles said plans will 
get underway immediately and 
he expects to have the program 
operating when school starts

This is evidence of the 
Canal’s value to our economy, to say nothing of its value to 
our national defense. 

But the proposed treaty would have us abandon a 
right given us 72 years ago. Panama wants to take over 
operations of the Canal with no capabilities for doing so. It 
wants to take over defense of the Canal with its small army 
which is little more than a boydguard for the military 
dictator. 

The very instability of government in Panama is a 
threat to our security, having had 44 Presidents during the 
72 years since the signing of the Treaty in 1903, How can 
we be expected to place our security in the hands of such a 
country? How long would it take them to stop the 

smovements of our commercial and military ships through 
the Panama Canal unless we paid more tribute or ransom?

Alcohol taxes up $71,667 


Shelby County’s thirst 
seems to be keeping pace with 
its growth in population. 

Total tax receipts on beer 
and liquor during 1974 were 
$71,667 more than during the 
first twelve month period after 
the county authorized the sale 
of alcoholic beverages. And, 
this means that the county 
Board of Education, the 
County Commission and the 
municipalities of Shelby 
County received more revenue 
from this source than they did 


in 1972-73. 

During the first twelve 
months that beer and liquor 
were sold legally in Shelby 
County, $181,104 was received 
from the beer tax. During the 
same period $5,337 was 
received in liquor tax. These 
figures are for the fiscal year 
October, 1972 through 
September, 1973 and bring the * 
total to $186,441. 

In 1974 a total tax of 
$258,108 was collected in 
Shelby County for both beer 


Two arrested

These are just a few of the 
many words that can be used 
to describe the Shelby County 
Youth Aid Bureau located in 
Alabaster. 

The county-wide counseling 
agency has been offering an 
expanding sphere of services to 
residents of the county since 
its inception. During the 
second half of 1974, the Youth 
Aid Bureau opened 300 cases 
stemming from the full 
spectrum of problems which 
face young people today, such 
as drugs, family, running away, 
truancy, and theft. 

“We're beginning to feel an 
acceptance in the community, 
not only with the police 
departments and schools, but 
with the public in general,” 
comments Y AB Director David 
Walker. “People know we are 
here and are now coming on 
their own. It really started 
happening back in October.” 

The Youth Aid Bureau 
accepts cases on referrals from 
schools, police, and other 
agencies. In addition, the 
bureau also counsels anyone 
who comes to it directly with 
personal problems. 

At the same time public| 
acceptance. increases, Walker 
stated, the Shelby County 
Youth Aid Bureau has been 
working closely with other 
county departments. 

This is a positive trend, the 
YAB director points out, since 
all of the departments share in 
the common goal of helping to 
mold healthy and productive 
young adults. 

Walker went on to say that 
the word ‘“‘delinquent” is 
synonomous with being

irresponsible. Often this 
“delinquency” can be traced to 
a community that does not 
provide a means where young 
people can show responsibility. 

In working toward a goal of 
providing more resources for 
young adult involvement, 
Walker hopes to set up a 
county-wide council consisting 
of such groups as the Youth 
Aid Bureau, the Probation 
Office, the YMCA, Social 
Security, and others who can 
determine what they can 
collectively do to improve 
services. 

Part of this job, he said, is 
to make guest appearances 
before civic clubs and other 
groups and to create an 
awareness of what the 
community needs are. 

For example, Walker 
explained that there is a great 
need for volunteers to open 
their homes for a group-home 
arrangement. This arrangement 
would provide a place where a 
runaway could spend one or 
two nights until his problems 
at home could be worked out. 
Since a runaway has not 


broken any laws, he or she 
needs a place to stay. Jail is not 
the answer. 

Since the Shelby County 
Youth Aid Bureau began its 
program in June 1973, it has 
dealt with 772 cases. Walker 


said these cases involved 2,000 - 


actual people. The director 
pointed out that 70 percent of 
the cases handled by the Youth 
Aid Bureau were non-daw 
enforcement related. 

Of those criminal- related 
cases, Walker said that 85 
percent of those counseled do 
not come back into contact 
with the criminal judicial 
system. A_ national average 
shows that 40 percent of those 
on probation or in jail do 
return to the system. 

National figures on juvenile 
offenses seem staggering. Over 
‘one million cases go to the 
juvenile courts each year. 
Studies show that one out of 
every nine young people born 
after 1960 will become 
involved in the juvenile courts. 

Walker pointed out that the 
national average cost for 
confining one person in jail is

or the elderly.) 


Sooner or later, nearly all 
who live beyond retirement age 
ind all who become 
esponsible for their well-being 
vill consider the practicality of 
iursing home care. 

Ideally. of course, senior 
‘itizens will live out their lives 

n their own homes, 
independent of care from 
others and able to pursue those 
activities they didn’t have time 
for when they were raising 
children and earning a living. 

But nature has a way of 
interfering, and even the best 
/ laid plans for retirement years 
can go awry. A spouse may die, 
leaving a wife in a home where 
she fears staying alone, or a 
husband unable to cook and 
care for himself. 

In other cases, the health of 
one or both parents may fail to 
the extent that they become 
unable to remain in their 
home. What then? 

Because of the structure of 
today’s society it is impractical 
in many instances for an 
elderly person’s children to try 
to care for him. In a large 
number of families no one is 
home during the day to see to 
the needs of a parent who must 
depend on someone else for his 
daily needs. 

Another consideration is the 
fact that sociologists agree that 
three generations under one 
roof make for even more than 
the normal amount of tensions 
which beset the average family. 

Like other major decisions, 
however, the answer to the 
question of whether or not a 
nursing home will fill the bill 
for the senior citizen who 
needs more care than his 
children may be willing or able 
to provide, does not come 
easy. 

In recent years, inadequate, 
slipshod nursing homes have 
received more publicity than 
have those which are 
conscientiously operated. 
Because of this, there is a 
stigma in the minds of many 
people concerning this concept 
of care for the elderly. 

While the opinions of 
sociologists, gerontologists and 
others trained in the 
psychological aspects of aging 
may be of value, what better 
“experts” can there be on 
nursing homes than residents 
of some: 

“When anyone asks me why 
I let my daughter put me here, 
, [tell ’em, ‘Shoot, I put myself 

here! “* laughed Mr. C. 

Sixty-seven and diabetic, he 

feels he is unable to care for 

himself, and although he has a 
{ daughter living near his home, 

she works, which would leave 

him alone during the day.

“One day when I was° 
working in my garden, I got 


drunk... and | haven't 
touched a drop of liquor in 40 
years,” he related. The culprit, 
of course, was his diabetic 
condition. Because of the 
incident, Mr. C. decided on his 
own to enter a nursing home. 
“They give me my right diet 
here to take care of my sugar,” 
he explained. 

Asked if he has any 
complaints about his life now 
or the care he receives, he 
replied, “I had my problems 
before I came here. Now I ain't 
got a stone to throw at 
anybody! ” 

Not surprisingly, the home 
has more than three times as 
many women residents as men. 
One of the ladies there admits 
she would rather be in her own 
home but, like Mr. C., she 
realizes that she is unable now 
to take care of herself. 

She said that a grandson and 
his wife, a registered nurse, 
scouted the greater 
Birmingham area _ before 
recommending the nursing 
home to which she 
subsequently came. In all, she 
reports, the couple looked over 
more than 30 homes and the 
one where she is now was the 
one they considered most 
satisfactory. 

“They said there were some 
that were so bad they didn’t 
even want to walk through 
them,” she commented 

Many elderly persons on the 
outside view life on the inside 
with a suspicious eye, however. 
Mrs. E. Lives alone and 
although she has difficulty 
caring for herself, she prefers 
this arrangement to a nursing 
home. “It would cost $8 a 
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” 


month more,” she pointed out 
adding, “You go into those 
places and you think it will be 
sO nice, but you don't know 
the treatment you will get.” 
Mrs. P., who lives with her 
husband and manages well at 
present, said that she would 
prefer a nursing home to the 


prospect of living with one of 
her children. “I think I could 
adjust to it, but I don’t know if 
he could,’* she remarked, 
nodding toward her husband 
who declared, “I am not going 
to one of those places until I 
have to.” 

What is it like in one of 
“those places’? A_ reporter, 
touring by pre-arrangement, 
may not get a totally accurate 
view, but a visit to Shelby 
County’s only nursing home 
revealed clean, cheerful 
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Columbiana 669-6721 
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surroundings and apparent 
contentment among the 
residents. 

Many of them are depressed 
when they first arrive at the 
home, said activities director 
Marilyn Hayes. “They think ‘I 
can walk, so why can’t I stay at 
home?’ she noted. 

“After they live here a week 
or two, they are usually able to 
adjust and most of them don't 
want to leave,” she added. 

As activities director, Mrs. 
Hayes plans games, handwork 
and other activities designed to 
help the residents pass the time 
and also feel a sense of 
accomplishment. “I usually 
talk with the family about the 
patients and try to find out 
what their interests are,” she 
said. 

In planning their activities, 
Mrs. Hayes said she tries to give 
the residents work that is 
creative, not just something to 
keep them occupied. Many of 
them are presently working on 
handmade items which will be 
offered at a bazaar planned for 
the Spring, she reported. 

Obviously, the decision 
whether or not to try home 
care or a nursing home for an 
aging parent rests on such 
factors as availability of help in 
the home of the offspring, the 
physical condition of the 
parent and the willingness 
of the children to care for him, 
as well as his own feelings on 
the subject. 

If a nursing home seems to 
be the answer, a family’s 
physician can probably make 
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recommendations and a local 
minister might also have 
information or observations to 
offer, 

Families faced with such 
decisions may also write The

The quarter of a million 
dollar damage suit against 
Sheriff C.P. “Red” Walker is 
scheduled be heard in 
Federal Court beginning at 
9:30 am, Monday, February

The suit will be presented to 
a six-man Federal Court jury 
presided over by Judge J Foy 
Guin. It will be heard in the

The suit was filed by 
Probate Judge Conrad M. 
Fowler, charging Walker with 
violating the Fourth, Fifth and 
Fourteenth Amendments to 
the United States Constitution.

The 
quality of people we're attract- 
ing and keeping is very high.”

Jail plans OK’d

It is not a country club. It is 
not a palace. And even though 
it will cost somewhere between 
$1.5 and $1.8 million it is sim- 
ply a no-nonsense jail with a 
few modern ideas. 

Architects unveiled their 

projected drawings of the new 
Shelby County jail at the 
County Commission meeting 
Monday, After a three hour 
presentation, the Commission 
accepted the general concept 
and requested the architects to 
continue with detailed designs. 
The sheriff sat in on the meet- 
ing. 
The key feature of the de- 
sign is that one guard, seated at 
a control desk, will be able to 
see nearly everything that is go- 
ing on. He will control the 
gates to the entry, and will 
oversee the day rooms of all six 
male housing pods, and the 
outdoor exercise yard. 

The building will be on two 
levels. The control guard’s desk 
will be midway between the 
two levels, enabling him to see 
activities on both floors. 

There are eight single cells 
and one day room in each male 
housing pod. 

Women prisoners will be 
separated in a four cell area 
with their own matron, a day 
room and outdoor exercise 
yard. The only provision for 
juveniles is six single cells for 
emergency use while social 
workers make arrangements for 
them in foster homes or in ju- 
venile facilities in Birmingham. 

The location of the jail will 
be near the Food Center in 
Columbiana bordered by 
Lauderdale, Collins and Depot 
Streets. 

Prisoners will enter the jail 
from Lauderdale Street. When 
a deputy drives to the jail, the 
control guard will open the 
gates to the “sallyport” allow- 
ing the car to enter. The gate 
will close before the deputy 
allows the prisoner to get out 


of the car. 

The public will enter the 
building through a courtyard 
on the other side of the build- 
ing. The two levels of the 
building will be visible from 
the courtyard, but, because of 
the slope of the land, only the 
top level will be visible from 
Lauderdale Street. 

The administration area, in- 
cluding the sheriff's office, will 
be on the lower level, com- 


No one was counting the 
number of cells when the 
architects presented their 
plans for the jail Monday, 
The county had asked them 
for a jail to house 75 prison- 
ers, It was assumed that all 
the planning was based on 
this number. 

However, when this re- 
porter was studying the dia- 
grams to write this story, we 
found cell space for only 61 
prisoners - 14 less than the 
county figures it will need. 

We called it to the atten- 
tion of Commission Chairman 
Conrad Fowler, who called 
the architects’ Atlanta office. 

He found they counted 
four spaces in the medical iso- 
lation rooms, and ten bunks 
in the detox room. 

This is unsatisfactory, 
Fowler said, so it may be 
‘back to the drawing board’ 
for the plan. 


pletely separated from the pri- 
soner section of the jail. 

Above the administration 
area, the architects proposed 
an enclosed parking garage for 
16 deputy cars. 

Federal laws require many 
facilities that formerly were 
not considered necessary. 

Included in the design are 
medical examination and isola- 
tion rooms, hold and attorney 
rooms, counsel rooms, a laun- 
dry, barber shop, a library, a 
vocational-technical area for 
prisoner’s projects, and a mini- 


gym. 
There are “contact visiting 
rooms” where families may 


talk to prisoners without bar- 
riers. But the prisoner will go 
through a “shakedown” room 
after visiting his family. 

The design calls for only 
one person to a cell. There are 
no dormitory arrangements. 
Each cell will have sanitary 
facilities. 

Four inches of concrete will 
form the outside of the walls 
of the prisoner building. The 
walls between cells are to be 
concrete blocks covered with a 
coating. 

The architects plan an 
extensive use of a clear heavy 
unbreakable plastic for win- 
dows and interior walls. Each 
cell will have such a window to 
let in daylight. 

The day rooms represent a 
modern idea in jail design: The

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Lawmakers follow 


Wallace’s bidding

MONTGOMERY : - George Corley Wallace, the old 
magician, has done it again. 

In a space of just seven days, he called the Alabama 
Legislature into session, gave it some instructions, then 
stood calmly by as the body did exactly as he had bid 
them. 

All this without having anywhere near the undying 
support of sessions past -- only the magic of the Wallace 
name and the uncanny knack for reading the public pulse 
and for outnumbering the entire pack without even 
getting out of low gear. 

Wallace wanted to increase the rate of interest banks 
pay to the state for the great gobs of money the state is 
able to place in their keeping. Almost any day of the week, 
the state has about $450 million in state revenues on hand. 

Fiscal experts have said that the state can conduct its 
affairs on about $40 million a day but to be on the safe 
side, it wouldn’t hurt to have $50 million abailable. 

Until the middle of December last year, the state kept 
some $300 million available, and it was in the larger banks, 
on demand deposit. About $150 million was on time 
deposits, what you and I would call our savings account. 

And only that amount on savings drew interest. And 
it wasn’t the best interest available -- a maximum of six 
percent at a time when the prime interest rate was around 
11 percent, 91-day U.S. that amount on savings drew 
interest. And it wasn't the best interest available -- a 
maximum of six percent at a time when the prime interest 
rate was around 11 percent, 91-day U.S. Treasury notes 
were being sold every Monday at seven percent and better, 
when certificates of deposit were paying upwards of seven 
and a half percent. 

Up until 1967, state monies had been placed in state 
banks without any thought of interest and Wallace, in his 
first wife’s term, conceived the first bank interest bill. 

That was all well and good, it brought in, over the 
past seven years, almost $100 million in revenue that the 
state had been missing out on completely. 

This year, with the General Fund hard pressed to 
supply the demands of various state programs and projects, 
the governor was looking around for some new money, 
without raising taxes of course, and it came to’him that he 
could simply increase the amount of money on time deposits 
and raise the rate of interest the banks must pay. 

So he instructed the state treasurer to increase time 
deposits to $300 million and he called the legislature into 
session to raise the rate. 

And the bill which passed last Friday raised the rate, 
or at least it will when the treasury bill rate gets back above 
six percent. The old law said the rate paid on state deposits 
should be the same as the treasury bill rate, but not more 
than six percent. 

The new bill says it shall be the same as the treasury 
Will rate, without any upper limit. If the treasury bill rate 
goes to ten percent, the state will get that much money on 
its time deposits. 

But neither the governor nor the legislature has gone 
all the way in getting the most out of the state’s available 


Time deposits could be increased to $400 million and 
instead of just being placed in time deposits, the state’s 
money could be invested in short term investments with a 
much higher yield. 

The governor knows that, but he isn’t quite ready to 
go all out. some of the state's money should be invested in 
Alabama, but some of it could be invested elsewhere, if the 
all-powerful Wallace only would. 


Liberals seek

Now that liberalled forces in the recent revolt in the 
House against the seniority system have seized control of 
important Congressional committees, one of their major 
goals will be to slash budgetary needs for the Nation’s 
defense forces while they raise spending for their favorite 
expensive social programs. 

This has been a long-time aim of the liberals - - an aim 
which has been defeated in the past through the combined 
efforts of those who believe that America’s military 
strength must be the greatest in the world -- second to 
none, 

I have worked to maintain this position, and [ will

But even as we fight off these liberal efforts to reduce 
our military strength, a new danger has arisen. This is the 
danger that our strength will be drained away by allowing 
ourselves to be drawn back into Southeast Asia. 

Just last year Congress appropriated $700 million for 
aid to South Vietnam and $200 million for Cambodia. 
Now, using renewed Communist attacks as justification 
President Ford wants Congress to approve another $300 
million for South Vietnam and $220 million for Cambodia. 
This is over and above the billions of dollars which the 
United States has poured into those areas just since the 
Paris peace agreements two years ago. 

Since the first American military advisors weré sent 
to Southeast Asia in the early 1950's, we have pumped tens 
of billions of dollars into South Vietnam to support its 
economy, as well as giving it an arsenal of modern weapons. 


Fifty thousand Americans died and more than 
300,000 others were wounded in fighting off communist 
attacks in Southeast Asia. Some 1,300 Americans are listed 
as missing-in- action and the communist rulers of North 
Vietnam refuse to assist us in trying to account for them. 

I feel that the United States has done its part, and 
more, in Vietnam. Somewhere along the line of the South 
Vietnamese and the Cambodians must go it alone, and I feel 
that that time has now arrived. 

As long as American troops were fighting in 
Southeast Asia I fully stpported giving military assistance 
to South Vietnam, Cambodia and Laos, But now that our 
troops are out of that tragic land, America must not be 
drawn back in - - on the land, on the sea or in the air. 

Our sad and costly experiences in Southeast Asia are 
responsible in large measure for the perilous condition of 
our economy today. America and Americans need help 
today, and I believe that we must concentrate all of our 
efforts on the needs of our own people and on the defense

ALWAYS ask to see the credentials of the person 
who solicits your work and business. 

ALWAYS ask for a written contract and READ it 
before signing it. NEVER accept oral promises! 

DON’T PANIC your piano will not fall through the 
floor before you can get reliable termite control service. 
SHOP AROUND for a reputable termite operator just as 
you would shop around for a new pair of shoes or a new 
car. DON’T allow yourself to be hurried contrary to what 
any termite operator may tell you. 

DON'T PAY IN ADVANCE. A legitimate licensed 
operator will never request payment until the wrok has 
been completed. 

Termites are a hazard to any consumer's home. And 
Alabama is located in a prime area of the United States for 
termite infestation, However, with careful and deliberate 
shopping, consumers can find reliable, economical service 
through any of the licensed termite operators within our 
stale

The staff of the Shelby County Department of 
Pensions and Security has set up an Emmie R. Young 
memorial fund. 

Mrs. Young was employed with the county 
department from December 14, 1946 until she retired 
August 30, 1968. She was a diligent, dedicated worker with 
standards of excellence, She was probably the most beloved 
worker by her co-workers and fellow men in general, ever 
to have been employed with this department. Her 
widespread love and influence will be felt for many years. 

It is with this in mind that our staff voted to 
perpetuate her memory through contributions to a fund set 
up for meeting needs of dependent children in the 
temporary custody of this agency. These children were 
always dear to Mrs, Young and she often expressed her 
concern for these by making personal contributions. I knew 
about this, 

Mrs. Young handled the banking and the 
bookkeeping of the small county fund we had and no one 
knew better than she how much greater the needs were 
than our resources. Back in those days we averaged having 
ten to 12 children for whom our agency was responsible and 
for whom we struggled, Now we average 45 to 50 children. 

We are indebted to our licensed foster boarding 
parents, Assistance on board payments and some medical 
expense is available through our state office but state funds 
are limited and inadequate. Our state office has to look to 
the counties to meet the other needs through local 
resources, Our county fund has been increased in the past 
two years to the conservative $200 monthly | requested, 
but how can you stretch $200 to meet all the clothing, 
medicine, and huge dental bills of 50 children? 

We have a Sunday School Class in Calera that 
contributes $5 monthly and helps with enrichment of the 
life of one of our girls through scouting. Her uniforms, fees, 
camp, ¢tc. require money. 

One of our boys made the school band and what a 
blessing music has been for him and his troubled mind, 
There is expense for this. Right now one of our children 
needs braces on his teeth so badly. He has been called 
“Beaver” at school. How can we ever afford this? We are 
working on it,

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New cafeteria slated 


for Thompson Elementary 


by Willard Harrison 

Ever hear of a “cafe-tor- 
ium?” 

You will when construction 
begins on Thompson Efemen- 
tary School’s new addition. A 
cafeteria - auditorium is being 
added the present lunchroom, 
which serves both high school 
and elementary-age students, 
This will give the younger 
children a dining area separate 
from the overcrowded room 
now used by over 1,700 pupils. 

An unusual feature is the 
use of existing cooking facili- 
ties for the planned dining area 
as well as the present lunch- 
room. Architect Thurston 
Sumner told the Reporter that 
the different age groups will be 
kept isolated from each other, 
even though the food will be 
prepared by the kitchen com- 
mon to both. 

The new eating area will al- 
so double as an auditorium for 
the elementary school. A stage 
will be built to allow for school 
plays, programs, and PTA 
meetings. Sumner commented 
that the stage area would also 
facilitate summer seminars and 
other special events. One TES 
teacher told the Reporter that 
the school has had no facilities 
for assemblies. or programs for 
large groups, since even the li- 
brary was insufficient for their 
needs 

The addition will be built to 
be “maintenance-free,” using 
Jurable materials for areas with 
heavy traffic. Stainless steel 
dishwashing equipment will be 
installed in an area adjacent to 
the kitchen. Sanitary tile will 
be placed on the floor of the 
air-conditioned dining area. 

The exterior of the 6,000 
addition will blend in 
the other red brick 
huildings on the Alabaster 
grounds. Aluminum 
walkway covers will be erected 
between the elementary school 
buildings and the lunchroom

lunchroom is designed to 
accomodate the ever-growing 
number of new students in the 
area. Board of Education 
chairman Joe Dean stated that 
the Thompson Elementary 
project has received highest 
priority in their request for 
state funds. Next in order of 
priority are renovations of 
school buildings in Montevallo, 
Calera, and Helena. 


Ted Lansford of the county 
education office told the 
Reporter that the Thompson 
project rated highest priority 
because of the overcrowding in 
that area of the county. He 
mentioned that the present 
lunchroom has to begin serving 
at 10:15 in the morning in 
order to feed 1,700 to 1,800 
students. He stated that the 
new dining area will help to 
alleviate the problem. 


Sealed bids on the 
Thompson project will be 
opened on February 19, Until 
the contract is awarded, it will 
be difficult to estimate the cost 
of the building. 


Lansford estimated that the 
total project should cost in the 
neighborhood of $180,000 to 
$190,000. The state is 
supplying $137,500 of the cost

through bond money, with the 
remainder to be paid by 
county sources, Lansford said 
that if the low bid were still 
higher than their estimates, the 
aluminum walkway covers 
might be postponed for a time. 


After the contract has been 
let next month, the actual 
construction should begin in 
roughly a month or two more, 
according to Lansford, He 
speculated that the project 
might be finished after a period 
of eight or nine months. Joe 
Dean stated that since this 
project is an addition to 
Thompson Elementary, it will 
be easier than a renovation 
project where construction and 
conducting class often conflict. 


Hopefully by this time next 
year the school children will be 
using their new cafe- torium 
without any interruptions in 
school or in construction.

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Senior citizens not ignored here 


NOTE: Nearly ten percent of 
Shelby County’s population 
falls into the over-65 bracket. 
Nancy Duncan provides an 
in-depth look into how this 
county is caring for its senior 
citizens, This is Part four in 
this series of articles, 
by Nancy Duncan 

Census figures reveal that in 
1970 there were well over 20 
million persons 65 or older in 
the United States and, further, 
that during the decade from 
1960 to 1970, the number of 
citizens in that age bracket 
increased by more than three- 
and-a- half million. 

Statistics from the past 
indicate that in 1900, only 
about 4.1 percent of all 
persons in this country were 65 
or older. By 1940, the figure 
had increased to 6,8 percent 
and in 1950 it was 8.1 percent 
and climbing. 

In “1960, the number of 
senior citizens was 9.2 percent 
of the total population and still 
climbing so that today well 
over ten percent of our 
countrys population falls into 
this classification, 

Now that medical science is 
finding more ways to increase 
lite spans of millions of people. 
what is society doing to keep 
pace with its swelling ranks of 
elderly citizens? Is it true, as 


some claim, that while 
youngsters are bombarded with 
such advantages as nursery 
school, kindergarten, music, 


art. dancing, Scouts, Little 
League, boys clubs, girls clubs, 
4-H and so on, the elderly are 
virtually ignored when it comes 
to social and recreational 
opportunities? 

It may be true in some 
places, but not in these parts. 
Considering the fact that about 


one-tenth of the population of 
Shelby County falls into the 
over-65 bracket, the county 
appears to be making a genuine 
effort to see that this segment 
of its citizenry is not ignored. 

One organization devoted to 
the welfare of senior citizens is 
Positive Maturity, a United 
Way agency operated with 
assistance from the 
Birmingham Regional Planning 
Commission, Local 
co-ordinator of the program is 
D.B. Smith. 

Under Positive Maturity 
come such programs as 
Nutrition centers, senior 
citizen’s clubs and the Retired 
Senior Volunteer Program 
(RSVP). 

Nutrition sites have been 
established in Calera and 
Vincent, with the Calera center 
offering meals for the elderly 
three days a week and the 
Vincent site operating the 
other two, The meals are 
provided through Positive 
Maturity which contracts with 
the BRPC to have food catered 
to the sites, 

Started last November, the 
nutrition program is considered 
quite successful by Smith and 
others who work with it and 
from this project have evolved 
senior citizens clubs which 
offer the elderly a pleasant 
combination of coffee, crafts 
and companionship. 

Clubs have been organized 
in Calera, Vincent, 
Columbiana, Pea Ridge and 
Chelsea, with another meeting 
at the Shelby County YMCA 
to serve the Siluria - Alabaster 
area, Smith said he hopes to 
Start one in Pelham soon and J. 
Claude Smith, chairman of the 
Shelby County Council on 
Aging said it is hoped that one 


can be established for the 
Sterrett - Vandiver area, 

The Positive Maturity 
program has one bus and 
transportation is provided to 
the nutrition sites on days that 
meals are available. Smith said 
he hopes the agency can 
acquire a second bus soon. “If 
we can get another bus in the 
county, we can have one at 
each end of the county and we 
can schedule more trips and 
services,” he pointed out. 

Many persons who work 
with agencies that involve the 
elderly praise Smith's efforts in 
Starting the nutritional and 
recreation programs and 
keeping them rolling. Says 
Smith: “I am sold on the 
Positive Maturity program or | 
wouldn’t be working with it, It 
is a big help for the senior 
citizen. So many of them feel 
it is the best thing that ever 
happened to them, and | 
agree.” 

If many elderly persons 
derive pleasure from being 
served in this way, others 
benefit even more from 
serving, maintains Rev, Fred 
Holmes of Helena, who heads 
the RSVP program. 

The program is carried out, 
Holmes said, by retired 
volunteers who help at the 
nutrition sites and also go into 
a nursing home, where they 
assist with the recreation 
program. 

Most volunteers usually 
serve from two to five hours a 
week, he revealed, and he is 
proud of the 8,741 volunteer 
hours they piled up during 
1974. 

Besides offering help where 
it is needed, Holmes said, the 
RSVP program has given 
retired citizens some positive,

productive activities to 
perform. “We have people 
coming out of their homes who 
will witness to the fact that 
they were just sitting in their 
rooms, staring at the walls. I 
have even had a doctor tell me 
that it was the best therapy 
possible for one of his patients, 
he continued. “He said that 
once she got busy, she forgot 
about her aches and pains.” 

Another nutrition and 
recreation program is operated 
by the Opportunity Action 
Committee (OAC) of the 
Eleventh Area of Alabama 
(Shelby and Chilton Counties). 
Mrs. Betty Roy, director, 
describes what goes on each 
Thursday when recreation and 
a hot meal are offered at the 
Community Services Building 
in Columbiana. 

“They start coming about 9 
o'clock,” she said. “They play 
dominoes and checkers. Then 
we have a big Bingo game after 
our meal, with a cash prize and 
three smaller gifts.” 

The participants also have a 
chance to learn some new arts 
and crafts, with the supplies 
for their first project supplied 
without cost, Mrs, Roy added. 

The program is opened to 
anyone over 60, she said, while 
persons from $5 to 60 who 
qualify as low income residents 
may participate 

When the weather permits, 
the senior citizens are taken on 
trips on one of the OAC’s three 
buses. Mrs. Roy said they have 
been to the hotanical gardens 
and zoo in Birmingham and on 
picnics at Oak Mountain State 
Park. 

The buses are used to 
transport senior citizens to 
Columbiana for the nutrition 
and recreation program each 
week, as well as bring them in 
to the health and food stamp 
centers or take them to health 
service agencies in Birmingham, 
the director said. 

Still other services are 
offered the elderly by the 
Shelby County Department of 
Pensions and Securities. This 
facet of DPS services is 
available to those who receive 
disability payments or other 
types of assistance such as 
Medicaid. 

One of these is a 
homemaker service which the 
department instigated not long 
ago and is anxious to expand. 
Under this program, a 
homemaker goes into the home 
of elderly, disabled people to 
help with housework. Designed 
to help the aging remain in 
their homes as much as 
possible, the project has met 
with enthusiasm from both 
DPS caseworkers and 
recipients. 

“She is doing a lot more 
than housework,” said adult 
service worker Gerie Kelley of 


the one homemaker now’ 


employed. “She is being a 
friend.” 

Mrs. Kelley also arranges for 
visually handicapped persons 
to receive “talking books” 
offered by the Birmingham 


! Public Library. One senior 


citizen, she reported, took 
advantage of the opportunity 
and requested Dr. David 
Rubin's book “Everything You 
Ever Wanted to Know about 
Sex...” 

A concerted effort to keep 
present programs for the 
elderly rolling smoothly and 
add new ones is being made by 
the Council on Aging.

The senior citizens 
clubs are going “great guns” as 
one council member put it and 
the nutrition sites are offering 
hot meals to nearly 300 
residents each week. 

Of course there is no way of 
knowing how much 
overlapping there may be; that 
is, how many persons are 
taking advantage of both the 
OAC and Positive Maturity 
meals, but at any rate, a little 
checking around indicates that 
a lot of work and a lot of 
caring are going on in Shelby 
County.

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Karly days in Pelham

A lot of folks who have 
lived around Pelham all their 
lives can remember when the 
cily was a crossroads 
community with two. stores, 
two depots, a post office, 
church and a frame 
schoolhouse that shimmied in 
the wind.

Despite the shortage of 
boys, the school managed to 
have a football team, she said, 
«but the playing field differed 
considerably from the present 
home of the Warriors. “There 
weren't any bleachers,” she 
related. “We just sat on the 
bank to watch the games.” 
Usually, though, the students 
would run up and down the 
sidelines, following alongside 
the team, she added. 

It was in high school that 
Mrs. Cumberland met her 
husband, Mason, a native of 
the Camp Branch community. 
Married for the past 38 years, 
the couple has three children 
and nine grandchildren.

Pelham’s one church, which 
served Baptists, Methodists 
and Presbyterians alike, stood 
where the local United 
Methodist Church is now. “We 
didn't divide up and try to 
have different denominations,” 
Mrs. Cumberland pointed out. 

Sunday School classes were 
all held in the same room, a 
large meeting area with lamps 
on the walls, she said, and 
while the townspoeple 
gathered there each Sunday, 
church services were held only 
once a month. “The preachers 
we had then were all circuit 
riders,” she explained. 

She noted that Alice 
Butler, a longtime resident who 
still lives in Pelham, “has 
probably taught more children 
in Sunday School than anyone 
else in Shelby County.” 

About these earlier days in 
her hometown, Mrs 
Cumberland said, “It has been 
some rough going around here, 
but we had a good time.” 

“It thrills me to see the 
growth of Pelham, but I just 
hope it is done in a way we will 
be proud of,” she commented. 
“We have always had a good 
place to live. There have always 
been fine people here and | 
have never been ashamed of 
where | am from.”

Ha! a fat lot I knev! It was 
Indian summer and ‘ had yet 
to meet “Bucky Beaver”. 

I was first introduced to the 
elusive “Bucky” The following 
winter, our first winter in the 
Valley. 

We had moved into our 
house during the middle of 
March, the planting season, and 
I had planted very little other 
than a few dogwoods and 
crabapples around the pond. 
They had flourished and 
weathered the hot summer 
very well, so I felt confident 
about them. 

During the winter months 
that followed, I sat for hours 
planning the next spring's 
planting, the azaleas I'd add 
between the dogwood, and so 
on. 

On a particularly cold day 
shortly after Christmas, | stood 
at my kitchen sink working,

Not 
one of the dogwood and 
crabapple trees planted the 
year before was in evidence. 
They had disappeared as 
thoroughly as if they had never 
existed.

I hastily threw on a coat 
and hurried outside. | studied 
the ground carefully where 
each tree had previously stood. 
Had it not been for one or two 
stumps left from the larger 
trees, | might have doubted my 


senses, These were cut cleanly 
with what looked like a 
downward slash from a very 
sharp ax or hatchet. 

“What kid got a little 
hatchet for Christmas”, I 
wondered, “and what kind of a 
little monster would pull such 
a rotten trick? All my precious 
trees!” 

I was doing a slow burn, 
determined to find out,

Whoever she was, I'd certainly 
not win any brownie points 
with her! 

I was really relieved when I 
learned it wasn’t a child after 


all. My neighbor, a veteran of 


the valley, examined the tree 
stumps, called my attention to 
the minute scratches at the 
bottom, and pronounced the 
verdict. “Beaver,” he said. 
“They love young saplings to 
hold to-gether their houses,” 
and my fresh young dogwoods 
and crabapples were too 
tempting to pass up.

Art deco is coming back 


Art Deco has. been 
coming back since the 
mid-sixties and may be 
considered the art fad of 
the seventies, by many. 
There is a knowledgeable 
group, however, who are 
assessing the “tour de 
force” of the twenties as 
one of the serious art 
movements of the cen- 
tury. Specialty shops, 
galleries and individual 
collectors have been 
scrambling for objects in 
this highly decorative 
form of Style Moderne. 

Art Deco takes its 
name from the 1925 
Paris exposition, L ‘Expo- 
sition Internationale des 
Arts Decoratifs et Indus- 
trielles Modernes.

that nature, the whole subject 
of theology would have to be 
examined, Such a course would 
establish the courts as the final 
arbiter in every religious 
controversy.” 

This is the law's usual 
attitude toward religious 
disputes, declining to intrude 
into “things that are God’s” 
However, the courts can and 
do take a hand in “things that 
are Caesar's” 

For example, in one case a 
pastor had a disagreement with 
his church about the terms of 
his employment contract.

for Helena shooting 


Lavonne Hodges, one of 
two men serving a fifteen year 


sentence from Shelby County 


for assault with intent to 
murder Dr. Percy Nolen of 
Helena, escaped from 


authorities Monday night 

Aecording to John Hale, a 
spokesman for the state prison 
system, Hodges was being 
transferred from Draper Prison 
to Mt. Meigs Diagnostic Center 
near Montgomery, when 
Hodges pulled a .22 calibre 
pistol, overpowered a guard, 
took the guard’s gun and 
escaped. 

State and local authorities 
in the Montgomery 
Wetumpka area were still 
pressing a search for the 28 
year old Hodges at press time 
Tuesday night. 

The Shelby County 
incident, for which Hodges 
whose hometown is Headland, 
and his companion Tullie Carr 
of Ozark were sentenced, 
began early in the morning of 
Sunday, October 26, 1969 

Dr. Percy Nolen, who at 
that time was a_ practicing 
physician in Helena, told the 
Reporter that just after 3 a.m. 
he heard glass shattering. His 
wife looked out the window 
and said, “They're robbing the 
drugstore.”

Dr. Nolen said, “I grabbed 
my 38, ran outside and fired a 
shot, hoping to scare them 
away.”

Law enforcement officials 
from all over the county 
rushed to assist the Helena 
Police that Sunday morning in 
tracking down the men who 
broke into the Helena Drug. 

Bloodhounds from Kilby 
quickly picked up the scent of 
the men from the car they left 
in front of the store. 

Hodges, then 23, of 
Headland, and Carr, then 28, 
of Ozark, both prison escapees, 
left their stolen car and ran 
down the L & N tracks toward 
Pelham after Dr. Nolen 
surprised them. 

They had smashed a front 
window at the drugstore and

removed the safe, containing 


narcotics. The car contained 
several guns and a chest full of 
narcotics believed stolen from 
a Midland City drugstore.

Requests exceed 


expécted income

MONTGOMERY -.- Preliminary hearings began last 
week into the financial meeds of Alabama government and 
it was a bleak picture painted for those departments, 
agencies, boards and bureaus which live out of the General 
Fund. 


That includes almost everything but education, which 
has its own revenues piling up in the Special Educational 
Trust Fund. 


The General Fund will have a surplus at the end of 
this fiscal year (Sept. 30) of almost $14 million and 
revenues which come imto this fund are expected to 
increase by about that same amount over the next two 
ygars 

Yet in the first three days of inquiry into the 
condition of just seven state agencies, budgets requests 
ftom those agesgjes revealed a need for more than $75 


million! 


The SETF, on the other hand, has $111 million in 
surplus funds in its coffers and all would appear rosy there. 
But the colleges and universities alone have requests in 
totalling more than the surplus and primary and secondary 
education are talking about teacher pay raises, more teacher 
units, public kindergartens and similar benefits which 
would far exceed.the seveaues that will be available for all 
of education in the coming biennium. 


So what's theamswer? 

Unfortunately, there is no single, simple answer. The 
agencies of government are simply going to have to modify 
their requests or have the legislature modify them. 


Gov. George C. Wallace talks enthusiastically of 
“zero-based budgeting” which simply means that all 
agencies would start plaaning their budgets as though they 
had nothing last year. Thstead of assuming, because they 
had a $1 million budget.Jast year, they should have a $1.1 
fnillion budget this year. : 


But the budgeting process began last year and it was 
really too late to begin zero based budgeting for the coming 
biennium. Agencies have been asked to look very closely at 
their programs, to eliminate frills and luxuries. But thus far 
in the preliminary hearings, there isn't any evidence that 
this has been done. 


On Feb. 18, the real budget hearings begin, and we 
will begin to get a better picture of total requests and be 
able to compare then with revenue forecasts. 


But it is a growing suspicion that there is going to 
have to be a diversion of funds from the SETF to the 
General Fund. This will be a traumatic thing, of course, the 
schools will hofler and scream. 


But it standato reayon that if the taxes which support 
general government and all other services except education 
fall short of filling thelr needs, and if the taxes which 
support education are far above what education needs, then 
there is an imbalance. 


Education will complain that it needs far more than it 
ever gets, and that is probably true. But so do the prisons, 
so does the Mental Health Department, so does the 
Pensions and Security Department, the Health Department, 
the roads system and all the other services we ask 


government to provide. 


Some day soon the administration, and the 
legislature, is going to begin an in-depth look at the services 


government does provide and make a determination as to 


which are vital and. which not-so-vital. 
And that’s when government just may begin to live 


within its inoapme.

Handgun control is a subject of serious concern to 
me. Admittedly, it is a highly emotional issue. However, so 
is the subject of death, 

From 1964-73, a total of 858 law enforcement 
officers were feloniously killed, and individuals using 
handguns were responsible for 613 of these deaths — a 
shocking 71 percent. During 1973, an estimated 19,510 
murders were committed in the United States, and 53 
percent of these homicides were through the use of 
handguns. These are tnuly tragic statistics. Equally tragic are 
the thousands of friends and relatives who also suffered 
irreplaceable losses as the result of these handgun- related 
killings. 

In considering these statistics, one additional fact 
needs mentioning. Thére are presently in the United States 
an estimated 30 million handguns, That represents a lot of 
triggers that can be pulled, both accidentally and 
intentionally. 

The proliferation of the so-called Saturday Night 
Special is particularly menacing. The weapon has no 
worthwhile sporting value and ig unsafe for use as 
protection. Under any criteria, its possession should be 
prohibited. 

As I perceive the present situation, the solution to the 
handgun problem hinges on keeping them from potential 
criminals, while at the same time guaranteeing that the 
interests of persons desiring weapons for legitimate use are 
respected. By strictly controlling access to handguns, | 
believe a significant reduction can be made in the high rates 
of aggravated assault, robbery, and homicide. At the same 
time, I feel the interest of those individuals wishing 
shoulder weapons for strictly sporting purposes must be 
given proper consideration, 

I advocate two proposals to keep handguns from 
those who intend to use them wrongfully. First, it is 
essential that there be adequate local, State, and Federal 
regulations pertaining to handguns, and it is imperative that 
these regulations be strictly and vigorously enforced. 


Second, | strongly urge at least mandatory minimum: 


sentences — stiffer penalties — for those persons convicted 
of a crime where a handgun is used. Only persons who can 
meet the provisions of local, State, and Federal regulations 
should be lawfully able to possess handguns. Violators 
should face the stern penalties enacted by concerned 
legislators supported by an aroused public. 

The “right of the people to keep and bear Arras” (not 
necessarily handguns) is well known to cae — and I certainly 
respect that right. However, the unlimited exercise of any 
right should not be tolerated where the public is 
endangered. 

Human life unquestionably must be a respected value 


among mankind. Truly effective handgun controls can save — 


the lives of hundreds of law enforcement officers and 
thousands of other citizens. It’s up to you — it’s your life.

I am confident that Mr. Black, the trustees and 
medical staff are going to be very proud of this unit and 
that it will serve the residents of Shelby County very well, 
Also noted, which I felt I must call to your attention, was 
reference to a charge for intensive care at Baptist Hospitals. 
Someone apparently advised the press that we charge 
$148.00 per day for intensive care as compared with the 
proposed charge of $132.25 for coronary and intensive care 
at Shelby Memorial. In fact, our charge for intensive care at 
Baptist Medical Center-Princeton is $126.00 per day, not 


$148.00. 


Unfortunately, those not familiar with hospital 
finance do not realize either that the charge structure for a 
given service in a hospital has no relation to what the 
patient’s insuror or other third party payor will in fact pay 
for the service. Approximately 70 percent of the patients 
hospitalized in Alabama hospitals are insured by either Blue 
Cross or Medicare. The costs of care of these patients are 
paid for on an audited per diem basis - cost plus a small 
percentage, rather than on a charge basis. 

Please be assured that the sole intent of this 
communication is to correct an erroneous impression with 
respect to charges for services in the Baptist Medical 
Centers. I do believe there is one hospital in the community 


which charges $148.00 per 


day for intensive care but 


neither of the Baptist hospitals does.

Judges, newsmen 


A proposed new set of ethics would restrict the 
political activity of Alabama judges and also would make it 
unethical for them to allow filming, broadcasting, recording 
or photography in the courtroom or any “immediate 
adjacent” areas. 

Most judges already forbid filming, broadcasting, 
recording, and photography in court but the new canons of 
ethics apparently would make it unethical for any of them 
to allow it. 

And the question has arisen what is meant by areas 
“immediately adjacent” to the courtroom. Is it corridors, 
hallways, where most television newsmen now do their 
filming, or can it be interpreted by individual judges as 
being anywhere in the courthouse? 

The canon relating to politicians says a judge “should 
refrain from political activity inappropriate to his judicial 
office.” 

An advisory committee has proposed eight canons of 
ethics to the state supreme court which will hear oral 
arguments on them March 12th. The high court has set 
March third as the deadline to receive written comments, 
suggestions and criticisms of the proposed canons. 

The president of the Alabama Associated Press 
Broadcasters Association, Carlton Cordell of Mobile, has 
notified the court that his organization will present 
arguments at the March hearing on the proposed rule 
pertaining to broadcasting. 

The rule pertaining to political activity may directly 
affect at least two judges in the state--Associate Justice 
John Decarlo of the Alabama Court of Criminal Appeals 
and Circuit Judge Perry O. Hooper of Montgomery, 
Alabama’s Republican National Committeeman. 

The advisory commission said its rule on political 
activity means a judge “should not hold any office in a 
political organization.” 

Decarlo, who worked in Governor George Wallace's 
1972 presidential effort, is a director of the Wallace 
campaign incorporated, which will handle funds ‘for any 
Wallace campaign in 1976. 

The proposed canon pertaining to broadcasting reads: 

“A judge should prohibit broadcasting, televising, 
recording, or taking photographs in the courtroom, and 
areas immediately adjacent thereto during sessions of court 
or recesses between sessions..." 

But the rule says broadcasting, filming, and so on, 
may be allowed during ceremonial or naturalization 
proceedings and it also is permitted if it will be used only 
after the court case has been concluded and then only for 
instructional purposes in educational institutions. 

Use of electronic and photographic equipment is 
permitted, of course, in the presentation of evidence. 

While most judges currently forbid broadcasting, 
filming, and recording in the courtroom anyway, violation 
of the set of ethics presumably would subject judges to 
punitive action if they didn’t abide by the canons. 

Punitive action ranges from a reprimand to removal 
from office. 

Some judges are more lenient with camermen and 
broadcasters than others. In fact, the late circuit Judge 
Walter B. Jones of Montgomery encouraged photographs in 
the courtroom, arguing that such media had the same rights 
as those who report with a pencil.

Sewer bids taken 


at Calera 


council 


meeting Monday 


The Brentwood sewer in 
Calera came one step closer to 
becoming a reality Monday 
night during the Calera City 
Council meeting. Twenty-one 
bids for the construction of the 
project were submitted to the 
Calera lawmakers at the 6:30 
meeting, 

The lowest bid for the 
work, totaling $84,661.55, was 
submitted by Vinson-Rast, 
Inc., of Bimringham, The 
highest bid for constructing the 
sewer totaled $134,449.25, 

The bids were turned over 
to Moller-Norrell Engineering 
Company of Birmingham. The 
firm will check all the 
estimates and make a 
recommendation to the Calera 
council at its next meeting. 

Calera Town Clerk 
Lamoyne Payton explained to 
the Reporter after the meeting 
that the new sewerage system 
will serve an area between 
Second and Fifth Avenues and 
between Highway 31 and 14th 
Street'in Calera. The sewer will 
serve existing dwellings and 
provide future service to vacant 
lots in that area. No assessment 
will be levied against 
landowners in the area, but a 
$500 tapping fee will be 
charged, the clerk said. She 
also stated that it would not be 
mandatory for residents in the 
area to tap onto the sewer. 

Mayor Roy read a letter to 
the council from the First 
National Bank of Birmingham 
outlining how the bank will 
handle a bond sale financing 
the Brentwood sewer addition. 
The issue will be based on a 
$145,000 loan with interest of 
six percent per annum. Under 
the bank's terms, the bond 
issue is to be retired in full in 
two years. 

The Farmer's Home 
Administration will be buying 
the bonds.

Choice of fishing lures 
depends on circumstances 


To the experienced 
fisherman the choice of 
artificial lures is second- 
nature, but to the novice or 
occasional angler, the wide 
variety in fishing lures can be 
confusing. To help clear up 
some of this confusion, a 
discussion of some basic types 
of artificial lures and their 
characteristics may help 
sometime- fishermen bring 
home something better than 
stories when they return from 
the streams and lakes. 

Spoons are pieces of curved 
metal with a hook attached to 
one end. A spoon is designed 
to wobble as it is retrieved 
through the water and is often 
curved. Spoons come in a 
variety of finishes: natural 
metal, copper, painted, or 
chromed, and may have shiny, 
dull or dimpled surfaces. 

A spoon has certain 
wobbling movement which is 
most effective when retrieved 
at a certain speed. Reeling in 
too fast causes spoons to spin 
This type of lure should be 
used with a swivel. 

Spoons are good for larger 
fish that feed off of smaller 
ones. Fishermen find them 
effective when used in 
combination with a bucktail or 
pork rind. 

Spinners come in a variety 
of shapes but have one 
common characteristic. All 
spinners have whirling blades 
that spin when the lure moves 
through the water. Spinners are 
good all-around lures since 
they attract all varieties of 
game fish. 

Weedless spinners fished in 
shallows are good on bass. A 
slow retrieve also helps bring in

A popular 
combination is a spinner and 
pork rind, 

Since the circular action of a 
spinner will twist a line in a 
hurry, swivels are a necessity. 

Plugs are wooden or plastic 
lures made to resemble aquatic 
animals or other unreal shapes. 
Plugs are designed to float on 
the surface, float and dive, or 
run in deep water. They are 
designed to pop, wiggle, gurgle 
or just lie still. 

Hints for retrieving plugs are 
to let the lure to lie motionless 
for a moment before reeling in 
and to chug the plug by 
twitching the rod from side to 
side when retrieving. 

Plugs work especially well on 
largemouth bass. 

Jigs are generally smaller 
type lures which have a heavy 
head attached to a single hook 
behind concealed by a colorec 
tail. The weight of a jig gives i 
a bumping action along the 
bottom of a lake or strean 
when it is retrieved. Jigs have 
been found to be successful on 
all types of fresh water fish. 


Soft plastic lures have 
received great popularity in 
recent years. Game fish have 
been shown to have a great 
preference for the plastic ri 8 
rather than live bait. Plastic 
lures are manufactured to 
resemble worms, tadpoles, eels, 
and crayfish. These lures come 
in a wide variety of colors. 
These plastic lures can be 
obtained impregnated with a 
certain scent. 

Bass tend to show a greater 
preference for an unnatural 
color of plastic worm than an 
exact copy of the real thing.

Get out your spade and 
wheel-barrow, all you ardent 
gardeners, for it is the perfect 
time to do heavy plantings of 
all types of trees, flowering 
shrubs and trees, evergreens, 
roses, and perennials. 

Of course, most of you, like 
myself, will more than likely 
wait until the warmth of spring 
arrives to really get with it, and 
that is understandable ... it is 
such a lovely time to work 
outside... the soil is moist, 
the buds are swelling, and the 
music of the song birds is 
carried sweetly and gently ona 
balmy breeze. 

However, it makes more 
sense to do a good portion of it 
now, for planting in cold 
ground gives plants an 
opportunity to develop strong, 
extensive root systems before 
leaves begin to sprout. There 
are exceptions, though. It is 
better to plant some things 
such as figs and gardenias in 
March. 

When planting that tree or 
shurb, remember not to be 
stingy in your digging. Dig the 
hole large enough so the roots 
will not be crowded. Mix at 
least one-third peat moss or 
well rotted compost to 
two-thirds of the soil removed 
from the hole. If the soil is 
exceptionally heavy, add sand 
or perlite. 

It is best not to place 
inorganic fertilizer in the 
mixture for fear of burning 
young feeder roots. I have 
killed many young plants with 
what I considered kindness by 
adding some “grow quick” 
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commercial fertilizer. It is 
much better to work processed 
sheep or cattle manure into the 
mixture and put inorganic 
fertilizer on the surface after 
planting, 

Plant camellias, azalea, 
many broadleaf evergreen’s 
dogwoods, and almost all shade 
trees at the same depth they 
were planted in the nursery. 
Deeper planting can result in 
disaster. 

In the latter part of the 
month, prune your roses back 


if you didn’t already do so in 
the fall. 

Apply dry-pre- emergence 
weed and crabgrass controls on 
your lawn now. Sadly enough, 
I fear it is too late for mine. 
The portion of my courtyard 
which is given over to Tifton 
Bermuda is almost a solid mass 
of weeds of all kinds. 

Unseasonably warm weather 
is a delight to the senses but - 
may prove to be a heartache 
later on if all our flowering 
trees and shrubs bud out and 
blossom, only to be killed back 
by the almost certain return of 
freezing weather. 

In my rock garden by the 
chimney blooms a whole mass 


of golden jonquils and I see a 
few hyacynths pushing up. 
Ah... the smell of hyacynths 
floating on the spring air! I can 
hardly wait! 

I notice a bush of red 
flowering quince beside Betty 
Grady’s drive, and the beech 
tree hanging over the creek is 
covered with soft rosy blooms. 
Even the forsythia is trying to 
burst into bloom, but it really 
should wait to bloom with the 
spirea. They are so compatible. 

Although {1 have never had 
any luck with camellias before, 
miracles of miracles, my one 
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scrawny, non-descript litt 
bush is standing alone in tI 
corner of the garder 
completely covered wit 
blooms, . . . not very preti 
blooms, to be sure, bi 
blooms, never-the- less. 

Come to think of it, th 
whole state is a showplace . . 
aglow with the beauty of th 
camellias. So many kinds an 
colors! Have you noticed 
Aren't they lovely? 

Now’s the time for camelli 
shows. Surely the judges mus 
be hard-pressed to choose th 
best. Take time out to see a 
least one, for they are th 
introduction to the mor 
elaborate show to come 
featuring a blaze of azaleas 
dogwoods, tulips, iris, an: 
creeping phlox. 

The storm clouds may 
gather still, and the rain wil 
fall, but take heart! Spring is 
just around the corner and we 
must be ready to rush out to 
meet her!

Inaugurations of past presidents

The three previous little pen 
point sketches | have written 
about Ben Franklin, Abe Lin- 
coln, and George Washington, 
have generated a bit of interest 
in former presidential person- 
alities who played major roles 
in making this country great. 
So, as the presidential pot for 
1976 begins to simmer and 
bubble with potential candi- 
dates for the Chief Executive's 
position on Capitol Hill, I 
thought perhaps I would do a 
little research on former Presi- 


, dents and their inaugural pro- 


cedures, 

Here are a few former 
potentates | have read about, 
some of which Hal Boyle’s 
talented pen dug up from the 
annals of past historic events. 

It has been said that Harry 
S. Truman’s presidential in- 
auguration was the most 
elaborate ever staged. But del- 
ving further back than Mr. 
Truman’s entrance on the pres- 
idential scene of action, we 
found a few facts which were 
interesting to us - and we hope 
they will be to you. 

Abe Lincoln - - “Honest 
Abe” is said to have kissed no 
fewer than 34 girls at his first 
inauguration. One from each 
state! 

George Washington was the 
only President inaugurated in 
two cities, New York and Phil- 
adelphia. He wore a “made in 
America” brown suit woven 
from the wool of American 
sheep. 

Washington's second in- 
augural address was the short- 
est -- only 134 words. Franklin 
Roosevelt in his fourth inau- 
gural address used 500 words. 

John Adams was so galled 
over the larger popularity of

Thomas Jefferson, that he left 
Washington early in the morn- 
ing to avoid seeing Jefferson 
sworn into office. Twenty- 
eight years later, John’s son, 
President Quincy Adams got 
out of town fast, so he would 
not have to watch Andy Jack- 
son - - his bitter rival - - succeed 
him. 

William Henry Harrison 
drew a huge crowd to his 
inaugural and a month later, an 
even larger crowd attended his 
funeral. The oldest mar ever 
elected to the White House 
caught a cold at the first 
ceremony and wore himself 
out dancing at each of three 
inaugural balls the same night. 

Jefferson and Harrison rode 
to their inaugurations on 
horseback. 

Martin van Buren rode in a 
wooden carriage made from 
the timbers of the frigate 
Constitution. 

Warren Harding was first 
President to dispense with 
“Dobbin”. He arrived in a 
motor car and at the swearing 
in ceremony he kissed the same 
Bible used by George 
Washington. 

The first armored motor car 
appeared in the tense 1917 
inauguration of Woodrow 
Wilson. 

Bad weather hampered the 
ceremonies at the inaugurals of 
James Madison, William Henry 
Harrison, James K. Polk, 
Benjamin Harrison, William H. 
Taft and Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt who took the oath

1937. 

General U.S. Grant, who 
fought the Southerners was so 
mad at retiring President 
Andrew Jackson, that he let 
him know that he could not 
even come along for the ride. 

No American mother 
actually watched her son 
become President until James 
A. Garfield’s inaugural. He 
kissed his mother who had 
borne him in a log cabin 49 
years before the historic 
occasion. James A. Garfield 
was assinated four months 
later. 

President Calvin Coolidge 
was sworn into office by his 
own father, a Justice of the 


Peace, in a simple Vermont 
farm house lit only by a 
flickering kerosene lamp. 

Chief Justice Fuller swore 
men into the presidency six 
times ending with Taft. 

Many volumes have been 
written about Roosevelt, 
Kennedy, Johnston, Nixon and 
more recently Gerald Ford. 
What do future history books 
hold in store for us? And about 
whom will the next volume be 
written? These are things folk 
will continue to wonder about 
expecially since Alabama’s own 
George Corley Wallace is 
currently being mentioned as a 
potent contender for the 
prestigeous position.

Sobriety test upheld 


taking a sobriety test on 
grounds of self- incrimination. 
Traffic laws usually provide 
that a motorist consents in 
advance, when he takes out his 
driving license, to submit to 
testing or lose the license. 

Of course, the test must still 
be administered properly to 
stand up in court. Suppose that 
the equipment was inadequate. 
Or that too much time elapsed 
between the arrest and the test. 
Either circumstance could 
invalidate the results. 

In one case, the officer who 
had administered a sobriety 
test acknowledged at the trial 
that he was not well trained in 
operating the device. 

Result: the defendant 
motorist was set free. The 
court said the law would not 
automatically accept test 
results as valid merely because 
they happened to come out of 
a machine.

Project bids

A project important to 
Shelby Countians will be 
among the construction and 
improvement programs to be 
bid on Friday Feb 28.

an Indian brought a deer to his 
mother’s house, selling it to her 
for a gallon of meal and a pint 
of salt, a scarce and expensive 
commodity at that time. 

Wild animals were on the 
prowl during Montevallo’s 
early days. Panthers were very 
common and often came 
within the town’s limits. One 
of the last ones in that area was 
killed by Edmond King. He 
and a Dr. Mardis were 
returning to the town from a 
visit when they saw a large 
panther run up a tree. The 
doctor stayed nearby while 
King galloped home, got his 
gun and killed it. The skin was 
displayed for years afterward 
at King House. 

Montevallo soon began to 
grow commercially and 
industrially. In the 1830’s Alex 
Nelson built a mill and began 
to grind meal and flour. Before 
that time settlers had to haul 


their grain to Prattville for 
flour. 
Horace Ware grew up in 


Birmingham Junction, now 
known as Wilton. He ran an 
iron works near there at 
Thompson's Mill, and later 
moved east to help found 


Shelby and its famous iron 
works. 
One of Montevallo’s 


distinguished citizens in the 
early days was Jimmy Nabors, 
who served in both branches of 
the state legislature. Old man 
Jimmy was a tee-totaler who 
organized a temperance club in 
the town. The newspaper story 
notes that at that time whiskey 
cost twenty cents a gallon. 

Credit for naming the town 
Montevallo has been attributed 
to Alva Wood. In the 1830's 
the state was trying to decide 
where to locate the University 
of Montevallo. Wood came 
from Tuscaloosa with a 
committee, and seeing “the 
great natural advantages” he 
reported to the legislature in 
favor of Wilson’s Hill. In. the 
meantime he gave it the name 
Montevallo. Unfortunately 
Tuscaloosa got the university 
by one vote. 

The town had its share of 
colorful personalities. Old man 
Mose Johnson was noted for 
his poker playing. At one time 
playing against a

In the 1850’s the town 
boomed when railroad fever 
hit. So great was the 
excitement over the railroads 
that women would knit socks 
and turn them over to a 
committee to benefit the 
railroad. In 1855 the Alabama 
and Tennessee Railroad laid its 
first rails in Montevallo, and 
for many years it was the end 
of its route.

Two 20 year old youths 
were arrested at approximately 
8:30 Monday night by 
Alabaster police as the pair at- 
tempted to gain entry into 
Porter Drug Company. 

Alabaster Officer J.E. Lee 
told the Reporter than he dis- 
covered the apparent at- 
tempted break- in while on a 
routine patrol. One of the 
youths, according to Lee, was 
behind the drug store building 
when Lee first saw him. Lee 
radioed for a back- up officer 
and when Officer Larry 
Rollan arrived the two police- 
men arrested Gary Lee Watts, 
20, who said his address is the 
Belle Vista Trailer Court in 
Pelham. 

Watts was armed with a .22 
calibre revolver. 

The second youth, Charles 
Randy Smith, 20, of 2201 
Forestdale Bend, Forestdale, 
was caught and arrested mom- 
ents later by Officer Ray 
Rollan of the Helena Police De- 
partment. Smith was armed 
with a knife. 

Officers believe Smith had 
been on the roof of the drug 
store and intended to use the 
knife to cut a hole in the roof 
and gain entrance to the store.

school, sustained heavy smoke 
damage and a teacher’s desk 
and chair were burned.

Raymond Rowell, Jr., of 
Teen Town Recreational 
Center, Inc., intends to seek 
legal action against Columbiana 
for its refusal to give him a 
license.

Monday court date set 


in damage suit vs. Walker 


C.P. “Red” Walker the 
sheriff of Shelby County, goes 
on trial Monday for the actions 
he took a week before the 
Democratic primary election 
last June. 

He will face a federal judge 
and a six- person federal jury as 
he tries to defend himself for 
arresting Shelby County 
Probate Judge Conrad M., 
Fowler. 

Fowler, who is also 
chairman of the County 
Commission, a colonel in the 
U.S. Marine Corps, twice a 
winner of the Silver Star for 
heroism, and holds honors 
from state and national 
organizations, is suing Walker 
on the basis that the arrest 
“willfully subjected (Fowler) 
to the deprivation of rights, 
privileges and immunities 
secured to him by the 
Constitution and laws of the 
United States...including the 
plaintiffs right to be free from 
illegal and unreasonable arrest, 
illegal imprisonment and the 
right to be free from 


deprivation of liberty without 
due process in violation of the 
Fourth, Fifth and Fourteenth 
Amendments.” 

Fowler’s suit also charges 


liberty without due process of 
law and was caused to be 
embarassed and held up to 
ridicule.” 3 

On the Tuesday before the 
June election, Sheriff Walker 
arrested Fowler and six other 
men, accusing them of a 
conspiracy to murder or maim 
him. 


At the time the sheriff 


_ presented tape recordings and 


signed statements to back up 
his charges. 

But Alabama Attorney 
General Bill Baxley said the 
sheriff’s recordings and 
statements did not offer “one 
shred of evidence” to back up 
the charges, 

All the charges were 
dismissed in Shelby County 
Circuit Court the day before 
the election. 

The factor that drew 
international attention to the 
incident was that among the 
seven arrested was the man 
running against Walker for 
sheriff. 

His opponent, Bill 
Thompson, and Thompson’s 
campaign manager have also 
announced plans to sue Walker. 

Walker was first named to 
the position of sheriff by 
Governor John Patterson in

presents hazards 


Both motorists and pedestrians need to remember 
that returning to daylight-saving time, Feb. 23, requires 
extra caution. 

“Special care is always necessary when driving under 
reduced licht conditions, which occurs when the clocks are 
set ahead an hour,” according to Colonel E.C. Dothard, 
Director, Department of Public Safety. 

“This is especially true when complicated by early 
morning traffic, school children waiting for buses and 
pedestrians walking to school. Children particularly must be 
reminded not to stand in roadways. If sidewalks are not 
available, children should stand on the road's shoulder, well 
out of the way of traffic,” continued Dothard. 

Keeping head and tail lights clear of any dirt or 
splattered mud will help make vehicles more visible to other 
vehicles and pedestrians. Clean windshields eliminate the 
vision impairing tobacco smoke which accumulates on the 
inside of a vehicle’s glass and impairs the dirver’s visibility. 

“Pedestrians must be extra alert on rainy and foggy 
days when motorists’ visibility is limited even further. Also, 
waiting for a fresh green light before attempting to ctoss a 
busy intersection enables pedestrians to get completely 
across a street before the light changes,” Dothard said, 

. As a final reminder, the safety official cautioned 
motorists to clear both front and back windshields 
completely. Motorists need all the visitility possible when 
dirving in darkness and early morning iraffic.

New program developed 


If an experimental program 
is the success that educators 
are anticipating, high school 
students may soon know as a 
matter of course that Lewis 
and Clarke, the first steamboat, 
Beethoven's Emperor 
Concerto, and canned foods 
are all contemporary with 
Dalton’s atomic theory.

Education loan 
given veterans 
under new law 


The Veterans Administra- 
tion is processing applications 
for new education loans for 
veterans attending school 
under the GI Bill. The loans, 
up to a maximum of $600 in 
one academic year, were 
established by the Vietnam-era 
Veterans Readjustment 
Assistance Act of 1974, 
enacted by Congress last 
month. 

The new law also provided a 
22.7 percent increase in 
monthly payments for 1.5 
million veterans in training 
under the GI Bill. Single 
veterans now receive $270 
monthly. A veteran with two 
dependents receives $366. 
Students pursuing an 
undergraduate degree, who 
exhaust their 36 months’ 
entitlement, were given, under 
the new law, up to nine 
months additional time to 
complete studies. 

Administrator of Veterans 
Affairs Richard L. Roudebush 
said the effective date for the 
loan program was Javnary 1. 
However, he added that all 
eleigible veterans, wives, 
widows and children will be 
considered for initial loans 
based upon the full amount of 
their tuition and all other costs 
of attendance anticipated for 
the entire 1974-75 academic 
year. This is considered to have 
started about September 1.

Big Brother group 


formed in county 


Dave Walker, Executive Director of the Shelby 
County Youth Aid Bureau, announces the formation of the 
Shelby County Big Brothers in affiliation with the Big 
Brothers of Greater Birmingham. This program provides a 
unique service in establishing friendships between a 
volunteer man or older teen and a boy who lacks the 
guidance of a father. Big Brothers of America, which has 
agencies over 200 cities across the nation, was founded on 
the belief that a boy who is deprieved of a wholesome 
relationship with a father or some other significant older 
male will generally have difficulty in developing his own 
male role. In view of the fact that there are approximately 
600 boys between the ages of seven and 17 in Shelby 
County living in homes with no father, the Staff at the 
Youth Aid Bureau feels that the Big Brother Program will 
meet a real need in our County, 

Little Brothers are boys between the ages of seven 
and 13 who are referred to Big Brothers by mother, schools 
and social agencies. The Little Brother is a fatherless boy 
needing friendship, affection, advice and guidance. He is a 
boy who needs help. He may be having trouble at school, at 
home or with his friends, One thing is for sure, he does not 
have a father, His father has either left home or is no longer 
living. The boy realizes that there is no man around to 
answer the questions he cannot ask his mother. No man to 
look to for things to do together. No man to care. This boy 
needs a father or the next best thing - A Big Brother. 

; The Big Brother is an average man who sees the need 
to help a boy before he develops serious problems.

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Gourmet dinner for six for under ten dollars? 


With careful planning a Shelby Countian did! 


by Nancy Duncan 

It is possible to prepare a 
company dinner for 
six-complete with appetizer, 
entree, salad, vegetables, bread, 
beverage and dessert ~ for 
under $10; but only if you 
have a lot of time to spend 
planning and executing the 
project. 

Jean Meehan, a Shelby 
County homemaker who has 
been cooking since her teens, 
learned this recently when she 
accepted a challenge to plan 
and shop for a meal to be 
served to six adults, the only 
stipulation being that she not 
spend more than $10, 

The enterprising hostess 
made a number of interesting 
discoveries as she rambled 
through three grocery stores in 
an effort to stay within her 
limit. “I was amazed at the 
difference in prices among the 
three stores,” she said, pointing 
out that, for one thing, the 
regular price. of chicken livers 
was 79 cents at one store and 
$1.09 at another located 


over the price per pound. 

The meal she planned 
included Rumaki for 
appetizers, Mandarin Salad, 
Scalloped Oysters, Consume 
Rice, Broccoli with Lemon 
Sauce, Oriental Biscuits, 
Tortoni for dessert, Coffee and 
Tea. And everything, right 
down to the last crumb, cost 
less than $10! 

Her first step in planning 
the shopping expedition was to 
pour over grocery ads to 
determine what specially 
priced items she might want to 
incorporate into her menu. She 
had considered four different 
menus, but rejected some as 
unfeasible, considering her cost 
limitations. 

After deliberating, she 
decided to go with a meal built 
around Scalloped Oysters, she 
said, “because oysters are in 
season.” 

She left home with a 
carefully compiled shopping 
list an an estimate of $10.15 
plus tax for the items she 


Too, her original estimate of 
$10.15 included neither saltine 
crackers for the oysters nor 
ingredients for biscuits, as she 
had these items on hand. 


Told that her expenditures 
should include everything 
needed for the meal, she added 
22 cents for half a box of 
saltines and 30 cents for three 


small packages of biscuit mix 
which she found on special at 
one store.

New budget idea to help taxpayer 


by Don Wasson 

MONTGOMERY - - The breakdown in the budget 
hearings last week js indicative of a changing concept of 
state financing which promises to benefit the long- suffering 
taxpayer, 

For many years, the custom has been for the State 
Budget Officer, an employe of the Finance Department and 
thus more or less under the control of the governor’s office, 
to make an estimate of revenue that can be expected for 
the next two years. 

The office also calls for state departments and 
agencies to submit budgets, outlining their needs for the 
next two years. They are not asked to justify anything, 
they are not given any guidelines, but they all have a 
general understanding about how much more money there 
will be in the next budget period that there was-in the last. 

The Budget Officer then draws up a budget and 
divides the money at the direction of the governor's office. 

When the legislature begins its pre-session planning 
prior to the regular session, it holds budget hearings. What 
it gets at these hearings is the governor's estimate of 
revenue and the “askings” of the various state departments 
and agencies. 

By the time the budget hearings are over, and before 
the big Finance and Taxation Interim Committee gets much 
of a chance to add to or subtract from the budget. the 
regular sessions begins and the membership is handed two 
big, big bills 

One is the General Fund Appropriation bill, the other 
is the Special Educational Trust Fund appropriation bill. 

The big interim committee is by then divided into 
two components-the House Ways and Means Committee 
and the Senate Finance and Taxation Committee--and they 
each get a crack at the proposed legislation. 

In these committee hearings, whatever paring or 
beefing up that is going to be done is done and the bills go 
to the floor of the respective houses. The House of 
Representatives traditionally acts first, then the Senate. 

That was the way it was, but it now appears that that 
isn't the way it will be anymore, 

First off, the legislature got tired eight years ago of 
accepting the executive department's estimates of revenue. 
This came about when at the end of every two year period, 
there would be a whopping big surplus, 


House revision furor 


calmed by study 


Before the Alabama Legislature went into its 
organizational session last month, there were loud outcries 
from the new members for rules changes to tear down the 
long: existing power structure in the house. 

At least that’s what the freshman members called it. 

There were strategy meetings and the new members 
spelled out the changes they said must be made. And since 
74 of the 105 house members are first -termers, the new 
members had the votes to do just about what they wanted. 

But representative Joe McCorquodale, the newly 
elected speaker, got them quiet with a promise to appoint a 
rules study committee, The house went ahead and adopted 
the rules pretty much as they have been, with no major 
deterioration of the speaker's power to appoint standing 
committees and their chairmen, 

McCorquodale appointed the rules study committee 
as he said he would, and, after the organizational session 
was over, it went to work, 

But the furor for drastic changes has subsided. The 
committee chairman, representative Rick Manley of 
Demopolis, has called a hearing for March Sth and invited 
all house members to submit their proposed revisions in the 
rules. Manley says he doesn’t look for many members to 
show up. 

The committee chairman, who is one of the 
administration floor leaders, apparently doesn't look for 
any significant changes. The rules adopted last month have 
already been printed, and that usually isn’t done if major 
changes seem likely. 

One of the freshman leaders...representative Monroe 
Smith of Lanett...says he | ids little discontent with the 
rules as they are now. He says there will be 2 fow changes 
but no major overhauling, 

Smith says the new memoers have been pleased with 
McCorquodale’s fairness in handing out committee 

assignments and with his rulings from the chair, 


The executive department got in the habit of making 
enough “conditional appropriations” that toward the end 
of the two-year budget period, the governor could release 
those conditional appropriations as he saw fit’ providing 
him with a tremendous political sledgehammer. 

The legislature began to get the idea that if they hada 
closer estimate of revenue, they could more adequately 
fund those programs which needed funding and put an end 
to the political funding directed by the executive branch. 

That political fact of life was learned by the 1971-75 
legislature and at the same time, they learned that there is a 
better way to plan biennial budgets. 

Instead of building one budget on top of another, 
you should start each time from zero, and agencies would 
have to justify every dollar they request. Not only that, but 
they would have to explain how they used their last 
appropnation and how the new, increased appropriation 
would benefit the people. 

The clash of the old budgeting practices and the new 
are what caused the breakdown. In future weeks, we will 
see which concept wins out. 


High electric power bill 


caused by rising costs 


Letter to Editor: 

In 1946, when I started working for Alabama Power 
Company, bread was $ .10 per loaf; cigarettes were $ .21 
per package; and gasoline was $ .24 - §.28 per gallon; and it 
was possible to buy a new car (Ford, Chevy, or Plymouth) 
for less than $2,000. with all the extras of that year model. 

The average residential customer used 280 
KWH/month of electricity at a cost of $7 (average 2-4 
cents/KWH). Today the same average customer uses around 
1200 KWH/month. Since January 14, 1975, this equals 
$24.15 before taxes and fuel adjustment. Of course, when 
these are added (at no profit to Alabama Power Company) 
the $36.16 amount to be paid by “Mr. Average Customer” 
is over $29 more than his 1946 bill. The redl reason for this 
is the increased cost of fuel to generate electricity. Over 
the years the cost increase was gradual until 1970. Since 
then prices have sky rocketed (recently doubled). 

Alabama Bower Company’s rate has had the fuel cost 
adjustment feature (generating fuel cost in excess of 25 
mills per KWH) for several years (since 8/1/64) but until 
the last four years the amount was so insignificant it made 
little difference in the total bill. It was never put into effect 
until 10/1/69, 

If all manufacturers had kept retail prices as closely as 
Alabama Power Company, we would not be faced with an 
inflated economy as we are now, What affects individuals 
also affects Alabama Power. We have to pay labor, buy 
materials, and supplies that cost more just as any other 
business or family does. Until 1968, Alabama Power 
Company had never asked for a general rate increase. Since 
then there have been five general rate increases: September, 
1968, May, 1971; December, 1973; September, 1974, and 
the current increase effective January 14, 1975. These were 
necessary because of: 

1, Inflation 

2. Increased oprating costs 

3, Increased cost of mony 

4. Increased cost of construction 

5. Non-revenue producing expenses 
(pollution control) 

6. Miscellaneous expenses. 

The use of electricity is doubling every nine years, so 
additional generating and transmission capacity must be 
built continually or face restricted use and blackouts as 
some parts of the country have already experienced. 

I have spent most of my 28 years with Alabama 
Power Company dealing with the public and 1 realize 
sometimes it is hard to understand a high bill, but I have 
had many meters test for customers who had a grounded 
water heater, bad wiring, or just didn’t believe they had 
used that much electrictiy. | have found very few meters 
that were actually registering fast; most times they slow 
down or stop registering if anything goes wrong with them. 

| hope this will help someone understand why we had 
to have the latest rate increase, and why his bill is larger 
than it used to be.

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Centreville weather radar scans state skies

Severe weather was again in 
the news Sunday when several 
storms swept across Alabama. 
Much of central Alabama was 
under a tornado warning and a 
twister touched down in 
Tuscaloosa killing one woman 
and injuring scores of others. 

In an area where spring and 
fall tornado warnings are 
commonplace, the National 
Weather Service Observatory at 
Centreville plays a vital role in 
forecasting severe weather 
conditions for Central 
Alabama, including Shelby 
County, as well as the rest of 
the state. 

Sitting atop a wooded hill, 
the weather station consists of 
a box-like cement block 
Structure with a bulbous radar 
tower looming above. Behind 
the main building stands a 


storehouse for observatory 
equipment which serves, 
among other things, as a 
launching station for high 
altitude weather balloons. 

Dale A. Black, meterologist 
in charge, explained that the 
Centreville station consists of a 
radar unit and an upper 
atmosphere observatory. 

Weather balloons. bearing an 
instrument package known as a 
“radiosonde” are periodically 
released from the station. The 
radiosonde transmits 
information concerning 
temperature, barometric 
pressure, humidity, and winds 
to a receiver in the observatory, 
This information is then 
relayed to the National 
Weather Service via computer 
readout and is used in 
forecasting and in drawing 
weather maps,

beer license for W.H. Moore of 
Dry Valley was presented to 
the commission.

The conference is sponsored 
each year by the Alabama 
Farm Bureau's State Young 
Farmers Committee. Agenda of 
the program includes a tour of 
Auburn University, recognition 
and awards presentation, a 
buffet dinner, and a banquet 
honoring the young farm 
families. 


The hydrogen-filled weather 
balloons often reach a height 
of 17 miles before they burst, 
Black said. The radiosonde falls 
back to earth by a parachute. 
Instructions printed on the 
instrument package give 
mailing instructions for 
returning the radiosonde, if 
found. Black stated that “quite 
a few” of these packages are 
returned and sent up again. 

The radar unit is used in 
weather forecasting because 
the instrument can, detect 
water droplets in clouds. The 
meterologist explained that the 
“shadows” on a radar screen 
indicate where precipitation is 
occurring and how fast the 
clouds are moving, It can also 
give an indication of how much 
rain is falling over an area and 
the height of the clouds. 

This information can be 
used for hydrological purposes 
since it shows rainfall over river 
basins. It can be used to 
predict flooding and flash 
floods. 

The radar at Centreville has 
an effective range of a 175 
nautical mile radius, but can 
sometimes extend out to a 
radius of 250 nautical miles. 
The unit is not effective at a 
longer range because of the 
curvature of the earth. At the 
outer reaches of its range, the 
instrument can only detect 
high clouds. 

The radar also picks-up 
certain characteristics which 
indicate severe weather. These 
indications are sent by the 
observatory throughout the 
U.S. and locally as information 
for weather warnings. The 
Centreville station does not 
send out the warning, however. 

Black went on to say that 
the observatory personnel is in 
constant contact with local 
weather stations in 
Birmingham and Montgomery 
by a special “hot line.” The 
Centreville station does not 
pass on information to the 
public, he said, Persons should 
contact the nearest forecast 


office, such as Birmingham or 
Montgomery, for 
information.

The observatory sends out 
regular weather reports to the 
Weather Service network 
hourly, or more often, during 
severe weather, The station is 
also equipped with a telecopier 
which can send radar pictures. 

The Centreville observatory 
is manned 24 hours, seven days 
a week. A total of ten men 
work at the station including 
two radar operators and two 
electronic technicians. 


The facility was put in 
operation in December 1970. 
It houses the only long-range 
weather radar operated in the 
state of Alabama. Prior to 
1970 smaller radars were 
operated at the Birmingham 
and Montgomery forecasting 
offices. 


Black recounted that the 
radar was hit by the tornado of 
May 1973 which destroyed the 
town of Brent and swept across 
Shelby and Talladega counties. 
The station personnel received 
a citation for their data 
collecting during the 1973 
tornado and again when a 
series of twisters struck north 
Alabama in April 1974. 


He explained that weather 
during the spring and fall 
seasons is routinely turbulent. 
Tornadoes are caused by the 
differences in the temperature 
of air masses when cold and 
warm fronts clash. 


“Some years we have more 
than others. The last couple of 
years we've had our share,”’ he 
added. 

Despite this fact, Black said 
that Alabama does not rank at 
the top of those which have 
the most tornadoes. 

Black advised community 
preparedness, especially in the 
schools, as a caution against 
tornadoes. One example of 
preparedness, he said, is a 
warning system installed in 
local Bibb County schools. The 
buzz-tone- alert-radio device 
sounds a buzzer whenever 
State Troopers receive a 
tornado warning. Also schools 
hold tornado drills. 

Other communities, Black 
went on to say, have a central

The total deductions of 
Shelby County families with 
gross earnings of $12,500, for 
example, will come to about 
$2,850 if they conform with 
the average for that income. 
Those at the $8,500 level will 
be deducting around $2,350, 
the Commerce Clearing House 
figures show, 

Of the $2,730 in total 
deductions taken by most 
families whose incomes 
approximate the Shelby 
County average, $346 is for 
contributions, $996 for 
interest on installment debt 
and on other obligations, $962 
for local taxes and $426 for 
medical and dental expenses.

A fire destroyed the mobile 
home of Mrs. Bonnie McGuffic 
Grimes early Thursday 
afternoon, Feb. 20, at Sunrise 
Trailer Court on Cahaba Valley 
Road. The blaze consumed the 
trailer in minutes, despite 
efforts of firefighters to save it. 

Mrs. Grimes and her two 
children had rented the trailer 
for three weeks in the park run 
by Ben Street. She told the 
Reporter that she could not 
say exactly what started the 
fire, but that it may have 
begun at the gas stove where 
she was cooking at the time. 

The pretty young divorcee 
had laid off from her job in 
Columbiana because of illness 
that day. She said that she was 
cooking beans on the stove, 
when one of her little girls had 
cried out in the bathroom. Mrs. 
Grimes dropped a rag and 
hurried to the bathroom, 
leaving her other daughter in 
the kitchen 

When she got the 
bathroom, the child in the 
kitchen began to scream. When 
Mrs. Grimes rushed back the 
fire was blazing so bad that she 
couldn’t put it out. She 
hurriedly called Mr, Street, 
who told her to get out of the 
trailer with her children and 
move her car. By that time the 
smoke was so bad that she was 
unable to save any personal 
belongings. 

A fire truck from Pelham 
soon arrived on the scene, but 
they had to return to their 
station for water. The Cahaba 
Heights fire department was 
next on the scene, but the 
trailer was beyond hope.

The governor's committee on fiscal responsibility, 
created late last year by executive order, has taken a first 
step toward instituting a new budgeting concept for the 


State of Alabama. 


The committee has named Dr. Frank Toohey as the 
project officer to work with the State Health Department 
us a “guinea pig” agency for installation of a new budgeting 
system. Toohey is the legislative fiscal consultant. 

State Senator Donald Stewart of Anniston, who is 


chairman of the committee, 


said Health Department 


olficails were “responsive and eager” to be the pilot agency 


for the new concept. 


The idea is being designed by Ernst and Ernst, a 
national accounting agency, under a 50 thousand dollar 
grant from Governor George Wallace from revenue sharing 


funds. 


The committee's steering committee voted to name 
un advisory committee consisting of five house members 
and five senate members, the state comptroller, the state 


budget officer, 


the state finance director and 


the 


Governor's executive secretary and legal advisor. 

The Ernst and Ernst study envisions implementation 
of the new system in four phases and the plan will be ready 
for implementation by the first of May, Stewart says, 

He says legislation will be needed to implement the 
new plan and that the concept will save “millions” of 
dollars in the way the state handles its finances. 

He says his committee plans to keep the legislature 
fully informed of its work. And he forecast that as the 
legislature becomes more familiar with the concept, it will 
be eager to pass the necessary legislation. 

In setting up the committee, Wallace called upon the 


committee 


to’ prepare for implementation of the 


recommendations of the governor’s cost control survey in 


regard to budgeting. 


That survey, which began in 1971, recommended that 
the State install a budgeting system under which 
expenditures may be made upon “the measurable 
performance” of the activities of each state program.

building during inclement 
weather, 

In other business, Mrs. 
Regina Davis appeared before 
the board asking that the 
school bus serving the Simsville 
Road area pick up her children, 
and those of another family, at 
their homes as the children 
must now walk some distance 
fo meet the bus, 

Mrs. Davis said that the 
route the students must take to 
get to the highway is deserted, 
and in her opinion, dangerous 
for them to travel alone. 

Sherrell McClure, Director 
of Transportation for Shelby 
County Schools, told Mrs. 
Davis that the county has a 
policy of allowing buses to 
leave a main road only when 
homes involved are more than 
one-half mile from the 
highway. He said that to 
deviate in one case would open 
the door for other parents to 
make similar demands and, for 
this reason, he feels the present 
policy will have to stand. 

Shelby County 
Superintendent of Education 
Elvin Hill provided board 
members with some figures 
compiled by the State 
Department of Education 
which show that Shelby 


County, with a student 
population of 10,318, ranks 
lith in size among county 
public school systems. This 
figure, he pointed out, is 
expected to increase at a rapid 
rate over the next few years. 
Hill reported that results of 
a survey made to project future 
educational needs in the 


» county are expected to be 


presented within the next two 
weeks by the state department 
survey team which has been 
working in the county. 

Board members approved 
the hiring of one bus driver and 
a speech therapist. The 
therapist, Dickie Lynn Lucy, 
will work through the county 
department. 

Also approved was a group 
insurance plan submitted by a 
teacher committee. Premiums 
of $124 per year per teacher 
unit are paid by the state 
education department. The 
local board will absorb 
additional costs of about 
$7,000 a year to include the 
county’s 60 locally paid 
teachers in the plan.

people I considered reliable that there was a plot in 
Shelby County to hurt or kill me and I also heard a tape 
or tapes which seemed to me conclusive of such a plot. 
It was on that basis that the arrests were made. As 
everyone knows, the charges later were dismissed and 
then Mr. Fowler filed suit in Federal Court in 
Birmingham, rather than Shelby County, for $250,000 
alleging that his civil rights were violated by the arrest. 

Since 1958 my time has been spent almost solely 
within the confines of Shelby County in an attempt to 
give all of the people there the benefit of a full-time law 
enforcement officer. I have not had the opportunity to 
travel around the State of Alabama attending seminars, 
making speeches and generally being in the public eye as 
has Mr. Fowler. Therefore, when Judge Fowler saw fit to 
file suit in Federal Court and not in Shelby County I had 
no recourse but to hire attorneys to represent me there 


and defend the charges. 


I did not choose Birmingham as the forum for Mr. 
Fowler and I to air our differences. | would have chosen 
a Court in Shelby County where people who knew both 
Mr. Fowler and I could have served as jurors as it was my 
opinion that their judgment in this case would be far 
superior to people from all over north Alabama who 
have no knowledge of Shelby County or its people. It 
also was far more expensive for me to defend myself in 
Federal Court in Birmingham as all of the witnesses 
except for one or two who would have been called, lived 


in and around Shelby County. 
old me that the case could be 


After my attorneys 


settled on a nuisance basis, the settlement being less than 
the cost of defense, or two percent of the amount sued 
for, I attempted to measure the interest of the people of 
Shelby County against my own personal interests, | 
concluded that if paying Judge Fowler rather than my 
lawyers, and settling the case for two percent would buy 
peace with Judge Fowler, thereby permitting us to 
devote the full measure of our energies to the offices to 
which we were elected by the good people of Shelby 
County, and reunite those of us who had become 
estranged over this matter, then it would be money well 


spent. 


It was in this spirit I consented to a nuisance 
settlement of a lawsuit which claimed money, not 


vindication. 


Those of you who know me, know that | am 
always willing to go the second mile in the interest of 
friendship and cooperation, with any man. It was in this 
spirit, and in the hope that the settlement of the case 
between Judge Fowler and I would result in a 
harmonious relationship, that I agreed to settle the case 
and I have withheld making any public statement until 
now, and make this statement now only after Judge 
Fowler and the Birmingham News have spoken on the 


issue. 


I hold no malice toward anyone and it is my 


sincere hope that Judge 


Fowler will accept this 


statement in the spirit in which it is given and that he 
too, can put personal feelings aside. and join me in 
serving the best interest of the people of Shelby County.

She saved another 75 cents 
by using evaporated milk 
instead of light cream for the 
oysters. The cream, she 
estimated, would have cost a 
dollar or more, while the 
canned milk was just 27 cents. 

Substituting 13 cents worth 
of beef bouillion for a 31 cent 
can of consume, to go in the 
rice, gave her another edge. 

At one point she dickered 
between Rumaki and Cheese 
Puffs for the appetizer but 
some quick figuring revealed 
that 36 Rumake (bite-sized 
pieces of bacon- wrapped 
chicken livers) cost just over a 
dollar, while Cheese Puffs, 
which require half a pound of 
cheese, a small loaf of wheat 
bread and two eggs, would be 
$1.36. 

In buying slivered almonds 
for her Oriental Biscuits, Jean 
noted that with a two-and- 
ahalf ounce package costing 
56 cents, a five ounce package 
at 88 cents represents a good 
savings. She bought the smaller 
one, however, because it 
contained the amount she 
needed. 

After a mind-boggling 
hour-and- a-half of juggling 
figures, Jean spent $8.92, plus 
tax of approximately 50 cents.

Beaver 
dams 
increase 


by R.E. Kelley, 

District Conservationist 

Is it a beautiful site, or an 

yravating problem? It 
depends on your situation, but 
most landowners in Shelby 
County do not look on large 
numbers of beaver dams as 
beautiful sites. In the past two 
months alone, we have 
answered about 25 request for 
information on destroying 
beaver dams. 

The main reason for our 
increasing problem with Mr 
Beaver is his dramatic increase 
in population. This was cited in 
a recent study by Auburn 
University on Beaver Trapping 
and FurProce ssing "A 
reduction in trapper interest 
that followed an extended 
period when trapping was 
prohibited and fur prices poor, 
combined with a stocking 
program are credited for this 
population explosion.” 

Trapping seems to be the 
most ellective means of 
control. The State Legislature 
has placed a $5.00 bounty on 
the beaver, However, very few 
people seem interested in doing 
any trapping at this price 

For the present time, we are 
stuck with a tremendous 
beaver population. All we can 
do as individual landowners is 
to trap or shoot the beaver as 
best we can, when we can. To 
help solve the flooding 
problem from their dams, you 
should dynamite the dam and 
place a log drain up and down 
the stream. The log drain will 
keep him from building the 
dam back in the same place. In 
many cases, this will discourage 
him and run him off.

The Coast Guard has released its latest list of active 
recall campaigns for recreational boats. The Coast Guard’s 
feedback on these recalls indicates that many individuals 
have misunderstood the intent of the releases. 

The boat recalls are similiar to those of the automobile 
industry. Both industries initiate these campaigns because 
they want to assure the safety of their respective products, 
the safety of the consumer, and protect their company 
names and reputations. Because a particular boat or engine 
appears on this list does not mean that it was poorly 
constructed, but means that an inconcistency has been 
discovered which warrants correction. 

Boat owners having a specific boat or engine described 
on the list are urged to take it to a dealer for inspection. In 
addition, the problem descriptions refer only to the specific 
model names, model years, or serial numbers listed, and do 
not extend to other boats and engines manufactured by the 
same company,

County landfills erect buildings 


by Willard Harrison 


The county’s three landfills 
are steadily being upgraded to 
meet the highest standards of 
the state health departments 
according to George Starcher 
of the Department of Public 
Works. Buildirigs are being 
completed at the Helena and 
Westover sites, and the Calera 
landfill is also a busy place. 

The overhead doors have 
been installed and finishing 
touches are imminent at 
Helena and Westover. Both 
landfills will have water lines 
put in, along with the other 
necessary utilities. Starcher 
told the Reporter that there 
are several possibilities for 
supplying water to Landfill 
Number 3 in Helena. The town 
has offered to share costs with 
the county in extending a line 
from its present facilities 
Another possibility is for the 
county to wait until Helena’s 
new water tank is built 
Officials are also studying the 
feasibility of drilling a well 
near that landfill. 

A well is a strong likelihood 
for supplying water at Landfill 
Number 2 in Westover. Several 
factors make that the best 
possibility being discussed at 
present. Electricity will be 
connected to the new building 
from a power line soon to be 
installed parallel to the new 
Highway 280 route 

The county has sent out a 
letter to several well- drillers 
asking for prices for digging 
wells at the two sites

Fire damage $100,000 


A fire near Columbiana last 
Thursday led to a police car- 
train collision which blocked 
traffic for almost an hour. 
Sheriff's deputy Reed Smith 
collided with a Southern 
Railway locomotive on his way 
to the fire at the Mt. Era 
Community between Saginaw 
and Columbiana. 

A fire broke out at a farm 
building on the Dave Upton 
farm near Columbiana. The 
former chicken house was 
being used for storage of 
equipment such as tractors, 
forklifts, and other machinery. 
Witnesses say that the fire 
started late Thursday morning 
and that fire trucks from 
Columbiana and Alabaster 
were soon summoned to the 
scene. The south end of the 
long building was burning 


fiercely when the trucks 
arrived. P 

The firefighters began to try 
controlling the blaze. Water 
was pumped from one of the 
many lakes around the fire and 
was sprayed into the flaming 
Structure. About half of the 
Structure was saved, but most 
of the machinery in the 
building was ruined. Farm 
employees estimated that 
approximately $100,000 ‘in 
equipment was lost in the fire. 
The building itself had recently 
been enlarged for extra storage 


space. 


While it would be difficult 
to pinpoint the cause of the 
fire, the farm workers 
speculate that a container of 
cleaning fluid may have ignited 
and begun the inferno,

Commission struggles with inflation, 
sinking gas taxes, jail plans, roads 


The squeeze between 
inflated costs and lowered 
income from gasoline taxes has 
the county commission in a 
bind. 

Commissioners went over 
the budget, line by line, at 
their meeting Monday to see 
where they might save a dollar 
or where they might get an 
unexpected dollar in income. 

It was not a happy session. 

Gasoline sales across the 
state are down, because of the 
increased prices. The tax on 
gasoline is based on the 
number of gallons sold, not on 
price. Therefore, with fewer 
gallons being sold, the tax 
revenue is down. 

All counties, municipalities 
and the state highway are 
feeling this pinch in revenue. 

At the same time, inflation 
is running up the cost of 
everything the commission 
must buy. 

On the upbeat side, the ad 
valorum tax and fees from the 
tax assessor and collector are 
bringing in more money than 
expected. 

County commission 
chairman Conrad Fowler said it 
will require most of the road 
money on hand to match the 
$61,300 for the governor's 
death trap elimination 
program. There are six road 
projects included in this 
program for Shelby County. 

There will probably be no 
excess in the general fund 
which can be transferred to 
road building, Fowler said. 

The commission discussed 
methods of “borrowing from 
Peter to pay Paul,” to put 
more money into the roads, 
but they realized it would 
create more fiscal problems for 
the next year if they did so, 

Sonny Moore, one of three 
Shelby County representatives 
to the legislature appeared 
before the commission. He 
assured them he would consult 
with them before he 
introduced any local legislation 


which would affect the Shelby 
County budget. 


During the last legislative 
session the commission 
approved a request for a 
$2,600 annual allowance for 
the tax assessor and tax 
collector, but the legislation 
was tied up in the closing days 
of the session and never passed.

George Starcher. a 
spokesman for the Public 
Works Department told the 
Reporter that the average 
weight of each bag of litter 
totaled 30 pounds. 

Starcher also indicated that 
bulky items too large for the 
plastic bags were brought to 
the roadside and were hauled 
off by additional trucks. He

Indian Springs going coed 


The Indian Springs Board of 
Governors has announced plans 
to institute coeducation at the 
School, effective September 
1975, * 

In announcing the decision, 
the Board indicated that 
initially girls would be 
admitted only as day students. 

For the past several years, 
coeducation at Indian Springs 
has been discussed in varying 
degrees, mostly among 
students and faculty. More 
recently, an effort has been 
made to broaden the base of 
consideration by involving 
alumni, parents and board 
members. 

The decision to adopt 
coeducation was based on the 
belief that the fundamental 
philosophy and_ historical 
mission of Indian Springs can 
be retained, at the same time 
extending the benefits of the 
School to girls as well as boys 
and thereby enriching 
additionally the opportunities 
for growth and development of 
both sexes, 

Careful consideration was 
given to an earlier 
recommendation of an Alumni 
committee which ultimately 
reached the conclusion that, 
“The need for change in light 
of new knowledge, trends, 
issues, problems and 
opportunities will always be 
present. The decision to adopt 
coeducation will challenoe the 


leadership of the School to 
find ways of implementing 
change while adhering to the 
values and traditions that 
should never change.” 
According to Dr. Joe L. 
Jackson, the School's Director, 
changes in existing conditions 
at Springs curriculum, 
policies, “atmosphere” would 
be kept to a minimum initially, 
and would be implemented 
subsequently on the basis of 


identified needs and by the 
process of cooperative 
participation within the Indian 
Springs community. “Our 
intention,’ said Jackson, 
“would be to keep to a 
minimum any changes that 
would materially alter the 
School as it now is... and to 
effect only those modifications 
that appear to be desirable and 
necessary in terms of our 


experiences,”

The Chilton-Shelby Mental 
Health Center with

++ -center cut chops 
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Fiscal picture 
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may brighten 


by Don Wasson 


MONTGOMERY - - There are encouraging signs that 
this session of the Alabama Legislature is going to go a long 
way toward setting Alabama state government on a high 
road and toward correcting some long lived inequities in 
state fiscal operations. 

We are in the middle of a special session called by the 
governor to raise the maximum a person can draw under 
the Unemployment Compensation program and it looks 
like it may take longer than the five day session the 
governor asked for. 

The problem is that at present, employees do not 
contribute to the UC fund until it gets below a certain level. 
Employers contribute 2.7 percent when the fund is fat and 
healthy, 3.6 percent when it falls below a certain point. 

There are those who want employees to contribute a 
small part of their salary even when times are good, to keep 
the UF Fund healthy. 

However that scrap is resolved, the actions of the past 
few weeks have shown that a band of young legislators with 
unique talents in financing, auditing and cost accounting 
are having an impact on Gov. Geroge C. Wallace. 

We have heard the governor talk about “zero-based” 
budgeting, whereby state agencies and departments are 
being asked to build their two-year budget requests from 
zero, rather than from the heights they reached in the last 
budget period. 

They are being asked to justify every dollar of their 
requests rather than simply telling the legislature --" We 
had $1,100,000 last time, so we should have $1,200,000 
this time.” 

That is simply building one budget on top of the 
previous one without any accountability for the last year’s 
expenditures or explanation of the amount of service the 
last budget provided the people. 

The catalyst in this move for more fiscal 
responsibility is Dr. Frank Toohey, late of the University of 
Alabama and now fiscal officer for the Senate Finance and 
Taxation Committee and Fhe House Ways and Means 
Committee. 

Two of the legislators working closely with Toohey 
are Seus. Don Stewart of Anniston and Ronnie Flippo of 
Florence, both of whom moved up to the Senate this year 
from the House. 

Stewart has been particularly busy with the 
institution of not only a zero-base budgeting program, but a 
programmed budgeting system which will make agency 
chiefs even more responsible for their actions and more 
accountable for their stewardship of tax monies, 

Flippo, being a certified public accountant, has taken 
more interest in the auditing procedures and heads an 
interim committee which is making a study of present 
auditing methods and designing new ones. 

Now it appears that Gov. Wallace might even submit 
to a real reorganization of state government, a 
recommendation of his Cost Control Survey but one he has 
steered shy of for the past three years. 

The Survey recommended five major areas of 
government and while the reorganization finally put into 
effect probably won't cut quite that deep, at least steps are 
being taken in that direction. 

Indication that the governor is serious about this 
move was the action last week by Gov. Jere Beasley, placing 
his Intergovernmental Cooperation Commission at the 
governor’s disposal toward reorganization. 

To those who inhabit the governmental buildings, and 
particularly those close to the hub of the wheel, 
reorganization appears to be coming tor sure. Just how far 
reaching it will be, noboby knows. 

All of this transition is coming about partly because 
some few people are motivated in that direction, but 
primarily because the state of Alabama finances demands a 
more efficient, economical operation.

The Looney House in neighboring St. Clair County 
has been added to the National Register of Historic Places, 

The Looney House, located five miles west of 
Ashville on the Greensport Road, is possibly the oldest 
standing two-story. log dogtrot style house in the state 

The two pen structure connected by an open 
breezeway was the most popular type of rural housing in 
19th-Century Alabama and numerous examples remain. 
However, relatively few of the two-story versions of this 
structure have survived. 

The house is extremely well constructed according to 
the Alabama Historical Commission with logs secured at the 
comers with half dovetail nctching. The house rests on 
piers of native stone and the two endexterior chimneys are 
of locally made brick. An unusual feature of construction is 
the graduated size of the logs: each log is half an inch 
smaller than the log beneath it 

The stairs, which were originally located in the 
breezeway, have been. moved inside the building for 
security reasons. This arrangement was not uncommon in 
Alabama. 

The sills are cedar and the floor of heart pine. Most of 
the exposed beams are intact, and the rafters are held by 
pegs. Much of the original hardware was salvaged and only 
one of the batten doors is missing. The roof which for 
many years had been covered with tin is now of wooden

Henry Looney and his father constructed the present 
building in 1818, about one mile from the present location. 
The first site proved to be unhealthy and in 1820 the house 
was disassembled and moved to its present site on higher 
ground.

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Legislators consider 


raising benefits 


by Lt. Gov. Jere Beasley 

On March 3rd, the second Special Session of the year 
began. Governor Wallace called the Legislature into session 
to increase unemployment compensation benefits under 
Alabama Law to $90,00 a week. Currently the maximum 
weekly payment is $75.00. 

At a press conference last Wednesday, the Governor 
and Tom Ventress, the Director of the Department of 
Industrial Relations, both emphasized that the higher 
benefits will not require increased contributions from the 
private sector of the economy at the present time. At the 
end of January, the Unemployment Trust Fund had a 
balance of approximately $105,000,000.00 according to 
Ventress. 

To insure our ability to meet demands for 
unemployment compensation, a balance of approximately 
$102 million must be maintained in the fund. Should the 
balance fall below that level, two procedures are available 
to make up any deficit or shortage. 

The first step is for the Department of Industrial 
Relations to increase the employers contribution to the 
fund. Secondly, the state can borrow from the Federal 
Unemployment Compensation Trust Fund. 

Currently five states are receiving boans from the 
Federal Trust Fund. A recent survey indicated that as many 
as twenty other states may have to borrow from the fund in 
the near future. 

Alabama first paid unemployment compensation in 
1938, At that time the maximum Weekly payment was 
$15.00. In addition to increasing the weekly benefit, several 
other improvements in the state’s unemployment 
compensation program have been made over the years. In 
1969, the Legislature exempted employees from having to 
pay into the State Unemployment Compensation Trust 
Fund. In 1971, legislation was passed to extend the 
unemployment compensation period from 26 to 39 weeks. 
The funds for the additional thirteen weeks coverage are 
provided on an equal basis from both the state and federal 
unemployment trust funds. 

Alabama has not been hit as hard by unemployment 
as have many parts of the nation. The national 
unemployment level at the end of February was 9%, while 
unemployment figures for the state stood at 7.2% or some 
105,000 persons. The weekly increase and the extension of 
the eligibility period for drawing unemployment 
compensation will provide a degree of temporary relief to 
the unemployed. 

Unemployment compensation or similar forms of 
financial assistance are at best only a temporary solution to 
the employment problem in Alabama. We must continue 
our efforts to bring new industry into the State and to 
stimulate our economy in every way possible. 

Alabama has led the Southeast in the creation of new 
industrial jobs for the past four years. This is one of the 
main reasons why our unemployment figures have 
constantly remained two to three percentage points below 
the national average.

The attorney general's office investigated, though, 
and said that there wasn’t any evidence at all that this was 
true.” 

“But why did Sheriff Walker say it was true and 
arrest them if it wasn’t?” Andlebold wanted to know. 

“At the time, he told everybody that he had been 
given information that it WAS true. It was in the middle of 
the race to elect a sheriff for Shelby County and the arrests 
brought Walker a lot of publicity.” 

“He didn’t do it just for the publicity, did he?” 
Anklebold asked, shocked. 

“I don’t know,” I told him, “but he did tell a civic 
club in Birmingham later tHat you couldn't take politics out 
of politics and that it was a bitter, tough election. He told 
the group that it was a bad thing when I had to put those 
folks in jail. I took no pleasure in it.’ " 

Anklebold sat there for a few minutes, studying his 
toes. 

“There's still some things I don’t understand”, he 
finally ventured. “If he arrested Judge Fowler and those 
other people and put them in jail, didn’t that embarrass 
them?” 

“I’m sure it did, Anklebold,” I told him, “What a 
dumb question.” 

“And all the newspapers reported it and took picutres 
of the judge in jail. Even the national press had something 
about it.” 

“Yes, that's true,” I said. 

“Then why is everything being settled so easily now? 

“You aren’t hinting at revenge, are you, Anklebold?” 
I said, reproachfully. 

“Wellll .. .” he hedged. 

“I’m ashamed of you. Judge Fowler said he didn’t 
want to get a lot of money. He just wanted a judgement to 
be reached agaisnt the sheriff.” 

“So as I understand it,” Anklebold said after studying 
his feet some more, “Sheriff Walker arrested the judge and 
some more people, put them in jail, and accused them of 
conspiring to murder him. He did this in the middle of an 
election in which he was running to be re-elected sheriff. He 
barely won the election and the attorney general said there 
wasn't any evidence to justify his charges against the judge 
and the others. He told a civic group that it was a tough 
election and he was out to win. Judge Fowler filed a 
$250,000 lawsuit against him. Now it’s being settled for 
$5,000, Walker's still sheriff, and it’s all over. The only 
people who went to jail are the ones who didn’t do 
anything. I don’t understand.” 

“That's because you don’t know anything about the 
law,” I told him, “Now go look at your feet some more and 
don’t bother me.” 


Sessions dealing 


with ‘other’ needs 


Almost from the day they were elected, members of 
the Alabama Legislature began predicting a special session 
to meet some of the State's financial emergencies. There 
have been not one but two special session calls from 
Governor George Wallace since he started his fourth term in 
office on January 20th. But neither time has Wallace asked 
the Legislature to consider the problems they were all 
talking about. 

It appeared likely that the Governor would summon 
the House and Senate into session to provide emergency 
funds for such critical needs as medicaid, the prisons, and 
the Highway Department. And educators began building 
pressure for a special session to get the school budgets for 
the next two years out of the way earlier than usual. 

But Wallace hasn't included any of those matters in 
either of. the two calls for an extraordinary session. In his 
first call, he included only the interest rate that banks pay 
on state funds they have on deposit. The Legislature acted 
on that in the shortest possible time, five days, and 
adjourned, 

Now the Governor has called another session and 


once more he did it for a purpose which had received little ° 


advance attention. He asked the Legislature to raise the 


ceiling on unemployment compensation benefits from $75. 


a week to $90, 
* e+e * 

Wallace himself couldn't have known two months ago 
that the unemployment rate would be as high as it is today, 
around eight percent, or that emergency action would be 
necessary to raise the weekly benefits for those who are out 
of work. 

However unexpected the special session call may have 
been, it wasn’t an unpopular decision. Members of the 
Legislature almost unanimously agreed that something has 


to be done, Some of them, in fact, are talking about raising 


the maximum payments above $90. 

Increasing the ceiling may mean that employees wil 
have to start paying their share of the unemployment tax 
again. They haven't had to pay it in Alabama since 1969 
because, until a few months ago, the unemployment rat 
was down and the trust fund which supports 
unemployment compensation payments was in no danger 
of being depleted. ‘ 

But it faces that possibility now, State Officials say, 
even if the maximum payment isn't increased.

Mental Health-- 


Director speaks to Vignettes 


Statistics on mental health 
throughout the nation and how 
the Shelby- Chilton Mental 
Health Center is coping with 
mental health problems locally, 
were topics discussed by the 
center's director before 
Columbiana’s Vignette Club 
last week 

Jerry Jackson, director of 
the two-county facility told 
Vignette Club members that 
over half of the hospital beds 
in the U.S. are filled with 
mental patients. Other 
statistics reveal, he said, there 
are 2 million individuals who 
have been diagnosed as 
psychotic; 10 million are 
suffering with neurosis; 4 
million have been diagnosed as 
anti- social; 9 million are 
alcoholics; 6 million are 
classified as retarded; 5 million

Suicide every year. 

Some of these disabling 
disorders could be prevented, 
according to Jackson, by early 
treatment. 

In pointing out what is 
being done about mental 
health in the two county, 
Shelby- Chilton area, Jackson 
said a trained staff of 
psychologists is maintained at 
the center. A staff member is 
available for emergency 
counseling and a therapy on a 
24-hour a day basis and a 
psychologist is in the Center 
one day each week. 

One of the vitally important 
services given by the Center is 
counseling and therapy for 
disturbed teenagers, according 
to Jackson. ‘Emotional 
disturbances which frequently 
occur in adolescents are often 
caused by lack of consistent 
parental love and consistent 
discipline,”’ he said. The 
Director emphasized the need 
that both be consistent. 

However, treatment is 
available at the Cefter for 
young and old at their request, 
the request of their families or 
physicians, or by referral of 


agencies and law enforcement 
officials. Patients may call the 
Mental Health Center and 
make their own appointments 
A moderate fee is charged. 
Funding is provided by 
State and County 
Governments, Jackson said. 
The State has made available 
$82,000 for the Center this 
year, and the Shelby County 
Commission provided $22,000, 
and Chilton County $15,000. 
Over 200 patients are 
receiving treatment at the 
Center at this time. “This 
number will increase,” the 
Director pointed out. “Because 
the Center will soon move into 
group therapy programs.”

Questions of this kind arise 
often in probate proceedings, 
when claims for services 
rendered to the deceased must 
be dealt with. As a rule, the 
closer the relationship between 
the claimant and the deceased, 
the more likely the court is to 
say that the services were given 
free. 

But the individual 
circumstances can make a big 
difference. In another case, a 
man sought payment for

This time, the brothers had 
been living separately, with 
their own separate families. In 
this situation, the court 
decided that the claimant 
could reasonably have expected 
to be paid, even without any 
agreement to that effect 

The extent of the services, 
too, may be a factor. A sister 
who took the 
management of her brother's 
home also took over the 
burdensome task of nursing 
him. He was seriously ill, and 
needed almost constant 
attention. 

After his death, a judge 
ruled that the sister was indeed 
entitled to wages for her 
efforts. The judge said that 
even for a loving sister, this was 
an extraordinary amount of

What was noted as a rare 
occurance on Lay Lake last 
week may soon be 
commonplace, according to 
Sam Spenser, Chief of the 
Alabama Department of 
Conservation’s Fishery Section. 

Even so, quite a lot of 
excitement was generated 
around Spring Creek Grocery 
late Tuesday afternoon, Feb. 
25, when Bill Rabren of 
Columbiana brought in a 23% 
pound salt water striped bass. 
The monster stripe was taken 
on a trotline. The take was the 
largest verified catch in an area 
where the stripe have been 
introduced by the Department 
of Conservation, said Spenser. 

Salt water stripe were first 
introduced into Lay Lake in 
June of 1969 when 6,690 of 
the species were stocked into 
the waters. Rabren’s catch 
was undoubtedly one of these 
first arrivals, Spenser went on 
to say. 

Six thousand stripe were 
stocked into Lay Lake in 1973. 
The following year 68,000 


were introduced into the local , 
waters bringing the total @ 
number of stripe stocked into * 


Lay Lake to 86,990.

of an Indian. Although 
tremendoubly intrigued, he 
was completely baffled as to 
it's origin, or the civilization it 
represented. He noted that it 
could be as little as two 
hundred and fifty years old or 
much, much older, and 
suggested they seek further 
information from sources 
outside the realm of Northern 
Indian civilization.

There are markings on its 
back which could be Indian 
markings, heiroglyphics, or a 
mixture of Indian and 
Anglo-Saxon alphabet, which 
leads to another interesting and 
provocative theory.

In 1585, at the direction of 
Sir Walter Raleigh, a colony of 
121 persons was founded on 
the island of Croatan off the 
coast of North Caroliuna, 
south of Roanoak Island. It has 
since been obliterated by the 
shifting sands and is now 
probably a part of the Hatteras 
Island or Ocracoke Island. 


The ultimate fate of the 
colony is still a mystery. When 
the colony was again visited, 
the only trace of its existance 
was the word “Croatoan” 
carved on a tree. Whether the 
people were carried away by 
the Indians or became 
absorbed in their tribe is a 
matter for conjecture. 


They became known as the 
“lost colony”. In the 19th 
century new interest was given 
to the story through the claim

of a large group of mixed 
blood Indians of Rpbeson 
County in North Carolina that 
they were the descendants of 
the vanished colonists and the 
Croatan tribe. Although this 
hasn’t been substantiated, the 
group has been officially 
recognized by the State 
government as 
Indians.

Bridge enthusiasts in Shelby 
County are getting a taste of 
something different. It is 
duplicate bridge, which differs 
in many ways from contract, 
or rubber bridge. 

Helping to initiate the effort 
is Dr. Frank Abernathy, a past 
master - - as well as Life Master 

- of the game. 

The new group organized in 
Alabaster just a few weeks ago, 
and since then there have been 
from five to eight tables going 
each Tuesday night in Dr.

Those who plan to 
pursue the game will benefit 
from lessons, even if they have 
played a lot of contract bridge, 
he continued, adding that 
Katherine Jones of 
Birmingham, a certified 
director of the American 
Contract Bridge League 
(ACBL), plans to offer such 
instruction. 

The newly formed club has 
dues of $5 a year, Abernathy 


JQ revealed. However, he said, if 


there are going to be more than 
eight tables each week, the 
group will need to find a larger 
meeting place which might 
involve paying rent. This, in 
turn, he said may require

higher dues, 

‘*There is no money 
involved in playing,” he 
pointed out, saying that 
gambling in any form is strictly 
against ACBL regulations. 

He explained that the basics 
of both contract and duplicate 
bridge are the same, 
Differences are in scoring and 
dealing. 

Unlike contract bridge, 
where the cards are shuffled 
and dealt, hands in duplicate 
are pre-dealt , the physician 
said. “Each ‘hand is played by 
each player,” he elaborated. 
“In other words, if you are 
North-South, every North- 
South player in the room is 
playing the same hand.” 


Duplicate appeals to him, he 
said, because winning is based 
more on a player's ability than 
on chance. “In rubber bridge, 
if you get all the good hands, 
you’ are going to win,” he 
maintained. 

Besides Abernathy, Rex and 
Barbara Perkins and Mac Argo 
It, all of Alabaster, are 
seasoned duplicate bridge 
players. Dr. Perkins, Abernathy 
said, is the son of parents who 
are both national directors 
with the ACBL.

recent audit covers the quarter 
ending September, 1974, a 
period when unemployment 
was relatively low, 

The Alabama Department 
of Industrial Relations, which 
administers the unemployment 
compensation program, uses a 
computer to check benefit 
payments against wages paid 
by employers. The computer 
identifies those persons who 
are drawing wages and 
unemployment compensation 
simultaneously, the most 
common type of violation. 

In 1974, Goldblatt said, the 
department detected 1,220 
cases of fraudulent over- 
payment, involving 
approximately $275 000 of the 
$55 million in benefits paid. 
Over $100,000 has been 
recovered by the department, 
and 41 prosecutions have been 
initiated. 

For violating the 
unemployment compensation 
law, a person may be fined 
from $25 up to $250 for each 
The defendant may 
also be sentenced to three 
months in jail. Each payment 
illegally obtained may be 
considered a separate offense, 
Goldblatt pointed out

Having completed two special sessions, the Alabama 
Legislature comes back for a third one March 18 to try to 
cut back utility rates, 

The Legislature adjourned its second special session 
Friday after final passage of a bill to raise unemployment 
benefits, a 45 (m) million dollar state docks bond issue and 
a constitutional amendment providing for annual sessions 
of the legislature. 

The Legislature now meets every two years with 
frequent special sessions in between. The regular session 
begins in May. The lawmakers just recently completed an 
emergency meeting to change the rate of interest the State 
can receive for its money on deposit in state banks. 

The docks bond issue and the annual sessions 
amendment will be submitted to the voters in a statewide 
referendum for their approval or rejection June tenth, 

Governor George Wallace called the special session 
which ended Friday to raise unemployment benefits, but 
the other two measures also were passed. The minimum 
weekly payment to jobless workers will be raised from 15 
dollars to 17 dollars and the maximum from 75 dollars to 
&} dollars under the new legislation. Those receiving 
payments between the maximum and minimum also will 
get increases. The increased benefits take effect May fourth. 

To finance the boost in payment, employees will start 
paying a tax of one-half to one percent of their first four 
thousand, 200 dollars in annual earnings on October first, 
instead of next January first. The tax has been waived since 
1969, but the recent increase in the numbers of 
unemployed has forced it to be reinstituted. 

Under the annual sessions bill, regular legislative 
sessions would be held each year and consist of 30 
legislative days within 105 calendar days. Currently the 
Legislature meets in regular session once every two years 
for 36 legislative days and there is no calendar day limit for 
the regular or special meetings. 

The proposed constitutional amendment also would 
feduce special sessions to only 12 legislative days within a 
30 calendar day limit. The only limit on special sessions 
now is that they cannot exceed 36 legislative days.

Session change 
to affect budget 


The outcome of a constitutional amendment election 
on annual sessions of the Alabama Legislature may have a 
lat to do with the manner in which the House and Senate 
write the budgets this summer to finance the State 
Government next year and the year after. 

Normally the Legislature would appropriate funds for 
the next two fiscal years beginning October first because 
regular legislative sessions are now held only every two 
years. And the second year of the next biennium would be 
well underway before the Legislature would meet in its 
next regular session in May, 1977. 

However, if the Legislature is going to meet every 
year, it can budget funds this summer only for the 1975-76 
fiscal year which runs from next October first through 
September 30, 1976, And for the second year of the 
biennium, it can wait until next year’s session to adopt a 
budget, 

There is a growing belief among Legislators and 
budget experts that it’s much better to appropriate funds 
from year to year than two years in advance. Particularly is 
that true now, with the entire nation facing an uncertain 
economic future, 

It is simply impossible, the budget experts say, to 
make any reasonably accurate prediction of future tax 
revenue two years aliead of time. It’s difficult to do that 
from year to year, but trying to forecast what the rate of 
unemployment and inflation will be two years from now is 
pure guesswork. 

The amendment election will be held in June, and the 
Legislature will be about one-third through its 1975 regular 
session. The members wihiile still in session will find out 
whether there are going to be annual sessions or not, 

If the amendment is vatified, the Legislature can 
appropriate funds to operate he state only for one year, 
leaving the 1976-77 budget to be taken up at next year’s 
regular session, 

But if the voters reject the ,Jea of annual sessions . . . 
as they did in 1972 ... the Legislature will know what 
their next move should be.

Bear-hug can save 


victim from choking | ) 


A simple bear-hug will save the life of a person 
choking on a piece of food. 

Dr. Henry J. Heimlich, originator of the t 
says that one reason between 2,500 and 4,000 Americans 
choke to death on food each year is that onlookers often 
mistakenly treat the victim for heart attack, Heimlich, a 
Cincinnati surgeon, explains that a choking victim cannot 
talk because his voice box as well as his windpipe is 
blocked. If untreated, he could die from lack of oxygen in 
less than four minutes. 

Here's the procedure. Stand behind the victim and 
place your arms around his upper abdomen above his navel 
and below the rib cage, Make sure the victim is leaning 
forward from the waist with his head, arms and upper torso 
hanging. Then grasp your right wrist with your left hand 
and exert a sudden strong pressure against the victim's 
abdomen. This forces the diaphragm upward, compresses 
the lungs and expels the food from the windpipe. Learn the 
technique; it could save a life,

Land, street problems top agenda

The Columbiana city council 
went through a rather thorny 
session last Thursday night in 
dealing with several problems 
centering around city- owned 
lands and streets. Problems 
ranged from suggestions to 
close a street,to the disposition 
of 1.4 acres of land the city did 
not know that it owns. 


The first piece of business 
dealt with permission to build 
a house on land seemingly too 
small, as dictated by the 
municipal zoning ordinance. 
The land in question is owned 
by two sisters, Dottie Hildreth 
and Elizabeth Newell, who 
want to live the rest of their 
lives in neighboring houses on 
the land where they grew up. 

After studying maps 
prepared by the sisters’ 
attorney, the council voted to 
issue a building permit so that 
Elizabeth and her husband 
John can build a house. 

The second item of business 
concerned a strip of city 
property that was thought to 
be owned by National 
Standard.

to N-S several years ago when 
the plant was planning to 
locate in Columbiana. 

Ms. Sigle blamed the mistake 
on the county engineer, saying 
that the quarter section of land 
was improperly surveyed.

She requested that the city 
set a price for the land so that 
it can be sold to National 
Standard. Ms. Sigle indicated 
that the 1.4 acre strip of land 
was between the plant's 
present property and land it is 
negotiating for, owned by 
Hubert Hope. Pointing out that 
National Standard plans to 
expand if it can acquire Hope's 
land, Ms. Sigle requested an 
immediate decision. 

Councilman William Rasco 
explained to the realtor that 
since this was the first that the 
council had heard of this 
problem, they could not take 
action without consulting the 
city attorney. The other 
councilmen indicated that 
while they could not make a 
snap decision, they would do 
their best to act quickly in the 
interest of both the city and 
National Standard. They 
agreed to accomodate Ms. Sigle 
by deciding the question at a 
special meeting the following 
Monday. 


The next order of business 
centered around the new 
recreation complex planned by 
the First Baptist Church of 
Columbiana. The church 
committee, consisting of Rev. 
Charles Stroud, Ross Bob 
Mullins, and Carlton Franks, 
requested that the city close 
Lauderdale Street between the 
church and its parking lot. 
Pointing out that a new street 
will replace it when the new 
jail is built, the committee 
asked that the city proceed 
with the legal aspects of closing 
the road. 


The church would like to 
build its new family living 
center as close as possible to its 


existing buildings, but 
Lauderdale Street bisects its 
property. Rev. Stroud said that 
traffic on the road is.already a 
hazard to church members and 
children in its kindergarten. 
The group noted that when the 
street is laid out to serve the 
new jail, residents of the area 
using Lauderdale Street can 
easily use that route. 

The Baptists were assured by 
the Columbiana council that 
legal steps will be set in 
motion, which includes the 
right of citizens to protest the 
closing of the street, In the 
meantime the church will be 
able to proceed tentatively 
with its plans. Franks, Rev. 
Stroud, and Mullins said that 
the church would follow a 
timetable which would leave 
Lauderdale Street open until 
the new road is built to replace 
it. And if the street is closed, 
they said the drivers can use 
their parking lot as an access 
route, 


Street problems were also 
the concern of the next group. 
The residents of Timothy 
Street came to request the 
paving of their road in the area 
east of the funeral home. They 
also asked why they could not 
get sewer service. The street 
has been unpaved for nearly 
three years, according to 
members of the group. 

The council told the men 
that the sewer problem will be 
solved as soon as possibie, due 
to the sewer grant announced 
at the last council meeting. 
Assuring the group that they 
will get sewer service as soon as 
possible, they added that every 
residence in the city limits will 
also be served by the upcoming 
projects.

But McClure keeps on-- 
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Running buses can be a headache 


by Nancy Duncan 

Sherrell McClure, 
transportation director for the 
Shelby County Board of 
Education, is a man of many 
headaches, 

Not only is he responsible 
for the welfare of some 8,000 
bus-riding students each school 
day, he must also keep the 
buses running safely and direct 
the activities of the 88 bus 
drivers under his supervision. 

McClure has kept Shelby 
County buses rolling for nearly 
24 years now, but he finds the 
headaches increasing with each 
passing year. Compounding his 
problems is the conduct of 
some students on their daily 
trips to and from school, and 
in this area, he would like to 
enlist help from parents. 

“I'm not mad at anyone,” 
he insists, “but some parents 
are nov teaching their children 
to respect public property. 

“You take a $12,000 unit 
and in a few weeks find that 
someone has taken a knife and 
cut the protective padding on 
the back of the seat, it’s very 
distressing.” 

McClure said that the 
county spends thousands of 
dollars every year just repairing 
damage done to the buses. 

Since assuming his post in 
1951, the director said, “I have 
seen it run the gamut. We have 
always had some students who 
would destroy public property, 
but it wasn’t nearly as bad 
years ago as it is now.” That's 
why he urges parents to instill 


in their children respect for 
public property. 

“The only way I know for 
them to get it is to be taught at 
home,” McClure commented, 

“I am concerned about the 
behavior of some of the 
children and the parents are 
going to have to help,” he 
continued candidly. 

“One thing that parents 
don’t understand is that the 
driver is put on the bus to drive 
safely to and from school, and 
not to see who is doing what.” 


He feels that conduct on the 
buses is important not only 
from a standpoint of safety but 
also because “a child’s attitude 
for the day is set on the school 
bus. If he has a good trip to 
school, he is generally going to 
have a good day,” McClure 
maintains. 

It takes 88 buses to 
transport the 80 to 85 percent 
of Shelby County’s 10,300 
students who choose this 
method of getting to and from 
school, Some of the buses have 
a seating capacity of 60, while 
the newer ones seat 66, 
McClure revealed, 

Some overcrowding does 
occur, he admits, but he said 
that the buses which carry the 
largest numbers of students are 
those which run the shorter 
routes. 


While there are no specific 
requirements as to the number 
of students a bus can carry, 
“The state recognizes ten 


percent over seating capacity as 


being excessive,’ McClure said. 

However he added, “We are 
overloading inside a two- mile 
limit, which the state does not 
pay us for,” 

Another problem which 
confronts the transportation 
director from time to time is 
getting qualified bus drivers. 
To this end, classes are 
conducted periodically, and he 
would like to hear from any 
persons who would like to take 
a training course scheduled for 
this Spring. ; 

“The Legislature, in 1969, 
passed,.a law requiring that all 
school bus drivers take twelve 
clock hours of training,” he 
explained. Classes will be 
conducted in Columbiana and 
anyone interested in taking 
part may call McClure at the 
Shelby County Education 
Superintendent's office. 

The transportation director 
said that Pelham police have 
come up with a remedy for 
what was once a major 
problem for him - that of 
getting buses into and out of 
Valley School safely. Until two 
of the officers began directing 
traffic at the heavily travelled 
location on Highway 31, “we 
were getting hit nearly every 
week,” McClure said. 

“I would like for people to 
know that I appreciate the help 
they are giving us,’ he 
declared. “It was like shooting 
craps out there before they 
started working it.”

She finds that shopping once a week is cheaper, since 
it enables her to avoid costly impulse buys. 

She plans her dinners with men in mind, bending her 
menus to conform to their masculine taste 

She ignores “specialty” coupons. She shops at one 
good store, and therefore, as a steady customer, becomes 
friends with the butcher and the manager, whom she trusts 
to supply her with choice cuts of meat or any other 
product she desires, or will see that she gets it should it not 
be in stock , 

She finds this method more satisfactory than running 
from store to store, hunting for bargain buys in order to 
save a few cents. She feels the time, gas, and energy saved is 
worth more than she could save by the other method 

Although her method of shopping may seem 
extravagant, she was quick to accept the challenge to 
wepare a goumet meal for six adults on a ten dollar budget 
Here is how she did it at a cost of only $9.90 plus tax 

For her appetizer she decided on hot “Cranberry 
Bouillon”, served in old fashioned, double handled bouillon 
ups 

Her salad was “Sesame Salad”, a light, airy salad 
nade of lettuce and toasted sesame seeds, with a light oil 
dressing. (She intended to use spinach, but the fresh kind 
vas unavailable at the time of her shopping, so she chose 
ttuce instead.) 

The entree, her largest expense, was “Chicken Vol au 

nt’, a French recipe calling for chopped mushrooms, one 

up of Chabliss Blanc wine, three brown and serve sausages, 
ix Pepperidge Farm pastry shells, and one cup of half and 
ialf milk and cream 

The recipe called for only one cup of wine, therefore 
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economy gourmet meal. 


she was able to further compliment the chicken, while at 
the same time adding a crowning touch of elegance to the 
meal by serving the remainder of the wine in chilled 
cutglass goblets. 

Her vegetables were “Wild Rice and Shallots”, a 
mixture of wild and domestic rice with diced raw small 
green onions. (She has a friend in Canada who supplies her 
with wild rice, so had she desired, she could have omitted 
the price of this, but realizing that few people are so 
blessed, she included the price of the small amount of wild 
rice.) 

Her second vegetable was “Broiled Tomatoes and 
Artichokes”, She was going to serve stuffed fresh 
artichokes, but since one artichoke cost 49 cents, she 
decided instead to buy one small can of artichoke hearts, 
using one each as a stuffing for the broiled tomate . 

Her desert was a work of art, a chilled, molded dish 
called **Peppermint Bavarian”, made of 1/2 pound 
peppermint sticks, 1/2 pint of whipping cream, 2 cups of 
milk, and one package of plain gelatin 

She changed her desert from “Green Grapes and Sour 
Cream” topped with brown sugar, since green grapes are 
out of season.

There’s excitement on police radio

“Car 116. . . come in.” 
“This is car 116. Go ahead.” 
“Be on the lookout for a 
green '72 Malibu Chevelle, 
broken left headlight, headed 
north on county road 25. Such 
a vehicle is responsible for a hit 
and run ... witness didn’t get 
the license number, Ten-four.”” 
“Car 116. Ten-four,” 


Such terse exchanges of 
words between law 
enforcement officers are heard 
daily in scores of Shelby 
County homes, and they're not 
listening to a repeat of the old 
T.V. series “Highway Patrol”, 
either, where Broderick 
Crawford tuned out with a 
tense, emotion packed 
“Ten-four.” 


No, indeed! Shelby County 
housewives are forsaking their 
television sets with their 
hum-drum, predictable “cop 
and robber” stories in order to 
tune into something infinitely 
more exciting ... the real 
thing! 

The “real thing” is a police 
service band radio or scanner 
which picks up police or 
emergency calls from all over. 
The range of the calls are 
optional, determined by the 
buyer. Some want a set with a 
range covering a vast area, 
while most are content to just 
tune into their own town or 
county, which is what most 
people hereabouts are doing. 
The dial is set to the Shelby 
County frequency and left that 
way, so that concentration is 
centered on what is happening 
specifically in the Shelby 
County area. 

It first began as a fun thing, 
but soon became an instrument 
for home protection as more 
and more daytime robberies 
occurred, with the robbers 
becoming bolder each day 

Families living in remote, 
wooded developments such as 
are found in north Shelby 
County, soon began buying 
service radios in order to know 
when something was happening 
in or around the 
neighborhood, thus putting 
themselves on the alert

of a nearby store which sells 
radios and various electronic 
equipment, there is a 
tremendous run on by Shelby 
County residents for these 
service radios and scanners. 


The radios have proved 
helpful in various ways. 
Sometimes a dispatcher has 
trouble directing a deputy toa 
certain address. Because of the 
fast growth of new 
developments, addresses are 
often very difficult to locate. 
When a housewife hears a call 
for help from an address in her 
neighborhood or in one with 
which she is familiar, she can 
speed up the action if the 
deputy is having difficulty 
locating it, by phoning the 
proper directions to the 
dispatcher, perhaps preventing 
a tragedy. 


In the Indian Crest, 
Brookstone, and Indian Springs 
area, bold, daytime robberies 
have become a matter of 
course. Where homeowners 
once complacently left their 
homes unlocked, they now 
lock themselves inside in the 
middle of the day and fear to 
answer the door when_ the 
doorbell rings. One housewife 
summed up what most are 
thinking. “It just makes me 
good and mad to think I have 
to be on guard constantly 
against another member of the 
human race”, but on guard she 
is, as are all the families in that 
area. 

They have a right to be. One 
home located in a wooded, 
hilly area has been robbed five 
times within a very short 


period of time. Other homes 
have been hit at least two or 
three times, and always in 
broad daylight.

The residents, angry and 
afraid, have devised a system of 
a sort, with one household 
watching out for the other, and 
with the aid of the radios, are 
able to speed up action when 
help is needed.

Pea Ridge plannin 


to incorporate 


Shelby County may have a 
new town in the near future 

Efforts to incorporate the 
Pea Ridge community have 
been revived and are being 
spearheaded by Cecil 
Matthews. 

Matthews, a 1973 graduate 
of the University of 
Montevallo, and now a resident 
of the Pea Ridge area, told the 
Reporter Tuesday that a 
petition requesting the 
establishment of Pea Ridge as a 
municipality will be filed with 
the Shelby County Probate 
Office in the near future 

“We already have more than 
100 names on the petition”, 
Matthews said, “which is more 
than enough to begin the 
formal proceedings.” 

“As soon as we complete 
the legal description of the area 
to be incorporated and as soon 
as we finish the plat of the 
territory, we'll file with the 
Probate Office”, Matthews 
said. 

Present plans call for some 
1,200 acres to be included in 
the corporate limits. This area 
has approximately 250 homes 
with a population of between 
600 and 750. 

The proposed town limits 
form a long rectangle on both 
sides of County Road 10 from 
the Jimmy Dover home to 
within a mile of the Antioch 
Church. The proposed limits 
also include property on both 
sides of County Road 22, 
approximately a mile from the 
junction of Roads 10 and 22. 

Title 37 of the Code of 
Alabama spells out procedutes 
to be followed when 
incorporating a new town, The 
Code stdtes that communities 
of 75 or more persons may 
incorporate when a petition 
signed by 25 or more qualified 
voters is presented to the Judge 
of Probate. The petition must 
state the name of the proposed 
town and include an accurate 
plat of the territory. 


If the petition and 
accompanying papers are in 
order, the Judge of Probate 
will call for an election to be 
held within 30 days after the 
filing of the petition. The 
clection is required to be held 
within the proposed town 
limits. : 

It is incumbent upon the 
judge appoint three 
qualified electors to manage 
the election. 

If a majority of the votes 
cast are in favor of 
incorporating, a census of the 
area must be taken within 
three days. When this is 
accomplished, the Judge then 
declares the inhabitants are 
incorporated as a town. 

The Probate Judge then 
orders that an election be held 
to elect a mayor and council. A 
thirty day public notice is 
required before the election 
can be held. Officials elected 
serve until the next general 


to 


municipal election. The next 
municipal election throughout 
Alabama is scheduled for 1976. 

Matthews who has been a 
resident of Shelby County for 
the past seven years is 
currently a law student at the 
Birmingham School of Law 
and is employed in the offices 
of a Birmingham law firm. 


The Pea Ridge area is 
currently supplied with water 
from Montevallo. A 
community volunteer fire 
department was organized 
during 1974. 

When asked about obtaining 
signatures on the petition to 
incorporate, Matthews told the 
Reporter that with more than 
100 names, only three people 
declined to sign. 

**We're proud of our 
community”, Matthews said, 
and “we're confident everyone 
will strive to make Pea Ridge a 
better place to live.” 


Three youths charged 
in Vineent vandalism 


The Vincent cemetery 
vandalism case has resulted in 
the arrest of three juveniles. 
Police chief George Humphries’ 
told the Reporter that the 
boys, age 16 and 14, will be 
tried next month for the 
destruction of personal 
property. 

Humphries said that he has 
been working on the case since 
the vandalism occurred in early 
December. Several tombstones 
were overturned or defaced in 
an afternoon spree of 
destruction. 

The Vincent city council 
offered a $200 reward for any 
information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of the 
guilty. Other donors added to 
the reward money, bringing it 
up to $600. 

Chief Humphries said that 
at present the reward money 


will not be given. He 
mentioned that he had been 
given so much false 
information that, “if each of 
the accused were arrested, 
there wouldn't be many people 
left in Vincent.” 


Two of the boys arrested 
are from Vincent and the other 
is from Harpersville. They were 
arrested Mrach 6, and are now 
out of the Shelby County jail 
on $500 bond each. 


Humphries says that it is 
possible that a reward might be 
paid at a later date. He states 
that much of the information 
was hearsay and not substantial 
enough to use for arrests. The 
chief said that he plans to sift 
through his information to see 
if anyone is eligible for the 
reward by helping him to crack 
the case.

Valley Road area, will 
encompass 8,000 acres and in- 
crease the local population by 
some 18,000 persons by 1990 

Other tracts expected to be 
subdivided. mostly in the area 


from Alabaster northward, will 
push the county's population 
even higher than the 45,000 
increase projected from the 
three planned developments. 
Yeager said. 

He added that completion 
of Interstate 65 and 
circumferential Highway 459 
will play a significant role tr 
ushering in a large influx o 
newcomers. 

Focusing on the near future, 
Dean told the lawmakers that a

The new design for the jail 
adds 12 adult cells to the plan 
that was submitted a month 
ago. The basic design remains 
much the same. The proposed 
jail will be built in two parts. 
The part for prisofers will have

An entrance for police 
automobiles is on the top level, 
guarded by gates that will be 
controlled by a guard inside 
the building. The public will 
enter the prisoner section by a 
entrance on the lower level. 


The concept of using 
‘“‘pods’’ for male prisoner 
confinement remains in the 
new plan, although each pod 
has more cells than in 


the onginal design. The idea of 
pods is to group prisoners by 
category, those convicted, 
those awaiting trial, etc. In the 
new design the pods will 
accommodate ten or more men 
each in individual cells. Each 
pod will have its own ‘living 
room’ area where men can 
gather if they choose to 

Attending the presentation 
of the new plans were County 
Commission Chairman Conrad 
Fowler, Commissioners Hoyt 
Blalock and J. E. “Ned” 
Bearden, Sheriff Red Walker, 
Commission Clerk Mary Niven 
and County Planner J, Paul 
Yeager. 

The Commission had hoped 
to keep the cost to

The meeting was conducted 
by Mayor Ralph Sears with 
members of the City Council, 
County Health officers Frank 
Sloan and George Holcombe 
and James Gingo representing 
Shelby Waste Disposal Co., 
attending. 

Purpose of the meeting was 
twofold, according to Sears, to 
acquaint all who will be 
affected by the ordinance with 
its provisions and also to 
constructive criticism 
from any business or landlord. 

The purpose of the new 
ordinance, Sears said, “is to 
provide for the health and 
welfare of the citizens and to 
provide a means whereby 
residents as well as businesses 
can comply with county, state 
and federal laws.

Budget office warns 


of overspending 


by Don Wasson 

MONTGOMERY - - James V. “Jake” Jordan, the 
state budget officer who lived with three consecutive years 
of proration of departmental and school budgets, lives in 
dread of that day ever coming again. 

Since Alabama law prevents departments from 
spending money they don’t have, it is imperative that they 
live within their budgets - the amount appropriated to 
them by the legislature every two years. 

Should an agency begin to run out of money before 
the end of that period, it is Jordan’s duty to inform them 
and to order cutbacks in expenditures that will bring them 
to year's end in the black. 

It is not surprising, therefore, to hear Jordan warning 
the new legislature that they should not undertake huge 
capital outlay (building) programs unless they pass at the 
same time some kind of revenue raising program. That, 
loosely interpreted, is a tax increase. 

The state could issue some bonds to build buildings 
and possibly get by for a year and a half without new taxes, 
but then the facts of life would be sickeningly revealed -- 
they'd run out of money. 

A $45 million bond issue for expansion at the State 
Docks is in the mill, passed by the second special session. A 
$15 million bond issue for a new legislative hall is already 
prefiled for the regular session startingin May. * 

Jordan told the Joint Interim Finance and Taxation 
Committee, now holding budget hearings, that the state's 
General Fund can expect revenues totaling almost $333 
million in the coming two-year budget period. 

If the legislature did not increase a single budget as 
they are operating on now, the left-over money at the end 
of the biennium would be only $25 million, Jordan told the 
committee. 

The prison system alone has asked for funding which 
is $29 million more than they had last year. Mental Health 
needs about as much, and both. agencies are not padding 
accounts ~ they're under federal court orders to improve 
their facilities, now. 

Much of the problem is attributable to inflation -- 
taxes which support the general fund are stable, and do not 
reflect the wild fluctuations of the national economy. The 
Special Educational Trust Fund, on the other hand, is based 
primarily on taxes (sales and income for the most part) 
which do reflect changing economic conditions 

That's why there is such a big surplus in the SETF 
while the General Fund appears to be almost broke 

The state has come to this economic crossroads 
because of a number of past legislative actions. Among 
them are the vast highway building program of the past 15 
years, the creation of a network of trade schools and junior 
colleges, a doubling of medical education facilities, an 
expansion of mental health facilities and a vast program of 
State parks, 

While there are specific taxes pledged to the highway 
program, others pledged to mental health, others to the 
parks and still others to education, the problem is that 
there never was enough financing to really support these 
vast programs. 

As long as the national economy was on the uphill 
ride, we lived on the increase. Now that the downhill ride 
has begun, things are tough.

It is not the fault of our Police that crime runs 
rampant. Crime could be reduced radically if our 
law-makers and the courts would do their jobs right 

Statistics show that approximately two-thirds of all 
crime is committed by those who have been previously 
convicted or charged with a crime. Examples of this appear 
in the papers daily. Just to mention one, John Paul 
Knowles, the Florida parolee whom it is believed killed 
thirty-seven persons 

These criminals have no hesitancy in killing because 
of the “No Death Penalty” ruling imposed upon the 
Nation >y our Supreme Court 

Example |. The criminal who told the authorities he 
could kill every one of his hostages and then throw down 
his gun and surrender and they could do nothing. He told 
the police while he was bargaining that the elimination of 
the death penalty was foolish. 

Example 2. Carl Isaacs, convicted mass murderer of 
six members of a Georgia family. He states, “I believe in the 
death penalty to prevent people like me from killing”. This 
man, age 21, says he started killing at age 14 and that if he 
gets out he will kill more, He enjoys killing and his 
ambition is to kill 1,000 people. 

He states: “As long as killers know all they'll get is 
life, they'll keep right on killing -~ and that includes me.” 
He states the death penalty used to deter him. He laughs 
about the time when a judge let him off for an early 
offense, The judge said, “Give me your word you'll go 
straight and I'll set you free.” Imagine that! Isaacs sneered. 
“So I said, ‘I promise, your honor’, and he smiled, and | 
thought, “You dumb old A 

What deterrent is a Life sentence? Generally this 
means a maximum of seven years. 

Here is how crime can be reduced. Re-instate the 
death penalty for any pre-meditated murder or murders 
committed during the commission of any other crime, and 
make it mandatory. Don't make prisons country clubs, but 
a place to stay out of. Give criminals sentences fitting the 
crime and make certain they serve them. Don't let them out 
on bond to commit other crimes while they are awaiting 
trial. 

The courts should be interested in just one thing. Is 
the person charged, guilty or innocent? If he is guilty, 
convict him, if not, free him. A trial is not a game. 
Technicalities should not turn a guilty person free. 

Congress and our Legislatures have the power to pass 
and enforce such laws. Let us Demand this of our 
Lawmakers and Judges. It is time for the criminal to be 
punished and the Law Abiding Citizens to be protected and 
free from fear. Ai

What and why is the county board of education? 

The board of education of a county represents the lay 
public in setting school policies and administrative 
guidelines. ; 

The county board of education is composed of five 
individuals, who are elected at large, plus the 
Superintendent of education who serves as secretary of the 
board and does not have voting privileges. These five 
members of the board elect from their number, at an 
annual meeting in November, a chairman and a vice 
chairman. The chairman of the board of education is the 
presiding officer. 

The superintendent of education is elected by the 
county at large and functions as the administrative head of 
the school system. The superintendent makes 
recommendations to the board for their consideration and 
is responsible for presentation of an annual budget. All 
employees must be reccmmended by the superintendent 
before employment by the board. 

The board of education of Shelby County meets in 
regular open session on the | st Wednesday of each month 
at 1:30 p.m. in the office u° the superintendent at the 
county court house. Occasionaliv, special meetings are held 
or the board meets at school f\ildings around the county 
for specific purposes. 

The public is entitled to information from and about 


the functions of the public schools. The boards of 
education were created to provide lay governance and 
representative voice in the affairs of the public schools, The 
board of education represents you, the voting citizen, and 
your children, the potential products, in developing and 
guiding public education for the benefit of all 

As the board exists to set policy and administrative 
guidelines, the office of the superintendent exists to 
implement policy and provide professional administration 
of the total school program. The superintendent is assisted 
by the professional staff, a custodian of funds and clerical 
personnel. 

The professional staff includes two assistant 
superintendents (one in charge of teacher programs and the 
administering of Federal funds, another in charge of the 
physical aspects of buildings and grounds); a transportation 
supervisor (responsible for the transportation requirements 
of some 80 percent of the student population of our 
schools); and a food service supervisor, The custodian of 
funds is responsible for the accounting of receipts and 
disbursements of school funds, county, state and federal. 
Clerical help is supportive to the professional staff and 
custodian of funds or

More than 200 clients, who 
receive Psychotrophic 
medication from the Shelby- 
Chilton Mental Health Center, 
will find it more convenient in 
the future. 

The Center now has its own 
drug depository. In the past 
most of the clients were served 
by mail from a Mental Health 
Center in Birmingham. 

Pharmacist Richard Wood, 
who is a classic example of 
physical rehabilitation himself, 
serves as the Pharmaceutical 
Consultant to the Center. 
Recently when Bill Weatherly, 
Pharmacist for the Mental 
Health Department, delivered 
the first supply of drugs to the 
Center, Wood was there to 


check in the supply, having 
arrived in his specially 
equipped van that looks and 
performs exactly like 
“‘Tronside’s” sans guns and 
ammo. 


Wood, who suffered 
paralysis in his lower 
extremities as a result of an 
automobile accident three 
years ago, does not consider 
himself badly handicapped, 
thanks to the Spain 
Rehabilitation Center, in 
Birmingham, an iron will and 
special equipment. “It just 
takes a little longer,” says 
Wood. “I can do it all with a 
little modification,” he added. 
He has two drug stores in 


Chilton County to prove it. 

It takes only abodt 90 
seconds from the time he’ parks 
his van to move himself onto 
the lift, lower the lift to the 
ground, and wheel up the 
special ramp and into the 
Pharmaceutical section of the 
Mental Health Center. He does 
it with the kind of 
determination and success that 
should help restore confidence 
to the mentally and physically 
disabled alike. 

Jerry Jackson, Center 
Director, and Bill Weatherly 
believe Wood is a “Therapeutic 
Consultant” in the full sense of 
the phrase. To an outsider 


watching him perform it’s very 
easy to believe.

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Coaches comment on practice 


as football jamboree approaches 


The high school basketball 
season is hardly over, but all 
across Shelby County thoughts 
are again turning to the pigskin 
and the gridiron.

The Highway 31 overpass of 
Interstate 65 in Alabaster is at 
last in its final stage. The paving 
of approaches to the completed 
bridge should be completed 
within three months. 

Harold Thomas of Southeast 
Contractors told the Reporter 
Friday that his company expects 
their work to be finished on the 
bridge project by that time. 

Morris-Shea Bridge company 
of Birmingham recently com- 
pleted its construction of the 
bridge itself a few weeks ago, 
and now Southeast will resume 
with its portion. The contracting 
company had prepared the 
roadbed and adjoining areas so 
that Morris-Shea could build the 
bridge itself. Now Southeast is 
putting the finishing touches to 
their contract. 

Work began Friday, March 14 
on the final phase. They began 
by remarking the road and 
closing the northbound lane of 
Hwy. 31. By Monday the job 
was in full swing, and the 
pavement of the closed lane was 

‘ completely removed in a few 
days. The repaving should soon 
begin, entailing a widening of 
the highway approaching the 
bridge. 

The southbound lane will also 
be repaved when the first siep is 
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finished, involving a similar 
operation. This will apparently 
be more complex, since this lane 
joins the end of Interstate 65. It 
should be more difficult to 
coordinate traffic which will 
have to cross the section being 
repaved. 

If weather and other factors 
permit, the bridge should be 
ready for traffic before 
midsummer. Once the paving is 
completed, the road will need 
Striping and of course traffic 
lights will have to be relocated 

After more than a year of 
using the detour, motorists will 
(hopefully) soon be using the 
new bridge.

Phone rates unfair 


for rural areas 


Lewter to Editor: 

In 1966, telephones ir, Shelby County were made a 
part of the Birmingham - Jefferson County telephone 
system. As a result of this action, there are as many 
monthly telephone charges in the rural area of Shelby 
County as there are rural telephone subscribers. 

The telephone company and the Public Service 
Commission charge the rural users mileage on the rural 
lines. They contend that it cost more to construct and 
maintain the rural lines than it does to construct and 
maintain urban lines. 

This contention may be true, but it 
remembered that the rural lines serve all the telephone users 
in the system, and not just the -ural people. Every 
telephone subscriber in the system has a right to use these 
rural lines. The urban user has just as much right to use 
these rural lines as the rural users do. 

It is very difficult to find any sound reasoning to 
support the charging of the rural users mileage on the rural 


must be 


lines and allowing the urban users to use them free when all 
users have the same right to use them. It does not cost any 
more to construct and maintain these rural lines lor the 


rural people than it does to maintain and construct them 
for use of the urban users. Since, all telephone users have 
the same rights to use the lines in the system, there should 
be only one and the same charge to everyone 
I have a son, who lives in the Birmingham 
he has a private line. I live 4% miles East of Columbiana on 
Hwy. 25. I pay a monthly charge that is almost twice the 
monthly charge he pays. He calls me over the same lines 
and equipment that I use to call him. Why, should it cost 
more to call horthwest than it does to call south east’ The 
rural lines are not here for the sole benefit of the rural 
people. If they were not here the urban people would have 
to write letters or drive into the rural areas to contact the 
rural people. According to this reasoning, it would cost 
more to ride a bus from Wilsonville to Columbiana than it 
would to ride a bus from Columbiana to Wilsonville.

Lon Nol responsible 


for Cambodia downfall

WASHINGTON — Adminis- 
tration spokesmen have sug- 
gested that Congress will be to 
blame if the Communists take 
over Cambodia. An emergency 
appropriation of over $200 
million, the spokesmen have in- 
dicated, would save the Lon Nol 
regime 

The secret military reports 
from Cambodia tell a different 
story. They tell of heroic fighting 
by some Cambodian army units. 
But for the mast part, the mili- 
tary campaign has been 
mismanaged, the supplies have 
been mishandled and too many 
military commanders have 
been more interested in lining 
their own pockets than in saving 
the country 

The Lon Nol regime, in short, 
has brought about its own 
downfall 

For example, the army is des- 
perately short of troops to man 
the barricades guarding the 
capital city of Phnom Penh. Yet 
the city is full of young men, sub- 
ject to the draft, who simply 
have bought their way out of the 
army 

Some are phantom soldiers, 
who are carried on the army 
rolls but who have paid off their 
commanders to let them stay 
home. Others paid bribes to 
avoid the draft in the first place 

The truth is that it would take 
more than a financial transfu- 
sion from the United States to 
save Lon Nol 

Nevertheless, the Pentagon is 
pushing ahead, without congres- 
sional approval, with plans to 
pump still more millions into 
Cambodia. A few days ago, the 
brass hats suddenly announced 
they had been “overcharging” 
Cambodia for weapons. They 
waved the magic wand and, 
presto, they “found” another $21.5 


million for the Lon No! regime 
Juggling the books is not the 


only way the Pentagon has 
“found” funds for the war in 
Southeast Asia. For years, the 


military men have relied on an 
ancient piece of legislation called 
the “feed and forage” law. It 
dates back to 1820. Its original 
purpose was to protect soldiers in 
remote areas from running out 
of food and supplies before Con- 
gress could appropriate funds for 
them 

Thus, the “feed and forage” 
law allows the Pentagon to con- 
tract for certain items before 
they have the money. Congress 
comes along afterward and au- 
tomatically the tran- 
saction. This has been used for a 
variety of purpeses thal have 
nothing to do with “feed and 
forage 

Nearly $150 million in “feed 
and forage” funds, in fact, went 
to support the war in Southeast 
Asia 

Fuel Refunds? In past re 
ports, we have exposed how 
some oil companies have jacked 
up the price of fuel oil. The in- 
creases have been passed on to 
the consumers who heat their 
homes with oil. The price-goug- 
ing is also responsible for higher 
electric bills, since most utility 
companies operate their power 
plants on fuel oil 

We have described the price- 
gouging schemes in the past 
Mast of them are complicated, 
involving phony invoices and 
dummy corporations. 

We are now pleased to report 
that the Federal Energy Admin- 
istration intends to recover the 
illegal profits and to see that re- 
funds are made to the 
customers 

Meanwhile, the FEA will 
order price rollbacks as fast as 
they can prove there has been 
price gouging. The first

rollbacks, according to our FEA 
sources, can be expected in a 
few weeks. But it may take 
years to complete the investiga- 
tions of some of the price 
manipulating 

The FEA will insist that past 
overcharges be refunded. These 
refunds will go to the electric 
and fuel-oil companies that 
bought the overpriced oil. It will 
take action by the state utility 
commissions to pass these over- 
charges back to the consumers. 

Wasteful Watchdogs: The 
Federal Reserve Board is the 
nations money manager. Its 
governors have been doing a lot 
of preaching about the evils of 
inflation. They have tried to stop 
others from overspending by 
tightening credit. Only recently 
have they started to ease up 

They are far less careful, 
however, about their own spend- 
ing habits. In 1973, for example, 
the Federal Reserve Board con- 
tributed $159,579 of public 
money to its employes’ private 
recreation clubs. This was 
nearly double the amount that 
was spent on recreation the pre- 
vious year 

Unlike other government 
agencies, the Federal Keserve 
Board doesn't have to ask Con- 
gress for money. Its budget 
comes out of the revenue that the 
board generates from treasury 
bond sales. There is no tight 
watch, therefore, on what the 
noard spends. And for the last 
few years, the spending has in- 
creased. 

Rep. Wright Patman, the old 


Texas watchdog, wants the 
General Accounting Office to 
audit Federal Reserve expen- 
ditures. And Congress is in a 
mood to crack down on the Fed. 

Religious Debate: Madalyn 
Murray O'Hair, the famous 
atheist who won a Supreme 
Court decision banning prayer 
from public schools, has thrown 
down the gauntlet to evangelist 
Billy Graham. She challenged 
him to a televised debate on their 
respective philosophies. Mrs 
OHair told us a few days ago 
that Rev. Graham has the matter 
“under advisement.” 

Rejoinder: John D. deButts 
the genial chairman of the 
American Telephone and 
Telegraph Co., has a ready retort 
for those who would censure Ma 
Bell's monopoly on the phone 
business. “Those who would 
equate competition with mother- 
hood and chicken soup,” he says, 
“forget about Ma Barker and 
botulism.” 

Energy Boost: The last two 
chiefs of the Federal Energy Ad- 
ministration have at least two 
things in common. Both of them 
work 15 hours a day and both are 
caffeine addicts. Former energy 
czar John Sawhill took his in the 
form of diet colas, which had to 
be on hand whenever he touched 
down in a new city. The new 
FEA administrator, Frank Zarb, 
consumes coffee from his first 
appointment, at 6:00 a.m., right 
through the rest of the day.

Colored eggs date 


back 7,000 years 


According to the ancient Pharisees, the custom of 
coloring eggs goes back as far as 5,000 B.C. 

The pagans held great festivals for the return of spring 
and the beginning of new crops long before the Christian 
religion was introduced to the world. During these festivals, 
eggs were colored red to represent the force of life and were 
given to others as a token of good will. 

The Apostles went forth during the Christian era to 
teach new faiths and were confronted with many religious 
customs, Rather than trying to eliminate all old customs, 
they wisely adapted many to the new religion - - so with the 
egg. The spring festival was adapted to Easter and the egg 
symbolized the renewal of life and the Resurrection of 
Christ. The red color of the egg singified His blood shed on 
the cross. 

The Dutch settlers in Pennsylvania and New York 
brought the coloring of the eggs to the Americas, Easter, 
known as Paas, was a time of merriment and the colored. 
eggs symbolized a token for better times to come. 

The Dutch brought the Easter Egg games with them 
-- among these was egg rolling. This has become an annual 
Easter event at the White House and is played each year at 
Easter celebrations all across the country. 

The custom of coloring eggs is universal, but many 
countries have different meanings and customs revolving 
around the Easter egg. 

In England, children dressed up in costumes, much 
like our Halloween, and went from door to door collecting 
the brightly colored eggs. The winner was determined by

In some parts of England, colored eggs were used for 
sending love messages and were elaborately colored and 
decorated for this purpose. Many of these old message 
carriers are still highly valued heirlooms in English 
families. ; 

In Italy, it was the custom to send large platters of 
colored eggs on Easter Eve to the church to be blessed.

If anyone out there is pricing hisses, I can tell you 
exactly what one costs.

contributions to the Federal 
coffers added up to approxi- 
mately $21,329,000. 

And this year, for those who 
were fully employed throughout 
1974 and were, in most 
instances, earning more than 
they had in 1973, the tax 
payments will be even larger 
than before. On the other hand, 
those who were unemployed 
part of the time will be turning 
in less. 

Overall, the Administration 
expects that its tax receipts will 
be somewhat smaller than they 
were a year ago. Just how much 
smaller is indicated in the new 
budget. 

Nationaliy, it calls for about 
$203 billion in individual and 
employment taxes, which is $2 
billion less than was collected a 
year ago. 

Shelby County's share of this 
tax load was determined by an 
unofficial breakdown of the 
returns received in the past year 
from the State of Alabama as a 
whole. The statewide total was 
$1,871,000,000, reports the 
Treasury Department. 

Of this amount, local 
residents contributed an esti- 
mated $21,329,000, or 1.14 
percent of the total. 

This year, reflecting the 
changes that took place in 1974, 
their tax liability is expected to 
be close to $21,116,000. 

The expectation is that it will 
be considedrably less than that 
in the next year. Just how much 
less is an open question at the 
present time. 

Both the President and the 
Congress favor a tax cut of 
sizeable proportions. The 
purpose is to put more buying 
power into the hands of 
consumers and thereby induce 
them to spend more. That, in 
turn, would put the wheels of 
industry into higher gear and 
create more jobs. 

Also proposed, with the same 
objective, is a rebate on some of 
their 1974 tax payments. 

For the forthcoming fiscal 
year, personal income and 
employment taxes of only $183 
billion or so are called for in the 
budget. 

The cut, on that basis, would 
mean that Shelby County 
taxpayers as a whole would have 
about 10 percent less to pay, all 
other factors remaining con- 
stant.

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Mini-calculator use widespread

That numbers have played 
an immeasurably important 
part in man’s achievements 
through the ages is elementary. 
Without them, it is unthinkable 
that we could have reached this 
pinnacle we call civilization. 
Assistance in computing 
mathematical facts has ranged 
from the ancient abacus to 
today’s sophisticated 
computers, which can come up 
with answers almost as fast as 
the most intricate problems 
can be fed into them. 

Leave it to American 
ingenuity to scale the magic of 
the computer down to an 
affordable and salable model. 
Since the introduction of the 
pocket calculator, many 
consumers have adopted this 
electronic wizard for use in 
office work, grocery shopping 
and balancing checkbooks, 
while their school-aged 
offspring have embraced it as a 
faithful friend who offers a 
heap of help with homework. 

How do local students, 
parents and teachers feel about 
this new concept in 
computation? Opinion among 
those questioned runs the 
gamut from complete 
acceptance of the calculator’s 
use in school and for 
homework, to the idea that 
students should find answers 
for themselves, without the aid 
of any mechanical device. 

On the pro-alculator side is 
Dot Henry, Alabaster City 
Clerk and mother of two. 
“They are great,” she said, 
“and I have been intending to 
buy one to use at home.” She 
would not object to her son, a 
high school junior, using a 
calculator to do his homework, 
she said. 

“If the occasion arose, I

Barbara Whitman of Indian 
Springs does not share this 
view. Her children do not use a 
calculator, she said, either for 
school or homework. “It really 
has not been discussed in our 
family,” she revealed, “but I 
don’t believe in them. I think 
students need the practice of 
working the solution out 
themselves, 

“They are not going to be 
able to go around with a 
computer in their pockets all 
the time,” she added. 

For an educator's point of 
view, we contacted Doug 
Morris, senior high math 
instructor at Montevallo High 
School. He approves the use of 
calculators for either class or 
home assignments in some 
instances, but there should be 
limitations, he said. For the 
first eight or nine years, he 
maintains, students should get 
their own answers. 

‘Before the ninth grade, 
they should not be allowed to 
use them because they need to 
be able to develop basic math 
skills,” he said, adding, 
“Students usually learn what 
they are going to learn by the 
pencil and paper method for 
the first eight years.” 

Morris said he would not 
object to his students using 
calculators for either tests or 
homework. “I try to teach 
understanding,” he said. “If 
they can’t set up the problem, 
the calculator isn’t going to 
help them anyway.” In fact, he 
continued, answers to 
problems in his classes are 
listed in the back of the books. 

Ann Sloan, math and 
science teacher at Shelby 
County High, agrees with 
Morris that calculators have no 
place in math for elementary 
and middle grade students and 
she echos his point that during 
these earlier years, they need 
to learn the basics of math 
without help from an 
electronic brain. 


She adds, however, that she 
considers calculators an asset 
to science students. “There are

quite acceptable in her 
chemistry classes, 

Another parental opinion is 
offered by Jay Franklin who 
said he allows his fourth grader 
to use a calculator in doing 
homework. “I think they are 
here to stay,” he reasoned, 
“tha. children will be using 
them the rest of their lives. 

“After they have learned 
the fundamentals of math and 
can do it, I think it is O,K.,” he 
said. 

Vincent High Math teacher 
Tommy Cole warns, however, 
that students who are not yet 
in high school need the 
experience of finding their 
answers and he reiterated the 
opinion of Mrs. Whitman, who 
pointed out that students may 
not always have access to a 
calculator. 

“It is true that if you are in 
business where you use them, 
you would have a calculator at 
your disposal,” he said, but 
even in using a calculator you 
have to set up the problem to 
put it into a computer. 

Cole said he does allow 
chemistry students whom he 
teaches to use calculators. 
“The long part of the problem 
is doing the calculations, but 
the hard part is setting it up,” 
he noted. “Once they have set 
it up, they have done the 
mental part.” 

Surprisingly, some students 
are also cool to the idea of 
getting help in this way, 
although most of those 
questioned did not seem to feel 
as strongly, pro or con, as did 
adults querried.

and ninth grades, respectively, 
have similar viewpoints. 
Although neither of them uses 
a calculator for homework, 
Brent said that he feels it is all 
right for students to use them 
on some occasions, but they 
should still know how to do 
the work for themselves. 

Robert said that he has used 
a calculator belonging to a 
classmate at school and he 
adds, “I think they should try 
to work out the problems and 
then use the calculator to see if 
they are correct.” 

On the distaff side, the Hug 
sisters, Sherry and Jan, said 
they do not own or use 
calculators but both indicated 
they feel it is O,K. for those 
who have them to use them. 

Jim Cook, a high school 
sophomore, said he doesn’t use 
a calculator and that it would 
be of limited use to him 
anyway, since he is through 
general math and now takes 
Algebra. He would not be very 
much,in favor of allowing 
students to use them, he adds.

Flowers sees improvement of economy 


Rep. Walter Flowers, who 
represents Shelby County in 
the U.S. House of 
Representatives said over the 
past weekend he sees signs that 
the economy is headed for 
improvement but cautioned 
that “even if we return to 
prosperity, our economic 
problems won't be solved.” 

Flowers said the carmaking 
and homebuilding industries 
are beginning to recover, 
business inventories are 
declining, the stock market is 
climbing steadily and Congress 
iS preparing to cut income 
taxes to further stimulate the 
economy, 

“We in the Congress, 
however, must be careful not 
to touch off another round of 
duble-digit inflation and we 
must guard against becoming 
complacent about the 
economy once the recession 
ends,” he said. 

“Even if we return to 
prosperity, our economic 
problems won't be solved. We 
will need to hold down federal 
spending and agree on a 
coordinated long-range 
economic policy.”

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Projects planned 


for highway safety 


Shelby County's road 
system is already one of the 
best in the state, but we can 
expect even safer roads in the 
near future. County engineer 
James L. Ray, Jr. has 
announced that new projects 
are in the works to improve the 
county’s 640 mile paved 
highway system. 

Having finished with 
centerlining, edge striping, 
railway marking, and the 
application of amber 
reflectorized markers with 100 
percent federal funding, the 
Public Works Department has 
gotten the go-ahead from the 
County Commission to plan a 
$240,000 project to install 
more reflectorized road signs. 

The Commission feels that 
safety is of high priority, and 
has authorized the County 
Engineer to seek federal 
funding on a 90-10 ratio to 
update most county highways 
with signs meeting national 
Standards. Such funding is 
available for “OFF system” 
routes under provisions of the 
1973 Federal Highway Act. 

Having already made a 
careful study of county roads 
so covered, the Department of 
Public Works has submitted 


Council adopts 
ordinance at 


special meeting 


In a special meeting of the 
Montevallo City Council last 
Wednesday night, council 
members voted unanimously to 
adopt a new sanitation 
ordinance. The adopted 
ordinance is essentially the 
Same as the proposed 
ordinance discussed at a public 
hearing a week ago. 

In other action last 
Wednesday night, the 
Montevallo City Council passed 
a resolution asking the city’s 
police department to enforce 
the state law (Title 23, section 
131) that deals with littering. 


plans for the proposed project 
to the Alabama Highway 
Department for approval and 
agreement to perform this 
project using the county’s 
Safety Crew. 

Ray said that high intensity 
sign backing will be used for all 
stop and hazard-type signs, 
while “engineer grade” 
reflective backing will be used 
on the rest. High intensity 
backing is nearly three times as 


reflective, with a 250 
candlepower rating as 
compared to the 90 


candlepower of engineer grade. 

The project, should it be 
approved, will cost an 
estimated $240,000, of which 
$24,000 would be required of 
the county. Ray noted that no 
actual county cash outflow 
would be required, since they 
would supply their own labor. 

The Commission has also 
authorized the County 
Engineer to seek Federal Aid 
Secondary Funds for use to 
upgrade the county's signs on 
its “FAS roads” not covered 
under the act. Ray says that 
inventories are currently 
underway and that the county 
is anxious for approval so that 
its total paved highway system 
will be fully protected. 

The recently completed 
Section 205 project, which 
cost $252,500, has received 
much favorable comment. 
Done under a special pilot 
program, the striping and 
reflectors were paid for by 
federal funds. “The solid white 
Striping and raised pavement 
markers have remarkably 
improved the safety of Shelby 
County’s system of highway,” 
said Ray. 

Ray notes that the 
improved highway safety 
program is a valuable asset to 
the county. “There is no 
question in the minds of 
Shelby County officials that 
our system of highways is now 
much safer to travel day or 
night. This most certainly will 
lower the county's accident- 
fatality rate,” he concluded.

Becky and Julie Stapleton 
turally drifted into the area 
handicrafts, having lived 
st of their lives around the 
ley’s knitters, seamstresses. 
d woodcarvers. A couple of 
ars ago the two young 
unettes began their business 
Birmingham, and have lately 
ened a location a few miles 
m their home. 


Julie, who had trained as a 
usical student, said that she 
id never expected to go into 
'siness and become a 
,opkeeper, But when the 
pportunity came up she and 
2r younger sister began to 
perate a store dealing in 
andmade furniture and 


needlework. “We've found that 
our shop is an expression of 
our thoughts and talents,” 
stated Julie. 


Explaining the term 
Niddy-Noddy, she displayed a 
sign with an old ditty, “Niddy- 
noddy, two heads on one 
body,” a reference to a type of 
reel that was once used to 
collect and measure yarn. 


The general store has an air 
of the old pioneer’s homestead, 
with hand-made pine furniture 
which is often mistaken for 
antiques. The walls are 
brightened with hand-painted 
barnwood plaques, crewel 
flower scenes, with shelves 
laden with plants and books. 


In keeping with the store’s 
function is an old- fashioned 
cash register with nearby jars 
of gumdrops, jelly beans, and 
penny candy. Julie admitted 
that despite the technical 
aspects of running a small 
store, business is doing well, 
“Today people have more 
leisure time and they need an 
activity that they can do,” she 
stated. And while they mainly 


deal in the finished product, 
the store also has supplies for 
the beginner. 


While one would assume 
that customers would mainly 
be the very well-to- do, such is 
not the case. “We get many 
young middle class customers, 
and people from many 
groups.” She mentioned that 
men are often enthusiastic 
about furniture and 
woodcrafts. The big thing with 
women is of course 
needlepoint, macrame, and 
traditional stitchery, Children 
seem to favor the stuffed 
animals made of patchwork 
and lots of imagination. 


Miss Stapleton sees a 
continuing boom in the 
interest in crafts. “It appeals to 
the pride we have in ou, 
accomplishments, and the 
challenge of making something 
with our hands.” She pointed 
out a crocheted bedspread one 
woman made just to prove to 
herself that she could do it. 
Oddly, she never crocheted 
anything else after that. 


Many beginning craftsmen 


begin with needlepoint, said 
the young shopkeeper, because 
it is relatively easy to learn. 
The needlepointer often 
teaches her friends or children 
the craft. The enthusiast can 
stitch cloth from a two-inch 
square to a wall- hanging 
mural, 


Quilting is also returning to 
popularity. The age-old craft 
attracts more and more people 
who want to duplicate designs 
they see on antique quilts. Miss 
Stapleton said that prices on 
these items often run quite 
high in large metropolitan 
markets, sometimes costing 
more than $500.

Flowers sees cut 
as negative income 


The tax cut bill passed by 
Congress last week may result 
in a negative income for many 
Americans, according to 
Alabama Representative Walter 
Flowers. 

Following a speech at the 
University of Montevallo last 
Thursday, the Congressman 
told the Reporter that the tax 
measure would help everybody 
only a little, and he doubted 
“that it would spur the 
economy on,” 

Flowers explained that the 
measure would put more 
money into circulation, but 
added that inflation resulting 
from the rebate would make 
money less valuable. 

The result of the tax cut, he 
said, may take a bigger toll in 
inflation than the benefit from 


the tax rebate and, thus, result 
in negative income 

Flowers, who voted against 
the measure, explained that 
Congress has already written an 
enormous deficit into the 
budget. It is bad economics to 
add to the deficit with a tax 
cut, he stated 
“The state of

balance the budget,” 

The representative trom

Congressional District said that 
he might support a narrowly 
drawn proposal with specific 
hopes of helping the economy.

school construction 


Now that everything is 
“erow” in Shelby County, 
education officials are looking 
for guidance in the inevitable 
expansion of the local school 
system. For this reason, a 
survey has been conducted of 
the county’s public schools, 
with findings and 
recommendations of the survey 
staff now complete. 

Freeman L. Johnson and 
Richard E. Higginbotham, 
consultants with the State 
Department of Education 
survey staff, presented their 
report to the county Board of 
Education at the board’s March 
meeting. 

The two explained factors 
on which their recommenda- 
tions are based. Among these 
are existing facilities, current 
enrollment and growth 
projections. 

Anticipated enrollment 
increases were illustrated by 
spot maps, based on data 
obtained from questionnaires 
which students at each school 
filled out during the survey. 

Statistics reveal a 
comparatively slight pupil 
increase between the 1970-71 
school year, when county 
schools had 10,148 students, 
and current figures which show 
10,318 pupils attending local 
schools. 

The survey, however, took 
into account future trends 
which indicate phenomenal 
growth in the northern part of 
the county once a number of 
planned developments are 
completed. 


A school system’s holding 
power also figures into 
projections of its future needs, 
the surveyors pointed out. This 
information is compiled by 
comparing first grade 
enrollment for a given year 
with twelfth grade figures for 
the same group of students. 
For example, it was noted that 
for the 1961-63 school year, 
there were 646 white first 
graders in Shelby County 
schools. 

The year 1973-74 had 405 
seniors enrolled who, in 
theory, represented the 646 
pupils starting to Shelby 
County schools in 1962. This 
gives the county a “holding 
power” for that particular class 
of 63 percent, a figure which 


the survey team said is 
somewhat above the state 
average. 


In their 32-page report, the 
team indicated that all but six 
of the county’s schools are 
considered suitable for 
permanent use. 

Shelby Elementary School, 
a frame structure housing 154 
students in grades one through 
six, is classified as “temporary”. 
The facility was given the same 
rating following a 1971 survey, 
at which time abandonment of 
the school was urged. 

Columbiana Elementary 
School was likewise rated 
‘temporary’ in the 1971 


survey, the problem being 
insufficient acreage for the 
student enrollment. The state 


department recommends, as a 
minimum for elementar: 


schools, five acres of land plus 
one additional acre for every 
100 pupils. 

With 445 students enrolled, 
the five acre site on which the 
Columbiana school is located 
is inadequate. In view of this, 
the team recommends that the 
county consider building a new 
elementary school in the 
Columbiana attendance area 
and convert the present facility 
into a building for the county 
Department of Education or a 
materials center. 

Other new schools 
recommended by the team are 
an elementary school for north 
Shelby in the vicinity of 
Valleydale and Caldwell Mill 
Roads, this heading their list of 
imminent needs, and a middle 
school for the same attendance 
area. The consultants pointed 
out that the latter could be 
built on the 63-acre site where 
Pelham High School is located, 
since forty of those acres are 
considered usable 

Another possibility now 
under consideration by county 
officials is a tract of land 
designated as a future school 


campus in the Riverchase 
development. Board Chairman 
Joe Dean, Jr., said that 


Shelby County Education 
Superintendent Elvin Hill has 
contacted the developers and 
learned that acreage which has 
been set aside for a school is in 
close proximity to the Helena 
Highway - Old 31 areu 
Renovation of buildings 
constructed in 1927 and 1935 


is urged for Calera High 


School, since the board has 
voted against a previous 
proposal for a consolidated 
high school in the Calera 
Montevallo area. 

A further recommendation 
is that no new construction be 
planned for the school, since 
elementary schools in the area

Renovation is also 
recommended for Montevallo 


High, which is classified a 
“junior- senior” high school, 
with grades eight through 
twelve. Following its decision 
to renovate both Calera and 
Montevallo High Schools, 
rather than build a new 
consolidated school to serve the 
two cities, the board proceded 
with renovation plans for 
Montevallo and the project is 
expected to underway 
immediately. Limited acreage 
concern of the 
Survey team, which 
recommends that additional 
land be acquired for the 
Montevallo school.

County teachers will get 
checks on first of month 


The Shelby County Board 
of Education, after hearing a 
presentation of recommenda- 
tions growing out of a survey 
of county schools, discussed 
and took action on several 
items of business at its recent 
monthly meeting. 

A request that the board 
lease, for another year, the 
former Almont school building 
to a United Way agency which 
is planning to reopen a day 
care center there, was granted. 
However, approval was given 
with the stipulation that 
unused space at the facility will 
be made available to the 
county if at a later time, 
emergency space is required for 
the Montevallo schools. The 
center has not been in 
operation since January as 
federal and local funds, with 
which it has been subsidized, 
played out. 

Teachers in the Shelby 
County school system will 
begin receiving their paychecks 
the first of each month, as a 
result of board action, based 
on a request from a teacher 
committee. Prior to the new 
ruling, checks had gone out on 
the 20th of every month. 

The board agreed to see that 
clerical help is made available 
to Chelsea and Valley 
Elementary Schools in. their 
quest for accreditation by the 
Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools, One 
recommendation for 
accreditation is that schools 
with 30 or more classroom 
teachers employ, besides a 
professional librarian, a 
fulltime clerical assistant. 
Three trustees for Pelham High 
School were selected by the 
board from a list of six 
nominees, chosen by the 
school P.T.A. Elected were 
Larry S. Dillard, Nancy M.

Social separation 
is major cause 


for problems

In this series of articles, Dr. White discusses the 
problems of family life when a family lives in a city or 
moves from a rural to a city environment.

Part I 


A major reason why urban 
life exercises such detrimental 
influences on family life -- 
such as a disproportionally 
high divorce rate, emotional 
dissolution, physical violence, 
parental-youth conflict, etc. - - 
is the social separation which 
often exists between family 
members. Families are 
fragmented as they gradually 
lose contact with each other. 

In a rural society the 
family works as an economic 
unit, the husband and wife 
work alongside each other and 
their children. They spend 
most of their time together 
and they are more likely to 
remain friends as they meet 
each other's needs. In the 
metropolis, men, and often 
women, work in one place 
and live in another. 

Mr. Sub-urbanite, in his late 
twenties, worked in the city 
in a large factory. He left 
home early every morning, 
drivigg the hour it took him 
to get to his job, worked his 
shift, and returned home. 
After being away from his 
family for approximately ten 
hours, he would pass through 
the house and go to his 
“moon-ighting™ job. His wife 
attempted to talk to him, but 
he was home little of the 
waking hours and when he 
was home he gave the 
impression that he was so 
busy that he didn’t have time 
for her. After awhile she 
stopped trying to discuss 
anything with him. 

One morning, 
husband had left for work, 
Mrs. Sub-urbanite took her 
two children to a neighbor's 
house and left, abandoning 
the family. Explaining why 
she left home in a counseling 
session, she stated that she 
felt she was living in a house 


with a stranger, and she 
couldn't see herself living that 
way.

Women who live in urban 
areas are far more likely to 
work outside the home than 
their rural counter-parts. In 
1970, 52 percent of the 
married women in the nation 
who had children between six 
and seventeen years of age 
were included in the labor 
force. In Birmingham in the 
same year, more than half of 
all women twenty to fifty 
years of age were employed. 
In some cases serious marital 
problems may occur because 
of the wife's working, 


resulting usually from the 
opposition of the husband to 
his wife’s work and the 
increased independence the 
female achieves from her work 


and salary. Since she brings 
home part of the income she 
is likely to demand more 
voice in decision-making. 
Consequentially, the dominant 


status of the husband may be 
threatened and conflict may 
erupt. 


In addition, spouses may 
work at different places of 
employment and have 
contrasting schedules. For 
example, the husband may 
work from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. in 
an office and the wife- nurse 
may work an evening shift in 
a hospital. 


Many men who live in 
metropolitan regions travel 
with their work, from a few 
days to a majority of the 
time. Some men are on the 
road more than they are at 
home. As a result, needs of 
wives, husbands, and children 
may go unmet. One young 
wife, whose husband was 
frequently away from home 
due to his work, bitterly 
complained about her mate 
being gone. She lamented that 
she wanted a husband, and a 
father for the children. 


Wives, whose husband’s 
travel, may be stuck at home, 
lonely, without a companion 
with whom to go places or to 
share life. The problems of 
running a house, rearing 
children alone may get to be 
too much for the week-day 
widow. Frustration and dispair 
may result, and the socially 
and emotionally unfulfilled 
mate may begin to vent her 
hostilities on her husband. In 
such cases love may tum to 
hate, and eventually, in some 
cases, to atrophy. 


Husband-father absence 
also may determinentally 
affect the relationship 
between the children and both 
parents. Children who need 
their fathers for sexual models 
as well as for friendship may 
resent never having a father at 
home. In addition a frustrated 
wife-mother may project some 
of her pent-up feelings on her 
children. They may “get in 
her hair” to the point of 
being beyond her level of 
tolerance. They, in turn, may 
damage the quality of the 
relationship between child and 
mother.

Issues in State Government 


by Lt. Governor Jere Beasley 


An issue receiving a great 
deal of attention in the 
current special session of the 
Legislature is the revision of 
the Ethics Law passed during 
the closing hours of the 1973 
Regular Session. These 
proposed changes range from 
an attempt to completely 
repeal the Ethics Act to a 
more realistic and reasonable 
approach of simply altering 
the provisions which are con- 
sidered to be impractical 

As a result of the action of 
the Senate Standing Com- 
mittee on State Government 
last week, it is clear that a 
substantial portion of the 
Senate feels that the Ethics 
Law should be modified, but 


cerning the receipt or ¢x- 
pending of public funds from 
the new disclosure provision 
of the law. 

While there have been 
many complaints relating to 
the 1973 Ethics Law, the 
most widespread change was 
that the requirement to 
disclose one’s personal finan- 
cial status was an unjustified 
invasion of the privacy of 
those individuals who were 
giving their time and service 
to local governments. Under 
the present provisions of the 
law, an individual serving on 
any government board or 
commission is required to 
publicly disclose all of his 
sources of income, any debts 


certainly not repealed. The which he has 
basic change in the law, as 
approved by the Senate Com- 
mittee, would be to remove 
members of local boards, 
commissions, and agencies 
who have no authority con-

And the legislator who lives in Washington County, 
which is closer to Montgomery, gets a check at the 
beginning and close of each session for 21 dollars. That's 
ten cents a mile for 210 miles.

I believe that the proposed 
revision, exempting many 
board and commission mem- 
bers on the local government 
level, will help to prevent 
countless individuals from 
resigning their positions. Of 
course, the revised law will 
maintain the necessary 
restrictions and guidelines on 
all public officials who have 
a direct say-so in the day-to- 
day operation of government 
at the various levels within 
our State. 

There had been many at- 
tempts to pass a strong ethics 
law prior to 1973. These at- 
tempts in each instance 
failed. In the regular session 
of 1973, the bill passed enac- 
ted what has been called the 
strongest and toughest ethics 
laws in the country. At the 
same time it has been 
recognized that the law was 
filled with inconsistent 


provisions and was too 
restrictive as it applied to 
local governments. It soon 
became apparent that con- 
structive changes would be 
necessary to make the law 
workable. None of the 
suggested changes would af- 
fect officials elected on a 
statewide basis. Hopefully, 


there will be no changes 
aimed in this direction. 


The primary thrust of the 
ethics bill which received 
final approval by the Senate 
State Government Committee 
would be to correct the 
problems caused at the local 
level of government in our 
cities and counties, While I 
am strongly opposed to any 
attempt to weaken the restric- 
tions which are placed on all 
of us who devote our full 
time to the operation of 
government, I do support 
constructive changes in the 
ethics act which will make the 
law more functional. 


Lawmakers’ pay reflects antiquated laws 


The Legislative allowance is all mixed up because it’s 
still based on the railroad distance to and from the Capitol, 
which many years ago was the only way to trayel. 

Transportation has changed, but the mileage formula 


hasn't 


In those days, il 


you lived in a backwoods 


community, you sometimes had to start out in the opposite 
direction -- to get to the nearest railroad station -- to get to 
where you wanted to go. That's why a Legislator who lived 
closer to Montgomery was often allowed more mileage than 
a more distant colleague ~ and still is. 

There are discrepancies even among legislators who 
live fut the same county. Because the mileage is computed 
from the county seat, a house member from Gulf Shores 
gets the same amount, for instance, as another who lives at 


Bay Minette -- 
farther from the Capitol. 


even though Gulf Shores is about 50 miles 


Legislative officers who make up the payroll have no 
discretion. The mileage to and from each county is fixed by 
law. It is based, the State Constitution says, on “The 


nearest usual route traveled.” 


. 


Maybe it will be brought up to date someday, but it 
won't make any real difference in the over-all cost of the 
Legislature, which now runs about ten-thousand dollars 
every day the House and Senate are in session. The total 
mileage allowance is about seven-thousand 300 dollars a 


session. 


So far this year, the organizational session in January 
and three special sessions have cost the taxpayers something 
like 266-thousand dollars. And the 1975 regular session, 
which will take another one and a half million dollars or so, 


hasn't started. 


Even though they may work only three, sometimes 
four days a week, Members of the Legislature draw their 
pay for seven days a week from the time a session begins 


until it adjourns sine die. 


And that’s another hangover from the old days. 

Before there were paved highways and fast cars, a 
Legislator usually stayed in Montgomery throughout the 
session because it was too inconvenient and too slow to go 
back and forth each week. And the law apparently 


presumes he still does.

Millions of Americans now appear to be in full accord 
on one issue: that the number one domestic public enemy 
is inflation, Just how hard inflation has hit and what it 
means in terms of trying to end inflation can be found in 
some statistics regarding spending by the federal 
government. 

According to the Consumer Price Index, the dollar 
has dropped 80 cents since 1933 in terms of purchasing 
power, The dollar of 1937-39 is considered as 100 cents in 
purchasing power, and today the dollar is worth 29 cents 
when compared with the 1937-39 dollar. And it is still 
going down! 

Who is to blame for this continuing erosion of our 
money? Some people blame big business. Others blame big 
labor. Still others say we are all to blame, which is another 
way of saying nobody is to blame. 

The real culprit is neither the businessman nor the 
workingham. If his prices are set too high, the merchant 
will price himself out of the market. If his wage demands 
get too high, the worker will likewise price himself out of 
the market. 

The real culprit is big government. When | say 
government, I mean the politicians who vote for more and 
more spending and bigger and bigger deficits, and the 
bureaucrats who keep demanding more and more spending 
without regard for the consequences. These people are 
pricing big government out of the market. 

In only two years since 1957 has this nation lived 
within its budget, those being 1960 and 1969. Can you 
believe that the federal government, on November 19, 1974 
owed $480,248 000,000? And the debt is "growing! The 
interest on the federal debt now exceeds $30 billion dollars 
a year. 

It would be no good to blame this runaway spending 
on any single political party or on any single leader. The 
fact is that in recent years the leadership of both parties has 
had a hand in the spending. 

The results of progressively greater government 
spending, government debt government controls and 
government waste can no longer be ignored. There is no 
such thing as “free money” from the government. Every 
penny comes out of your pocket or is borrowed against the 
earnings of your children and grandchildren. 

Now is the time for us, the public, to do something 
about it! We must tell those in Washington not only that we 
want the budget fixed so that it runs in the black, but also 
that we want at Jeast a few billion paid each year to reduce 
the federal debt. That will be the largest single step we can 
take towards curing inflation. 


political football’

MONTGOMERY - - The current special session of the 
legislature for utility rates brings to mind the old football 
story about the coach whose team was getting slaughtered. 

In desperation, he sent in a huge freshman fullback 
named Leroy and called the quarterback off the field to 
instruct him to “give the ball to Leroy every time.” 

After two running plays in which the team lost 
yardage and in which Leroy was nowhere near the ball, the 
coach called the quarterback out again and asked, “Why 
didn’t you give the ball to Leroy?” 

To which the quarterback replied, “Coach, Leroy 
sayd he don’t want de ball.” 

The utility rate question could well be compared to 
the football -- nobody in Alabama much wants the thing 
and George Wallace, a cagey quarterback, has passed it off 
to the legislature. The legislature is pretty much like Leroy, 
it doesn’t particularly want the ball but there isn't any 
other place to hand it off. 

Sen. Sid McDonald of Arab, one of the most astute 
members of this legislature, said in a speech here last week 
that the legislature’s attempt to halt skyrocketing utility 
costs is comparable to its attempt to halt racial integration. 

There just isn't much the legislature can do to affect 
the national economy and it’s the national economy -- 
spiraling costs of materials, fuel and labor which has caused 
utility bills to soar in the past six months. 

The entire debate over utility prices appears to be 
nothing more than political hay-making by three people - - 
Gov. Wallace, Public Service Commission President Kenneth 
Hammond and PSC member Jim Zeigler. 

Zeigler was elected last year over longtime 
commissioner C.C, “Jack” Owen simply because his 
promise to bring utility rates down appealed to a lot of 
hard- pressed consumers. They evidently didn’t know or 
understand that Zeigler had no more ability to bring down 
prices than he had to unhang the moon. 

There is a very distinct possibility that in its haste to 
respond to the public clamor, the legislature will pass 
legislation which will result in a “no growth” situation in 
Alabama as far as industrial expansion is concerned, 

But there is an ever better chance that this entire 
series of hearings, debates and breast-beatings will result in 
some kind of state ownership of utilities, 

That's a socialistic outlook, but in the light of the 
impossible task the legislature has before it, the inability of 
the executive branch to do anything to bring down rates, 
socializing the utility industry may be the only answer, 

George Wallace makes pointed reference in every 
speech these days to the fact that the utilities are “quasi” 
political bodies anyhow and he leaves the distinct 
impression that he would not be adverse to taking them 
over, It is not just a problem in Alabama, but all over the 
nation and nationalization of the utility industry is not out 
of the realm © possibility at this juncture, 

And while it may happen, it is generally agreed 
among legislators, administrators and others close to the 
situation that if you think power rates are high now, wait 
until the government gets its hands in the dough. 

The populist politicians scream about high-priced 
presidents and vice presidents of the utility firms. They 
complain about their public relations and advertising 


But what they spend on administration is probably 
about a tenth part of what government, at any level, would 


spend.

New education loans 


available for vets 


“The Veterans Administra- 
tion is processing applications 
for new education loans for 
veterans attending school 
under the GI Bill,’ announced 
Wiley H. Parkman, Director of 
the VA Regional Office for the 
State of Alabama. The loans, 
up to a maximum of $600 in 
one academic year, were 
established by the Vietnam-era 
Veterans Readjustment 
Assistance Act of 1974, 
enacted by Congress last 
month. 

According to Parkman, the 
new law also provided a 22.7 
percent increase in monthly 
payments for 1.5 million 
veterans in training under the 


GI Bill. 
““Under the new law,” 
Parkman explained, “those 


granted loans will be required 
to execute promissory notes 
agreeing repayment of 
principle plus eight percent 
interest. Repayment 
principle and interest will be 
deferred while the student is 
attending classes on at least a 
half-time basis.”

Neglected pets pose health, 


traffic problems in county 


The pet population has 


grown to become a topic of 


national and international 
concern, but in Shelby County 
there is no pet problem. 


Rather. it is a problem of 
irresponsible ownership of 


pets 

Dogs and cats are often 
pictured as a drain on the 
economy, eating food that 
could better feed a starving 
world. But regardless of the 
emotional pros and cons, pets 
do cause problems in Shelby 
‘ounty. A legion of uncared 
)r animals are a danger to the 
county's health, a_ traffic 
hazard, and in extreme cases, a 
potential threat to human life. 

The majority of dogs and 
cats in the county are loved 
and cared for. Those that are 
not cared for are the source of 
complaints to the Health 
Department, the county's 
veterinarians, and road crews 
who have to-dispose of dead 
animals 

Two of the major problems 
affect the county’s health 
“Dogs play the devil with our 
garbage storage system,” said 
county sanitarian Frank Sloan 
He pointed out that the 
comprehensive garbage 
collection plan can be made 
almost worthless when dogs 
turn over trash cans. Sloan 
indicated that the Health 
Department gets numerous 
calls about this problem 


Rabies is a possibility that 
should not be taken lightly, the 
sanitarian noted, “With a larger 
number of pets, there is a 
greater opportunity for rabies 
He added that even if a dog is 
not rabid, the bite is painful 
nevertheless. Sloan said that 
with spring and summer 
approaching, dog bite season is 
coming 


Another area of concern is 
animals on the highways. One 
county veterinarian pointed 
out that people often dump 
out a dog at the roadside, 
setting them free to live off the 
land. The problem is that most 
either starve or are killed by 
traffic. Many that survive go 
wild and form feral packs.

**Animal 
function, of course, will have 
to be disposing of unwante: 
pets,” one county veterinarian 
told the Reporter. Choosing to 
remain nameless lest he “put 
his foot in his mouth again,” 
he added that while pets often 
have to be put to sleep, at a 
shelter they at least have a 
chance. ‘*‘On the roadside, 
they're doomed.” The shelter 
would be not a place to kill 
pets, but a place to give them a 
home.

Sparkman says 


‘domino theory’ 


no longer valid 


Senator John Sparkman, 
Chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
said the so-called “domino 
theory” which President Ford 
recently mentioned with regard 
to Southeast Asia, might have 
had some validity at one time 
but that it was mostly a thing 
of the past. 

In his weekly interview 
program on Southern radio 
Stations this weekend, 
Sparkman also argued against 
President Ford’s assertion last 
Monday that the country was 
heading toward a new 
isolationism. “I do not feel 
that we are in danger of 
becoming a country all to 
ourselves, neglecting the rest of 
the world,” he said, adding 

“We have moved away from 
this idea of trying to tell the 
rest of the world what to do, 
but we are still interested and 
still concerned, and I think we 
will stay that way.” 

Sparkman recalled that his 
committee had voted to grant 
$82.5 million more in military 
ais to Cambodia. That amount, 
he pointed out, “was pretty 
close to what we had heard he 
(the President) was willing to 
accpt, and we are still aiding 
South Vietnam.” 

He said his committee had 
had “quite a time” deciding to 
cut off aid to Cambodia by 
June 30. “I would say that 
what we worked out was the 
best compromise that we could 
hope to get through the 
committee,” he concluded.

Keystone plant closing 


“You hate to see something 
like this happen, but all good 
things come to an end 
sometime,’’ mused Floyd 
Carter as he gazed at the empty 
hulk of a building which 
houses memories for three 
generations of Shelby 
Countians. 

The old Keystone Lime 
Plant, more recently Southern 
Cement Company’s Pelham 
plant, is slated to be torn down 
over the next few months. The 
demolition operation began 
just recently. 

Carter, caretaker at the site 
since Southern ceased 
operations there in 1967, has 
been employed at Keystone off 
and on for 50 years. 

The plant, where limestone 
was mined and made into a 
cement mortar mix, was 
established at the turn of the 
century. “My daddy cut the 
first bushes here in 1899 for 
them to build the first kiln,” 
Carter noted, adding that he 
began working there in 1925 
when he was about 15 years 
old. 

Other kilns were added 
through the years and when 
the plant reached its peak, it 
employed some 125 persons, 
Carter revealed. 

Three generations of his 
family have worked there; 
besides Carter, his father and 
brothers, he has a son who now 
works at Southern’s Roberta 
plant near Calera, 


Ownership has gone through 
four hands, he said, Fred 
Hardy being the first owner. 
The plant was bought next by 
Ross Hanahan, who, in turn, 
sold it to the firm of Scott- 
Hammond. However, George 
Scott later sold his interest to 
the Hammond brothers, 
Kenneth, Morris and Virgil. 
Present owner is the Martin 
Marietta Corporation of which 
Southern Cement is a 
subsidiary. 

“There was a lot of hard 
work done here,’ Carter 
reminisced. “‘We had an 
enjoyable time, though.” 

As was customary in the 
operation of many such 
companies, some employees 
lived in company owned 
houses near the plant and were, 
to a large degree, cared for by 
their employers. They paid 
only a small amount for rent, 
Carter said, and if they should 
happen to over-imbibe on 
Saturday night, they felt secure 
in the kmowledge that their 
“boss man” would come bail 
them out of jail in time to 
sober up for the Monday morn- 
ing whistle, 

“When people would get 
too old to work, Mr. 
Hammond would take them 
into the commissary and give 
them a bill of goods and 
wouldn't charge them 


nothing,” Carter recalled. 
A lot of local folks grew up 
and grew old working at 


Keystone, the caretaker 
continued. “Practically all the 
old men are dead except me 
and Dolnohus Wilson,” he 
commented. 

Wilson fired kilns at the 


plant for over 37 years before

Will Helena allow the strip 
mining of coal withjn its city 
limits? 

That is one of the questions 
which will be discussed at a 
zoning hearing to be held at 
the Helena Town Hall at 7:30 
p.m. on Monday night April 
14, The town Planning and 
Zoning Board have set the 
hearing to let the public speak 
out about the rezoning on two 
areas of land. 

One rezoning proposal is 
that one agricultural area be 
changed from A-l to M-2 to 
allow heavy industry. Raines 
and Company is requesting 
that an area near the Cahaba 


River be thus rezoned to allow 
strip mining.

Following abduction-- 


Suspect eludes manhunt 


An alleged abduction in 
Birmingham last Friday 
morning ended up in a futile 
search through the north 
Shelby County woods. Shelby 
County sheriff's deputies, 
assisted by bloodhounds from 
Draper Correctional Center 
near Montgomery, conducted a 
search for the suspected 
abductor along county road 43 
east of U.S, 280. 

According to reports, Mrs. 
James Rye of Trussville was 
abducted by a lone man when 
she stopped her car at a traffic 
light near the intersection of 
US. 11 and State high way 79 
in Birmingham’s Roebuck- 
Center Point section at 
approximately 9 A.M. Friday. 


Mrs. Rye told officers that 
the man, described as being 
mentally unbalanced, forced 
his way into her automobile 
and forced her to drive at 
gunpoint saying that they were 
going to Atlanta. 

He then apparently 
instructed Mrs. Rye to drive 
through Trussville, Moody and 
Leeds. From there, he is 
believed to have instructed the 
woman to drive into Shelby 
County crossing Dunnavant 
Mountain and traveling into 
Sterrett. At Sterrett the car 
turned westward on county 
highway 43.

Bill Davenport told the 
Reporter that the man

Weight laws enforced 


The Alabama Highway 
Department's program of “spot 
checking trucks for being 
overweight’ is apparently 
paying off. 

State Trooper Lloyd 
Arrington told the Kcporter 
Monday afternoon that “more 
and more trucks are hauling 
within the legal weight limits, 
than ever before.” 

Arrington and a weight 
detail team from the State 
Highway Department were 
interviewed and photographed 
by the Reporter at the 
intersection of State Highways 
25 and 76 between Harpersville 
and Wilsonville. The group had 
placed portable scales on 
Highway 25 and was in the 
process of weighing trucks, 
principally coal trucks headed 
for the SEGCO steam plant at 
Wilsonville. 

Ten weight detail teams are 
in operation throughout the 
State, according to Arrington. 


The teams set up their scales 
without notice and proceed to 
check all truck traffic, Teams 
do not remain in any one. 
location for a great period of 
time, 

At the time of the interview 
Monday afternoon the team 
had weighed thirteen trucks. 
Drivers of seven of the trucks 
were given citations for 
overweight loads. Another six 
trucks were lined up waiting to 
get on the scales. 

Alabama’s truck weight law 
permits a truck to carry 18,000 
pounds per axle or a total gross 
weight of 73,280 pounds. A 
ten percent overage is allowed 
before citations are issued. 

The heaviest truck weighed 
while the Reporter was 
interviewing the group tipped 
the scales at 91,500 pounds, 
nearly 11,000 pounds more 
than the law, including the ten 
percent overage, allows. 

“*We frequently find 


overweight trucks weighing-in 
at from 100,000 to 110,000 
pounds”, Arrington said. 
“The minimum fine, 
according to state law, is $100 
and costs”, Arrington said. The 
maximum is $1,000 and costs. 
“Truckers often times find 
it profitable to take the risk of 
receiving a citation” Arrington 
said. First offenders usually get 
a fine of not more than $100 
and costs, but they frequently 
carry an overload of up to 
eight tons or even more. After 
paying the fine, they still have 
made a profit of up to $600, 
$700 or $800 on the overload. 
“We seldom issue a citation 
even if an axle weight is 
beyond the limit, if the gross is 
okay”, Arrington said. 
Highway safety and 
protection of the state road 
system are the principal 
reasons for the weiphing 
program.

Liability questions posed 


Three residents of Oak 
Mountain Estates, appearing 
before Pelham City Council, 
had some questions of liability 
and responsibility within their 


, subdivision answered by city 


attorney Frank Ellis, Jr., at a 
regular session of the council 
Monday night. 

Mr. and Mrs. John M. 
Moody and Mrs. Joseph M. 
Silverman had, at two previous 
meetings, asked the mayor and 
council for help in alleviating 
problems stemming from 
uncontrolled dogs, noisy 
vehicles and an inadequate 
drainage ditch near their 
homes, 

Mrs. Silverman, who 
expressed concern over liability 
for a drainage ditch on her 
property, pointed out that 
there is an easement to the city 
in this area and asked Ellis who 
would be liable for any 
accident occurring there, She 
added that the ditch frequently 
fills with water and an 
unattended child could 
possibly drown in it. 

Ellis told her that under the 
circumstances she “would be 
basically insulated from 
liability.” but should such a 
situation occur, she would, 
nonetheless, probably be sued. 
He suggested that she get 
advice from a private attorney, 
saying that he can speak only 
us the city’s attorney. 

Ellis went on to say that the 
city does not have the legal 
authority to put equipment, 
money or workers in the area 
and that since the subdivision’s 
developer is no longer working 
there, “there is not an effective 
way to deal with it.” 

The residents also asked if a 
dog pound will be in operation 
soon. They were told by Mayor 
Paul Yeager, Sr., that the 
county continues to work 
toward establishing one which 
municipalities throughout the 
county may utilize by paying a 
fee. 

Fire chief O.C. Ray 
reported that an improved 
method of alerting volunteer 
firemen is needed and outlined 
systems which are available. 

Most practical, he said, 
would be one costing about 
$2,200 for a transmitter and 
12 receivers, which would 
allow a central operator to 
transmit a message to the 
firemen simultaneously. He 
said the cost for such a unit 
would be less in the long run 
vat a system tying into the 
telephone for which the city 
would be charged a monthly 
rate.

Columbiana implements warning system

The Columbiana city 
council met Thursday night to 
consider municipal matters 
ranging from citywide tornado 
warning systems, to proposals 
to amend the specifications on 
the new city hall already under 
construction. 

The council met in private 
with police chief Hom to 
review police job applications. 
During the personnel session 
the council hired a new 


| policeman named Dale Glass. 


A tornado warning system 
was the first piece of business 
discussed when the press was 
re-admitted to the meeting. 
The council had received a 
letter from the Columbiana 
Middle School asking that 
some form of warning system 
be put into effect. The letter 
pointed out that this would be 


important to the three city 
schools, as well as the 
populace. 


The council agreed that the 
plan could be implemented 
without difficulty. Councilman 
J.H, Upchurch, a teacher at the 
high school, mentioned that 
the school has practiced 
tornado drills. He agreed that 
the plan was sound. The city 

edecided that city clerk Mrs. 
Kathryn Franks will call each 
school when storm warnings 
are heard on the police band. A 
siren will also be sounded when 
tornadoes are reported to be 
approaching. 

The city also discussed a 
request from county engineer 
James Ray, who requested that 
the city consider upgrading 
traffic signs to meet the same 
standards the county is 
achieving. Councilman J.D. 
Falkner noted that this could 
cost an enormous sum of 
money, but he agreed to meet 
with Ray to further discuss the 
question. 

Falkner explained that the 
city now has enamel-painted 
traffic signs, while the county 
is currently improving its 
reflectorized road signs. He 
said that he assumed that this 
was the change Ray suggested 
the city make, 

Mention was made of 
several small pieces of business, 
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including attendance at a 
convention of municipal 
officials in two weeks. Two or 
three representatives will also 
attend a two-day gas seminar in 
Birmingham soon. There was 
brief mention of ditch 
problems, as well as a 
landowner question. 

A topic of some concern 
was the subject of fire safety in 
the new city hall. The building 
is well under way, with the 
second-floor walls soon to be 
erected. There was a discussion 
as to whether the city should 
ask the architect to install 
another door in the top floor, 
in order to prevent one office 
section from becoming a fire 
trap. In their communications 
with Dampier-Harris and 
Associates, the question is 
expected to come up before 
that area of the building is 
constructed. 

The council also discussed 
the renting of office space in 
the future municipal building. 
One potential tenant has 
already expressed interest in 
renting offices there. At this

MONTGOMERY - - The suspicion grows on Goat Hill 
that the special session Gov, George Wallace called for 
doing something about the rising utility rates was really 
called for doing something else. 

There is an attitude of “who cares” which permeates 
the Capitol regarding the package of eight utility bills the 
governor sent up to the legislature. 

The legislature realizes that the governor was merely 
tossing them a hot potato he would rather not take care of 
himself, As a matter of fact, there isn't anyting the 
governor can do about utility rates, except to provide 
counsel as an intervenor every time a rate case is heard. 

Around the Capitol, it is well known that substitute 
bills, watering down the governor’s proposals, are 
circulating and that amendments are already written against 
the day when the bills hit the floor. 

And it is also well known that the administration will 
not do a whole lot of protesting either to the substitutes or 
to the amendments. 

So the question naturally arises, “Why did the 
governor call this special session?’ 

There is considerable speculation that it was called 
for forestalling a special session on the education 
appropriations bill. Some feel the governor could not have 
withstood the pressure the forces of education would have 
brought upon him to call a special session for their 
appropriations. 

But the real reason may lie in an entirely different 
direction, 

Among the many measures introduced was a bill 
doing away with the 1971 Highway Budget Act and 
another bill leaving the budget in force but giving the 
highway director more flexibility. 

The °71 Act provoked a bitter fight in the legislature 
and it won passage by a narrow margin and was signed by 
the governor with some reluctance. 

Since it has been in operation, Highway Director Ray 
Bass claims that he is unable to match certain available 
federal funds because the categories established in the act 
did not provide any flexibility and the state was thus losing 
a lot of federal money. 

But one thing the bill did do, and that was to put a 
crimp in the administrations’s style of rewarding political 
supporters with a few hundred thousand bucks for road 
work in their county. 

If the highway budget repealer bill passes, this session 
will, for all intents and purposes, be over. 


Controversy arising 


over Social Security 


by Senator Jim Allen 


A great controversy has ranged throughout the 
country during recent weeks regarding the fiscal stability of 
the social security system. There are some 35 million 
Americans on social security, including some 400,000 
Alabamians receiving benefits under old age, survivors and 
dependent children provisions of the system. Any 
suggestion of trouble within the social security system is 
frightening to these men, women and dependents whose 
sole income, in many cases, is the monthly check they 
receive from social security. 

Social security is a pay-as- you-go form of retirment. 
The money comes from taxes deducted from the pay of 
each worker enrolled in the system and matched by a like 
amount from his or her employer and by payments made 
by self-employed persons. The social security payroll tax 
ranks second only to the income tax as a source of federal 
revenue. It yields more money than all other federal taxes 
combined, excluding the federal income tax, and there is 
presently about $60 billion in the trust fund. This is being 
constantly replenished, and is enough for now to keep the 
balance a step ahead of the payments. 

But a step ahead is not enough, and that is a long 
range problem with the social security system, It is just not 
realistic to believe that the Government of the United 
States will ever permit a cutback in benefits. But there is a 
Question of how to assure an adequate reserve in the trust 
fund so that there will always be sufficient income to pay 
for the benefits. We have gotten to the point where workers 
and their employrs can not afford to pay any higher social 
security taxes and I am certainly going to oppose any raise 
in social security taxes. It is unreasonable to require 
workers and employers to pay heavier and heavier social 
security taxes when the workers retirements may be several 
decades away. 

It is important ‘to understand that while there is no 
danger of any immediate financial crisis with social 
security, it is equally important for Congress and the 
American people to recognize that a problem does exist, 
and to start working on plans that will help avoid a crisis at 
some later time. 

There are a number of bills already pending before 
the Ways and Means Committee of the House of 
Representatives, where all spending and tax measures must 
originate, and in the Senate Finance Committee proposing 
various alternative solutions for keeping the social security 
trust fund viable and for restructuring the long term 
commitments which are necessary to guarantee the benefits 
which Congress approves. 

I am hopeful that hearings will be held on these bills 
in this Session of the 94th Congress and that legislation will 
be forthcoming which will allay all of the fears about the 
strength and fiscal soundness of the social security system. 

You may rest assured that I will lend my every effort 
toward the passage of desperately needed improvements m 
this public policy.

WASHINGTON — All at 
once, events are overtaking the 
United States.

To this day, 
US. support for the new leaders 
has been minimal. While 
America dawdles, Portugal 1s 
tilting more and more leftward. 

— The Latin American na- 
tions are rapidly tiring of Wash- 
ington’s “Big Daddy” approach 
to their affairs. They are showing 
a new spirit of independence. 
They need U.S. support and un- 
derstanding. But the United 
States continues to prop up the 
bad guys — Nicaragua's Somoza 
and Chile's Pinochet, for exam- 
ple.

The French, for example, are 
planning a “sound and light” 
spectacle at George Washing- 
ton’s Mount Vernon home. And 
the Paris Opera will make a 
special tour of the United States. 

The Italian government will 
be sending over the renowned 
La Scala Opera y from 
Milan. Italy, Norway and Hol- 
land will also participate in 
“Operation Sail,” a plan which 
calls for 25 to 30 large sailing 
ships to visit East Coast ports. 

Japan is donating $5 million 
worth of dwarf bonsai trees to 
the National Arboretum in 
Washington, and Russia's 
Bolshoi Opera and Ballet com- 
panies will tour America later 
this year.

Part Ill 


Rural areas or small towns are characterized by the 
population having similar culture, People generally have the 
same way of life, including values, attitudes, beliefs, and 
behavior. As a cohesive group they support one another in 
behaving in the expected ways. In such environments, the 
culture supports marital stability and frowns upon divorce. 
Individuals who deviate from the dominant singular ideas 
and attitudes are more likely sitgmatized. 

Contrastingly, people move into urban areas from 
many different backgrounds. They vary in religion, in life 
styles, family backgrounds, and attitudes, Resultingly, there 
are opposite pulls and pushes -- which means that people 
may behave in various ways and be less likely stigmatized. 
For example, couples may divorce in a city without many 
negative barbs being directed against them because large 
numbers of urbanites do not view marital break-up as a 
sitgma. 

City youth, who come in contact with a diversity of 
adolescents, are continually presented with dazzling and 
disturbing choices. 

Also, in the city people are more likely strangers, due 
both to the extreme density of the population and to the 
varying cultural backgrounds. Individuals tend to be 
suspicious of strangers and to regard those whom they do 
not know with distrust. When there are myriads of people 
in one locale, it kecomes numerically impossible to know 
very many of them. Strangers are not as concerned about 
each other, and are less influenced by what others think of 
them. Thus, and this is most important, families can have 
serious conflict and disruption and surrounding 
“neighbors” may not know or care about what happens. In 
addition, what other residents think may have little or no 
impact on what a family does. Anonymity provides a social 
- psychological atmosphere for family conflict. 


In a rural community, the residents more probably 
know each other, to be at least acquainted with their 
families, and to express personal concern and control. Since 
individuals more likely live in “glass houses” and are talked 
about, their behavior must be more conforming to the 
standards of the area. If Mr. and Mrs. Ruralite have 
problems, the probability is high that they will either keep 
the family difficulty to themselves, resign themselves to it, 
or work to solve it. 


Related to contrasting and anonymous city ways of 
life, there is another complexity which affects the home -- 
spatial mobility. Americans, and especially metropolitan 
Americans, are extensively mobile. Persons frequently are 
born in one area, go to school in several cities, and are 
transferred from one place to another with their work, One 
out of every five families in the United States moves each 
year. Families move from one area of a city to another, 
from one city to another, and from one section of the 
nation to another. Families move into strange geographical 
areas and unfamiliar social-emotional environments. Such 
mobility increases alienation and anonymity -- and the 
family unit has less caring support. 


Further, research evidence indicates that “pulling up 
roots” and moving to another place, especially one that is 
far away from home, is likely to produce emotional 
disturbance, particularly for the wife-mother. Separated 
from familiar places and people, insecurity and anxiety 
often results. The individual who is personally disturbed 
will tend to express some of that upheaval in the family. 
The husband or wife who is not satisfied with where he 
lives is likely to be less satisfied with his family relations. 


The city -- through its characteristics of variance in 
cultures, anonymity, desity, and spatial mobility - - places 
more stress on family stability and happiness. In many cases 
the strain is too much to endure and the family is severely 
damaged.

Thursday, April 10, 1975 
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Parisian vacation presents European world view

An organ concert in Notre Dame cathedral is a 
marvelous way to begin a week's visit to Paris. 

It had been three and a half years since both Ralph 
and I had been away from the Reporter office on the 
critical Monday and Tuesday pre-publication days. 

Would Reporter readers benefit if we brought back a 
fresh point of view? Would the staff be able to get the 
paper out? We thought so - and that’s how we happened to 
be among the thousands who were crowded into Notre 
Dame on Palm Sunday. 

The size and beauty of the centuries-old cathedral set 
the standard for the architectural wonders we would find 
throughout the rest of the week, 


TOURIST ATTRACTIONS 


Almost everything in Paris is attractive to tourists, 
but the Louvre is surely one of the biggest. The employees 
were on strike for two days, but when the former palace 
that now houses the enormous art collection reopened its 
doors, thousands of visitors from all over the world jammed 
the hallways. 

The winged victory of Samothrace, the Venus de Milo 
and the Mona Lisa are the Big Three that everyone wants to 
see, 

And very impressive they are - no matter how many 
pictures of them one has seen. The eyes of the Mona Lisa 
seem to have more expression in the Da Vinci portrait than 
they have in photographs. 

Paris night life lives up to the billing, although it is 
almost impossible to find a restaurant with entertainment. 
Frenchmen apparently take their dining so seriously they 
do not want to be distracted. 

However the Moulin Rouge and the Lido offer dinner 
before their big spectacular stage shows. On the advice of a 
tour guide we skipped dinner at the Moulin Rouge and 
attended only the show. The can-can originated here and 
the modern cast performed quite a creditable version of it. 
Costumes and staging were truly spectacular - as they used 
to say in Hollywood. At one point the front stage was 
retracted and an enormous plastic swimming pool was 
elevated in its place. Two dolphins performed in the pool 
with the aid of a very pretty girl. 

The Folies Bergere has had its detractors of late and 
our tour guide suggested we omit it, but on a free evening 
we decided to go, It was good entertainment. Here too, the 
costuming and staging were spectacular. One costume, 
which included a long train, must have required 100 yards 
of fabric and thousands of sequins. Possibly to make up for 
it, other costumes called for somewhat less than a yard of 
fabric and only a few sequins. 

The choreography, dancing and singing were also very 
well done. In fact, we thought the performance had ended 
and were preparing to leave, well satisfied that we had our 
money's worth, when we discovered it was only 
intermission. 

Our last night in Paris the concierge at our hotel 
suggested the dinner and show at the Eiffel Tower. The 
restaurant is located on the first level of the tower and 
pfovides a beautiful view of the fountains, the Chaillot 
Palace and the city. The crowd was better dressed than at 
the other places we had visited, the food was good, but the 
show held no candle to the others. Greek dancers were 
featured, which we thought a little unusual for the Eiffel 
Tower, but the master of ceremonies concluded the evening 
with several French songs that put everyone in a good 
mood, 

To get a feel of the countryside we rented a car one 
day and drove on a tour of the Loire Valley. First stop was 
at Blois with its interesting chateau dating back to the 
1500's. Other chateaux we visited nearby were 

Chenonceaux, Cheverny and Chambord. Catherine de 
Medicis had lived at the first two, Ralph kept saying things 
like, “I just cannot understand how people built these 
enormous buildings back then without the benefit of 
American technology and know-how.” Fortunately, no 
Frenchman overheard him. 

The Chambord Palace is located in a park called the 
“National Reserve du Chasse.’ In driving through the park 
at dusk several deer and a wild boar were easily visible. 

French highways are adequate for the small 
automobiles that travel them and are well marked. Center 
striping is not common on most highways, but the toll 
roads had it.

On the day before Easter we toured the Palace at 
Versailles, along with about 10,000 others. Room after 
room filled with art treasures, paintings on the ceilings, and 
walls decorated in the style of Louis 14, 15 and 16 were a 
lot to absorb in a few hours. The small building where the 
treaty was signed that ratified the independence of the 13 
American colonies was closed for the holiday. There was no 
designation in the Hall of Mirrors showing where the treaty 
that ended World War I was signed. For us these were 
disappointments. 

But Versailles is so vast, even the guidebooks suggest 
several trips to see it all. 

FRENCH FOOD 

And is it true what they say about fine French 
food? Well, yes and no, depending on your expectations at 
the moment. I really did not expect French fried potatoes 
in France, but they do serve them there, even in the finest 
restaurants - and sometimes not as well fried as at 
McDonald’s.They also cut them in irregular shapes and pan 
fry them. 

But the general reverence for food and the pleasant 
service of food permeates the country and makes every 
mealtime more of an event than it is in this country. It also 
costs more. 

Using the Waverley Root “Paris Dining Guide” we 
found a small restaurant that served us omelet as a first 
course, rabbit with mushroom gravy, potatoes, salad and a 
tray of cheese for $4.50 each. This was a low cost dinner. 
Coffee was an additional 35 cents per cup. 

In the city of Blois, “Asparagus capital of France” we 
tried to order asparagus, but were told it was too early and 
too rainy. “And we would never consider serving canned 
asparagus, M’sieur.” At any rate, the pleasant hotel 
restaurant offered a lunch of veal loaf with tomato sauce as 
an appetizer, followed by roast pork with lentils, sauce and 
fried potatoes. Cheese and a choice between an apple, 
orange or banana was the dessert. This too, came to $4.50. 

At a three star restaurant near our hotel in Paris the 
chef prepared a momentous white butter sauce served over 
pike and he also featured a chocolate omelet flavored with 
rum for dessert. 

“Salad of the season” was on every menu, and at the 
season we were in Paris, apparently meant only Boston 
lettuce dressed with oil and a touch of vinegar. Surely they 
don't call it Boston lettuce there, but at least it wasn’t the 
ubiquitous ‘iceberg’ that we get here. 

Cafes are everywhere and in cold weather the 
sidewalk cafes are arranged with glass walls so that one can 
sit and watch the people pass by. Eating is a pleasurable 
experience in France. 


FRENCH FASHIONS 


The concierge at our hotel made arrangements 
for me to attend an afternoon showing of spring fashions at 
the Christian Dior salon, and this provided a high point. 
Arrangements were simple. He merely telephoned “Madame 
Jeanne”, svid he had an American who wanted to see the 


collection, and set the time. Promptly at three the show 
began, attended by about 30 women from various 
countries. The only men there were two Japanese who 
accompanied their wives. The show lasted about an hour 
with four models taking turns showing about 100 designs. 

The main impressions? Skirts for daytime are about 
two to three inches below the knee. Silk is the favored 
fabric. Printed chiffon is used for afternoon dresses and 
evening dress. Crepe de chine is a favorite for daytime.

Scarves of self tabnc are worn with nearly everything at 
Dior. For the Shelby County climate all that silk in the 
summer would be impractical, but one white silk suit 
almost made one forget practicality. 

The Dior staff sprayed the customers with perfume at 
the conclusion of the show. 

We did not inquire about prices at the Dior salon, but 
prices of clothing at the shops along the Champs Elysee 
and, in fact, throughout Paris, seemed very high. The silk 
shirt style blouse was shown everywhere and the cost was 
over $75. The least expensive silk blouse I saw was $50 and 
it had machine made buttonholes. Fabric by the yard was 
also very expensive. Light weight silks were $10 or more 
per yard. Woollens started around $15 per yard and ran on 
up to $50. These prices I noted at a popular department 
store, Samaritaine. Clothing shops were everywhere, but 
fabric shops were very difficult to find. 

The popular loose style cotton dress was in every 
store window, priced at $40 or more. Simple four-gore 
skirts ran from $30 up depending on fabric. $100 was not 
unusual for a skirt. Silk scarves began at $14.50. 

Knits and polyesters seem to be out. There were none 
in the Dior salon, hardly any in the shop windows, and only 
a few bolts of fabric in the department store. The switch 
back to natural fabrics of silk, linen, cotton and wool seems 
to be very strong. 


GENERAL IMPRESSIONS 


Americans are a definite minority group in Paris and 
English is not spoken in many places. Although you rub 
elbows with hundreds of tourists who look like Americans 
they are speaking German, Swedish, Norwegian, Spanish, 
Italian and French. Paris is a tourist mecca for people from 
all over the world, and it appears that the Japanese are now 
outnumbering the visitors from other countreis. Americans 
have such a low profile in Paris it is difficult to identify 
them. At our hotel, which catered to tourists, four busloads 
of Japanes arrived almost daily from the airport. 

If there is a worldwide depression going on, nobody 
has told Paris. Business appears good, new construction is 
going up, and the Renault workers are on strike, not on 
lay-offs. 

France’s colonial history shows through in the strong 
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Indochina influences in the country. Many shops and 
restaurants carry on the theme of France's former Far 
Eastern colonies, 

In Versailles, for instance, we could not locate the 
restaurant that was recommended, so we went into a small 
restaurant called the “Saigon Versailles.” It had a few 
German tourist customers . The food and staff were 
Vietnamese. 

Toward the end of the meal our waiter hesitantly 
asked us, “Americans?” When we said, “Yes,” he smiled the 
biggest and most friendly smile we had from anyone in 
France. 

But it was the day DaNang was falling. And there was 
a quotation from Confucius on the wall saying, “Don't 
hurry. It’s already too late.” 

I lost my appetite, We hurried out to tour the 
Versailles Palace - to look at the paintings of other wars, 
long ago consigned to history - and for a few hours try to 
forget current ones. 

There are also many Algerians in Paris. Many of them 
left Algeria when it became independent and they are 
taking jobs as sanitation workers and street sweepers. 
Frenchmen tend to hold them in low esteem. 

Poverty is not obvious in Paris, but it must be there. 
Nowhere does one see people in rags and tatters. There 
were a couple of drunks in the subway one night who were 
planning to sleep on the benches there, but other kinds of 
human despair were not visible. 

The subway system is fast and clean. It costs about 17 
cents for a ride, unless you want to ride in the first class 
coaches on the train, which cost more. The streets are fairly 
clean for such a large city, and there is much less graffitti 
than in New York. 

The student hangouts on the Left Bank are fun and 
exciting, and very like they were described in the novels of 
the 20’s period. We went to a bookstore called 
“Shakespeare & Co.” where Ernest Hemingway and his 
friends are said to have gathered. (They say that about 
every place on the Left Bank.) 

But it is believable here. The owner showed us 
through the many tiny rooms, some of which qualify as real 
“oarrett” rooms. An intellectual climate is nurtured will 
frequent poetry readings. And the owner has bunks in 
many of the rooms, where it is said aspiring writers can 
sleep while they work on their projects. 

Getting around Paris would be difficult for people 
who do not speak French. Fortunately for us, our son Steve 
has studied the language and was able to serve as a guide 

Gasoline costs chill an American’s bones. The day we 
rented a car, we discovered the French are paying $1.75 per 
gallon, 

We saw only a half dozen American automobiles 
Everyone drives the small European cars, and traffic is not 
as maddening as its reputation 


Trans World Airlines has special rates for travelers 
who plan an 8-day tour. Travel is much cheaper this way 
than buying a straight ticket. The airlines are trying to 
recoup losses that set in last year, by cutting back th 
number of flights and filling every seat.

Upon the advice of the 
Alabaster Planning 
Commission, Mayor Harold 
Davenport introduced a 
motion to rezone one parcel of 
land and to zone two other 
parcels. A public hearing was 
held on March 27, by the 
Alabaster Planning Commission 
concerning the proposed 
zoning, and no opposition was 
made, the Mayor said. 

The council voted to rezone 
two lots and a 30 foot strip of 
land, all of which face Highway 
31 south of the Specification 
Rubber Plant in Alabaster. The 
vote changed the land 
classification from R-1 
residential to a B-2 small

Hearing clinic conducting 


elementary school tests 


“Why can’t Johnny read?” 
Maybe he can’t hear. 

According to Dr. Robert 
Fox of the University of 
Montevallo Speech and Hearing 
Clinic, 10 to 15 percent of 
Shelby County’s lower 
elementary school children are 
failing when screened for 
speech or hearing impairments, 

Dr. Fox and Dr. Wendell 
Smith, assisted by students in 
UM’s Department of Speech 
Pathology- Audiology, recently 
tested children at Vincent, 
Thompson and Valley schools. 
Every first, second and third 
grader was checked, as well as 
children from higher grades 
whose teachers suspected they 
needed testing. 

At all three schools the 
results were approximately the 
same. 

Dr. Fox quickly pointed out 
that this is no indication that 
something is drastically wrong 
with Shelby County 
youngsters. No one is sure, for 


example, how children from 
other parts of Alabama or the 
nation would do on the 
identigal test. 

“However,” said Fox, “this 
is evidence that the services of 
a speech and hearing therapist 
are needed in the county 
schools, 

The county, has in fact, 
hired a therapist who has 
already spent six weeks at 
Vincent and is currently 
working at Thompson. The 
county board of education is 
reportedly interested in adding 
at least one other therapist. 

If past performance in other 
locations repeats itself, Shelby 
County schools may well see 
dramatic results from a 
program of speech and hearing 
testing and, when necessary, 
therapy. 

Often the child who is a 
“slow learner” or is a discipline 
problem is one who, first of all, 
has a speech or hearing 
difficulty. Unable to keep up

with his classmates, such a 
student will become 
discouraged and withdrawn or 
else try to make up for his lack 
of achievement and call 
attention to himself by 
misbehaving. 

In Shelby County, and at 
other schools around the state 
where UM’s mobile speech and 
hearing unit has visited, the 
names of children who failed 
the screening were given to the 
principals. 

Hopefully, the child failing 
in his speech will be assisted by 
a therapist provided by the 
school. The child with hearing 
problems needs to undergo 
further testing to determine if 
his speech impairment is 
medically correctable or if he 
has suffered nerve deafness. 

Even the child with hearing 
loss due to nerve’ damage can 
benefit from various methods 
of auditory training and 
hearing habilitation. Through 
the use of hearing aids sound 
can be amplified and the child 
can develop his talent for visual 
communication, which 
includes lip reading. 

Exactly how much a child 
can be helped depends on the 
child’s particular problem. The 
important point, according to 
the experts at the Speech and 
Hearing Clinic, is that in every 
case a boy or girl with speech 
and hearing difficulties can and 
should be helped.

The students also like to 
learn of the customs of France.

Mrs. Youngblood said that 
one of their main goals in the 
unit is to show the children 
that it is fun to learn foreign 
languages. She feels that too 
often high school and college 
students avoid languages 
thinking they are difficult and 
uninteresting. 


As for the lowering of 
emphasis on languages, the 
teacher said, “I hate that. 
Learning a foreign language not 
only helps us to understand 
other nations -- they also help 
us to better understand our 
own language.” 


Hopefully her class is 
learning plenty that they can 
later use, but their French 
instruction will probably end 
when they finish at Vincent 
Elementary, since the high 
school does not offer it. Their

But even if they never study 
the language after they leave, 
she still feels that the class has 
been good preparation for later 
work.

Judicial system 
speeds court action 


The administrator of the 
Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration (LEAA) has 
called Alabama a “showcase 
state” in the area of judicial 
administration and 
modernization. 

LEAA Administrator 
Richard W. Velde’s statements 
came as Alabama's 
Justice Howell Heflin was 
announcing that the battle 
against congestion and delay in 
the trial of criminal cases in the 
State is being won by 
Alabama's circuit judges. 


Heflin said that statistics 
compiled by the State 
Department of Court 


Management show that there 
was nearly a 15 per cent 
reduction in the number of 
pending criminal cases in the 
circuit courts of Alabama 
during a three year period from 
January 1, 1972 to January | 
1975 
He said that 
“remarkable decrease came 
about in spite of a 32 per cent 
increase number 
criminal cases filed during the

gotten into the bridal act.” 

A consultant for another 
downtown store, Martha Dollar, finds 
girls who utilize her services are pretty 
much sticking to tradition in selecting 
their wedding gowns. 

**We find that they are very 
traditional,” she said. “They want the 
soft, feminine look. The girls who 
come into our salon are not looking 
for anything ‘way out’.” 

On the subject of traditional versus 
individualized wedding ceremonies, 
Mrs. Dollar said that many of the 
couples she knows write their own 
vows and that in nearly all instances, 
their ministers work with them in 
incorporating the vows into a 
meaningful ceremony. 

She added that another deviation 
from tradition she has observed is 
using music preferred by the couple - - 
often a guitar and contemporary 
songs.

Bride determines 


style of wedding 


Since the bride is the star, it is not 
surprising that she decides how formal, 
or informal, a wedding she will have. 
The number of guests, the type of 
reception, if any, the time of day — all 
are her choices, and all this is reflected 
in the type of bridal gown she selects. 

The real change has come about in 
mesi'’s formalwear. The black and 
white or the gray and white “uniform” 
now also comes in a spectrum of 
muted and bright colors and a wide 
variety of shapes, The choice is up to 
the groom, who usually follows a cue 
from his bride-to-be. 

For the couple who wishes to 
follow tradition in dress, here is a 
chart to use as a guide:

Gray spats and black silk top 
hat are optional. 

Bridesmaids — Floor length dresses 
with complementary headpieces. 
Shoes dyed to match or harmonize. 
Gloves in keeping with the dresses. 
Bouquets or baskets in any style that 
adds to the overall effect. 

Mothers — Floor-length gowns. 


For the Newlyweds 


including: 


Small hats and accessories to 
harmonize with the dresses. 

*All the men in the wedding party. 

Formal 

Bride — Long, less elaborate gown 
with a shorter train, either chapel or 
sweep length. The veil either finger tip, 
shorter, or to the floor. Same 
accessories as for very formal wedding. 

Groom* — Oxford gray stroller or 
jacket with striped trousers. Gray 
waistcoat. White shirt with turned 
down collar and striped four-in-hand 
tie. Gray gloves. Black shoes and hose. 
Homburg is optional. 

Bridesmaids — Dresses may be 
either floor-length or street length. 
Accessories match or harmonize. 

Mothers — Street length, chic 
gowns with matching or harmonizing 
accessories. 

*All the men in the wedding party. 

Semiformal 

Bride — White or pale pastel 
floor-length or shorter gown. 
Elbow-length or shorter veil. Same 
accessories as for formal wedding. 
Bouquet would be less elaborate in 
keeping with the tone of the wedding. 

Groom* — Black or Oxford gray 
sack coat. Gray waistcoat. White 
pleated shirt with turned down collar. 
Four-in-hand tie. Gray gloves. Black 
shoes. Black or gray Homburg 
optional. 

Bridesmaids — Floor-length or 
shorter dresses in keeping with the 
formality of what the bride wears.

Cake is an old tradition 


The Romans were among the first 
to introduce the use of cake at the 
ceremony. They broke their 
salty-mealed cake over the bride’s head 
at the end of the rites, and the crumbs 
were gathered by guests as good-luck 
tokens. 

In 15th century England wedding 
guests brought small cakes and put 
them in the center of the table. 
Usually this created quite a pile. The 
bride and groom then tried to reach 
across the pile of cakes and to kiss, 
without knocking the pile over. 

Later, in France, a traveling baker 
conceived the idea of icing all the 
small cakes together into one large 
impressive cake... thus, we have 
today the tiered wedding cake. 


Today the caterer may not be 
designated to make the wedding cake. 
Frequently the bride, sometimes with 
her maids and/or their families, bake 
the cake and the good things just a few 
days befare the wedding. This has 
taken its place among the pleasant 
pre-nuptial traditions which many 
young people enjoy. 

Making your own wedding cake? 
Many brides do! Consultants suggest 
you add garlands, stars, roses, and 
other pretty things from the pastry 
tube, then perhaps add doves and 
cupids, or symbols of your own

Avoiding medding noes of time and money | 


Organization of detail really helps 


A reasonably organized bride-to-be who designs and 
adheres to some sort of schedule can manage her wedding 
plans easily and avoid a time squeeze. 

Anywhere from twelve to four months before the wed- 
ding, decisions must be made on the wedding budget, 
ceremony and reception. Once a date is set, appropriate 
arrangements can be made. 

Wedding gowns, practically custom made, should be 
ordered early. At the same time, the bride should choose 
bridesmaids’ dresses, taking into consideration her brides- 
maids’ figures as well as their pocketbooks, since they 

m . must pay for their dresses. 
Meanwhile, the bride and 
groom can begin planning 
their home or apartment 
and buying the furnishings 
too. 

Once the guest list is 
finalized, preferably within 
three months of the wed- 
ding, invitations and an- 
nouncements should be or- 
dered, With family help, 
hand-addressed envelopes 
can be finished two months 
or so before the wedding 
Invitations mailed three weeks before the wedding fol- 
lowed by announcements completes the task 

The couple can then seek their marriage license and 
visit their doctors for medical examinations. The bride and 
groom can also use the opportunity to remind one another 
about gifts for the best man, ushers and attendants 

As the wedding draws closer, within a month perhaps, 
arrangements should be finalized for the following: flow- 
ers, music, wedding party transportation, accomodations, 
wedding portrait, wedding cake, photographer's instruc- 
tions, wedding announcement in newspapers, and final 
gown fittings for the bride and bridesmaids 

Brides can keep calm by pacing themselves and regu- 
larly checking the various services essential to the wed- 
ding. Within the two-week period prior to the wedding, 
she can recheck services, make special arrangements, give 
the bridesmaids’ luncheon, arrange seating, go over her 
trousseau, see her beautician and hold the rehearsal.

Appliances gain favor 


as popular wedding gifts 


Soon after the engagement, the bride-to-be should dis- 
cuss with her parents possible wedding costs, at the same 
time deciding the type of wedding, formal or informal, 
and the reception, a catered dinner or a small buffet. 

Once the family has decided upon a budget, the bride 
Should be free to exercise her own judgment about the 
way it will be spent. But, as with all budgets, it cannot 
be inflexible. As long as she stays within the budget, the 
bride may go overboard on one expense and cut back on 
another — the choice is hers. 

Included in the bride's budget will be her wedding at- 
tire, invitations and announcements, church fees, flowers, 
music, photography, transportation, bridesmaids’ gifts, the 
bride's gift to the groom, and the single biggest expense, 
the reception, The luncheon for the brides' attendants 
and the rehearsal dinner are optional. 

When the bride first talks to the people whose services 
she will need, it is best to tell them exactly what she 
plans to spend and ask what she can expett for that 
amount of money. It is pointless to be vague about this. 
An open discussion will 
speed arrangements. 

Once the ceiling is known, 
the caterer may suggest an 
afternoon reception instead 
of the breakfast or dinner 
contemplated by the bride; 
the florist may offer more 
simple bouquets and floral 
arrangements; or the pho- 
tographer may make a 
mental note to shoot only 
the most important mo- 
ments of the wedding and 
reception. 

With a budget, everyone 
knows exactly what can. be 
provided for a specific amount of money. 

Rather than ruin an engagement, a budget frees the 
bride, Once she begins to think and plan realistically, 
everything falls into place. If costs present an insur- 
mountable hurdle, she can cut corners without it show- 
ing. A simple, quiet wedding, keeping within a family's 
means, can be as impressive as a lavish display.

Today's bride-to-be, perhaps involved more than ever in 


almost every phase of the 


wedding plans from the engagement announcement to the honeymoon arrangements, rec- 


ognizes the valuable lessons to be learned 


during this period through budgeting, thought- 


ful planning and scheduling, and working with others, particularly her future husband. 
Some experts on marriage and family life concur that 


brides, facing as yet un- 
known financial woes and 
domestic trials, is approach- 
ing matrimony with greater 
forethought and understand- 
ing than previous gencra- 
tions, 

Despite the explosion of 
new lifestyles, the women’s 
liberation movement, and 
swiftly shifting social values, 
past pre-wedding sales and 
ceremonial popularity indi- 
cate the bride in 1975 will 
still seek the traditional wed- 
ding and reception, and will 
utilize the occasion to pre- 
pare herself for the life-long 
partnership she will vow to 
uphold. 

Romantically, she e¢m- 
braces thoughts of beautiful 
wedding day rites, the wed- 
ding ring, her lovely gown 
and veil, but realistically, 
the mature and serious bride 
reminds herself that events 
leading to her marriage are 
a prelude to future chal- 
lenges she must share with 
her spouse. 

Together, the wedding 
couple makes wedding day 
and honeymoon plans, set- 
tles invitation disagreements 
and other matters, and pre- 
pares a future home, wheth- 
er it be a house or apart- 
ment. Naturally, they will 
cherish their wedding gifts, 
but they will also need many 
items for their home — 
furniture, decorations, ap- 
pliances, china, silverware, 
cookware — a great deal of 
which they may have to 
purchase themselves. They 
must assemble the basics 
for beginning a new life to- 
gether. 

Economically, the impuct 
of newlyweds is formidable, 
As they start life with one 
another, nearly 40 percent 
will have a yearly household 
income of over $10,000, 
while in the months before 
and after their marriage, they

Time must be made for... 


Planning the wedding 


Weddings take organization and forethought. The bride- 
to-be who ignores preliminary lists and timetables may find 
herself in a panic, searching about for the nearest Justice 
of the Peace. A sensible schedule, however, can make all 


her plans go smoothly. 


Here are the major points to consider: 


@ THE WEDDING BUDG- 
ET. The bride and her fam- 
ily must decide how much 
money to spend on the wed- 
ding. With that figure as 
their guide, they choose the 
type of wedding and recep-~- 
tion they can afford. The 
ceremony itself may be sim- 
ple or formal. 

Receptions range from a 
buffet at home to a lavish 
sit-down dinner at a first 
class hotel or club. 

Church and reception fa- 
cilities should be reserved 
as soon as the wedding date 
has been set, Often, at peak 
wedding seasons, the date 
has to be reset to suit their 
availability.

@ THE WEDDING TRIP. 
If the couple is planning to 
visit a very popular spot 
with limited hotel space, 
reservations should be made 
as early as possible. 

It's wise to consult a trav- 
el agent. His services can be 
invaluable, and they don’t 
cost the bridegroom a

@ BRIDE'S AND ATTEND- 
ANTS’ GOWNS. Wedding 
gowns should be ordered 
early. They're practically 
custom-made and can take 
weeks for delivery. Then 
there are still several fit- 
tings before a gown can be 
taken home. 

Attendants’ dresses should 
be ordered at the same time 
as the bridal gown, While 
the bride selects these 
dresses, the bridesmaids pay 
for them, so their pocket- 
books as well as their figures 
should be kept in mind.

@ THE FIRST HOME. 
While other plans are in 
progress, the bride and 
bridegroom select a house 


or apartment and begin 
buying furniture for it, 

Many engaged couples 
discover they haven't the 
foggiest notion what kind 
of home they would like. 
Reconciling tastes and fig- 
uring out a budget can take 
a great deal of time and 
thought. 

A good place to start look- 
ing for a place to live is at 
a local real estate agent's 
office. He can show the new 
couple a listing of homes 
and their prices. He will also 
usuallly take a young couple 
to inspect houses. This is a 
good way for a new couple 
to determine the going value 
of homes.

@THE GUEST LISTS. 
This can be a delicate area. 
Dealing with it involves 
time and tact. Since the 
bride’s family pays for the 
reception, they set the num- 
ber of guests and tell the 
bridegroom's family how 
many they may invite. Of- 
ten a little give-and-take 
and frank discussion is 
needed. 

Plans should be completed 
early to avoid pressure and 
strain. 

Invitations to the cere- 
mony seldom cause any 
friction. As many people 
can be Invited as the church 
will hold, 

It’s the reception list that 
sometimes causes problems. 


@ INVITATIONS AND AN- 
NOUNCEMENTS, Order 
them early and ask for en- 
velopes right away, They 
must be hand addressed,

@ BRIDAL GIFT RECIS- 
TRY. Many brides file a list 
of china and silver patterns 
and most-wanted household 
effects with the bridal gift 
consultant at a favorite 
store. The consultant then 
can advise the guests and 
head off duplicate gifts. 

As soon as gifts start ar- 
riving, the bride should be- 
gin writing thank you notes. 
Often this is the only way 
that people who have sent 
gifts can know they have 
been received. 

These notes are a very 
serious social responsibility 
and smart brides make time 
to acknowledge gifts as they 
arrive. Being too busy to say 
thank you Is inexcusable.

@FINAL ARRANGE- 
MENTS, As the wedding day 
draws closer, the following 
details should be attended 
to: flowers for wedding and 
reception; music for the 
ceremony; formal and can- 
did photography; and 
transportation to the cere- 
mony and reception.

The bridal white tradition 
has evolved gradually 
through the centuries, and 
although the style of dia- 
mond engagement ring, 
wedding gown and bouquet 
has changed to suit the age, 
the white color still reigns 
supreme. 

The white diamond has 
been associated with ro- 
mance since early Greek 
times. In fact, the very 
word diamond comes from 
the Greek “adamas,” mean- 
ing unconquerable. The 
Greeks believed that the 
fire in a white diamond 
reflected the constant flame 
of love. 

The first white diamond 
on record as an engagement 
ring dates only to 1477 when 
Maximilian of Austria asked 
Mary of Burgundy to be his 
bride 

Max was a little shy about 
popping the question, so he 
consulted with an advisor 
who told him: “Your Grace 
must have a ring set with 
a diamond.” Max did give 
Mary a sparkling white dia- 
mond, and a tradition was 
born. 

Until the end of the nine- 
teenth century, however, 
the diamond tradition was 
reserved only for the royal 
and the wealthy because of 
the rarity of diamonds 
Then, diamonds were dis- 
covered in quantity in 
South Africa and a_ white 
diamond for the engage- 
ment rapidly became a 
bridal tradition most could 
enjoy. 

Today, four-out~-of-five 
brides in the United States 
walk down the aisle with 
a lovely white diamond on 
the fourth finger left hand 

Why are bridal gowns 
white? According to fashion 
history, at one time wed- 
ding gowns ran the gamut 
of colors: blues, pinks, yel- 
lows, and even red! Then, 
in 1799, Nellie Custis started 
a trend by choosing a white 
sulk gown for her wedding 
to George Washington's fa- 
vorite nephew.

Engineer Jim Ray 
can't win for losing

Some days County Engineer 
Jimmy Ray just shakes his 
head and thinks he can’t win 
for losing. 

As the builder and fierce 
protector of the Shelby 
County highway system, Ray 
steered the county into the 
position of being the only 
county in the state to enforce 
truck weight limits many years 
ago. He was backed by the 
County Commission every mile 
of the way. 

The state was not enforcing 
weight limits so Ray passed the 
word to trucker» to stay off 
Shelby County highways and 
use the state highways, 
especially if they were 
overloaded. The technique 
worked just fine - the truckers 
cooperated - and the county 
roads were not torn up by 
heavy trucks. 


But finally the State 
decided enough was enough 
and bought portable scales to 
make spot-checks of trucks 
that were using the state 
highways. 

This was applauded by 
Jimmy Ray as being necessary 
to saving the taxpayers’ 


investment. 

But when the portable 
scales came to Shelby County 
it did not work out to his 
liking. Truckers have a good 
inter-truck radio 
communication system. When 
a trucker spots the Highway 
Patrol setting up portable 
scales, they go on the air to 
warn all their buddies for miles 
around. 

Then the overloads head for 
the county roads or any other 
route they can find to bypass 
the law and their scales. 

Ray laments that the 
Highway Patrol does not notify 
him or other local authorities 
when they set up their scales, 
and this gives the truckers 
considerable lead time to get 
on county roads before local 
deputies can be posted to catch 
them. 

He told the Reporter 
Monday that the bridge north 
of Columbiana on the Chelsea 
Road has recently been 
damaged severely and he has 
had to post a 5-ton limit sign 
on.it. 

It looks as though his next 
move might be to get a radio 
like the truckers have and stay 
tuned in.

By a vote of three to two 
Helena’s Planning Commission 
approved rezoning of several 
acres, in southwest Helena to 
allow strip mining of coal. 

The vote came after a public 
meeting Monday night where 
citizens aired dozens of 
questions and concerns about 
the mining operation. 

The request for rezoning 
was made by Tom Cotton of 
the Raines Company of 
Birmingham. The firm has 
leased the property from the 
estate of the late M. C. Crow 
The property is located 
between the Coalmont Road 
and the highway to Bessemer 
It was referred to as ‘Janeway’ 
by some of the old timers. The 
area to be mined touches the 
Cahaba River. 

Cotton said that the 
condition of the property 
today is so poor that almost 
anything done to it would be 
an improvement. 

He showed slides of spoil 
piles, slate piles and abandoned 
mine openings from the many 
previous coal mining ventures 
there. He said that there is no 
controlled drainage and “Water 
just lays there.” Timber was 
sold off a few years ago. 

He proposed to give the 
Town of Helena a 5 cent per 
ton tax on all coal mined there 

The coal is said to be high 
quality metallurgical coal of 


the Wadsworth seam, desirable 
for the steel industry. The 
Raines Company has 
investigated the site for the last 
two months but cannot 
determine exactly how much 
coal is in the area, Cotton said 
that old underground 
may have already taken muc! 
of the coal 

The seam pitches on a 42 
degree making il 
impractical to mine except by 
stripping, according to Cotton 

After his ntation, 
Cotton was bombarded with 
questions. Mayor Charles 
Penhale expressed concern 
about blasting. Cotton replied

MONTGOMERY ~ There isn’t any doubt about the 
fact that Gov. George Wallace is running for the Democratic 
nomination as president and 1976 will find the leading 
candidate in a much better position than he was when the 
presidential primaries began in 1972, 

Evidence of this is provided by the national pollsters, 
who have Wallace way out front as the Democratic nominee 
and far out front with independent voters who have no 
party allegiance. And that, at times, would appear to be 
almost everybody. 

Further evidence can be drawn from the skittish 
attitudes of various state legislatures -- those in states 
which hold presidential preferential primaries. The party 
nabobs are pressing for changes in the state statutes, doing 
away with the primaries. 

Some of the leaders who championed such primaries 
a few years back are now crying, “They don’t prove 
anything, anyhow.” 

All they proved, in 1972, was that the gut issues that 
were articulated by the Alabama governor were the issues 
which most concerned the masses of voters. 

Had an assassin’s bullets not cut him down in 
Maryland, Wallace would have gone to the Miami 
Convention with enough public support to at least slow 
down the McGovern juggernaut, if not to sink it. 

North Carolina, where the darling of the New Politics 
-- ex-Gov. Terry Sanford -- still holds hope of gaining the 
Democratic nomination -- was considering abolishing its 
primary. That's understandable, since Wallace trounced 
Sanford there in 1972, 

The same movement is afoot in several other states, 
which is a clear indication that the professional Democrats 
are scared to death of George Wallace. 

But with or without the Democratic Party hiearchy in 
his corner, the Alabama governor will do well in the °75 
primaries, and if the various state parties do not violate the 
spirit of their recently adopted charter, and if they don't rig 
the delegate selection process in some way, then the 
governor should go to the next convention with enough 
votes to be a real power. 

It is doubtful that he will have enough votes for a 
first-ballot election ~ no one will have that. But he'll have a 
sizeable enough vote to be one of the principal power 
brokers at the convention. 

The most interesting question seems to be -- “What 
would the National Democratic Party be willing to trade off 
for those Wallace votes?” * 

Thus far, only Sen. Henry Jackson of Washington has 
given any indication that he would welcome Wallace as his 
running mate. That's a great bit of irony, because Henry 
Jackson has less chance for the nomination than does 
George Wallace. 

Wallace might win some concessions from the party 
in regard to the platform, but it is impossible to see the 
national party taking a stand against busing or for the 
return of local school control to local boards of education. 

Suppose, however, that the Democrats refuse to deal 
with Wallace? What if they rebuke him outright? 

Then again comes the spectre of the Third Party and 
despite the public disgust with Democrats and Republicans 
alike, it is awfully difficult to envision a third party in 1976 
doing any better than did the third party in 1968, or in 
1948. 

Wallace is the leading contender -- no doubt about it. 
But we can’t say yet what it is he’s leading. 


Governor’s legislation 


faces stiff test in senate 


Governor George Wallace's legislative measures aimed 
at holding the line of rising utility rates face a more serious 
test in the Alabama Senate than they did in the house. But 
the senate isn't in any big hurry for the showdown. 

There appears to be a lot more opposition to the 
administration package on that side of the capitol than 
there was in the lower chamber where the nine bills 
originated and where all of them got through in one day. 

The senate committee on commerce, transportation 
and utilities headed by Senator Ronnie Flippo of Florence 
has spent part of two days hearing witnesses speak out 
against the bills, and the committee plans to put in at least 
andther full day taking more testimony. 

Committee members could wind up the hearings and 
report the administration package back to the senate today, 
perhaps with some major amendments. That would put the 
measures on the calendar for consideration by the senate 
next week. 

Meanwhile, time is running out, The special session 
called by Wallace to enact new utility regulation laws 
cannot last more than three more weeks because the 1975 
regular session begins may sixth, and that takes precedence 
over a special session. The legislature has voted to meet 
only two days a week... Tuesday and Thrusday so that 
gives only six more legislative days before the special sessiori 
must end. 

The senate seems more interested in changing the 
makeup of the utility- regulating public service commission 
than in putting more restraints on the utilities of the nature 
the governor has proposed. And that may turn out to be an 
effective weapon in getting the senate to act on the 
administration bills. 

The measure passed by the senate last Thursday to 
increase the P-S-C from three members to five and to have 
the members elected by district instead of from the state at 

large still has to get through the house before it can become 


_ law, 


It just may turn out that the house will be reluctant 


to pass the senate’s P-S-C bill until the upper chamber has 


acted on the Governor's package, 

Before that decision comes, the senate may become 
involved in a battle over bills to raise the state school 
superintendent's salary and allow him to appoint division 
chiefs within his department who wouldn't be under the 
state merit system. Those measures could send the senate

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City jobs hazardous 


to home life

Work in the city differs significantly in at least three 
crucial ways from that in an agrarian life style: 1) men and 
women work with adults of the opposite sex other than 
their spouses, 2) boredom and monotony are often present; 
and, 3) work is competitive and pressured by time 
scheudles. Each of these, or a combination of the three, 
may exert a damaging effect on the home. 

In factories, businesses, and offices in the metropolis, 
men work with countless numbers of women, and women 
work with a variety of men. Through close and constant 
social contact, emotional relations often develop -~ as 
people “fall in lvoe.” 

One wife stated that her husband had come home 
from work and told her that he had fallen in love with a girl 
in his office, He further stated that he had not intended to 

it just happened. 
A suburban husband, who got little attention and 
affection from his wife, grew to love his secretary. Asking 
his wile for a divorce, he planned to marry his secretary. 

Mrs. A became emotionally and sexually involved 
with a man with whom she worked. She and her husband 
worked at different jobs on different shifts -- when she was 
at work her husband was home, and when her husband was 
at work she was home 

Especially is the heterosexual work environment 
otaritally disruptive when a home is not very strong. A 
young couple may rush into marriage as teenagers with 
little understanding of male or female personality types. As 
they work with other individuals, they may become 
disillusioned with their choice of a mate. For example, a 
woman may discover that the man with whom she works is 
more considerate and gentle than her husband. As her 
husband socially and emotionally repells her, she may be 
more attached to the person in the office whom she 
admires. 

Many kinds of city jobs are characterized by boredom 
and monotony, Working on an assembly line in a factory, 
or doing a menial routine job in an office may help to 
create a sense of futility and depression. Work that is 
non-fulfilling can take some of the joy and meaning out of 
life -- and when this happens part of the happiness of 
marriage my be destroyed. Research evidence indicates that 
if a man is not happy in his work he is likely to not be 
happy in other areas: of his life. It is extremely difficult for 
a man to separate the two dominant parts of his life - - his 
family and his work. If his work is satisfying, his family life 
is more likely satisfying; if his work is not satisfying, his 
home life is more likely to not be satisfying. 

Not only are some types of city jobs likely to be 
boring and monotonous, others are highly competitive. 
Employees are under more pressure to get ahead and more 
strain to maintain their jobs. Role failure is certainly a 
possibility. Individuals can work and work to get ahead -- 
struggling under pressure to become economically 
successful -~ so much so that they work long hours, bring 
work home, and have little time for their families. Further, 
the tension of the job may cause the husband or wife to be 
irritable, disagreeable, and more difficult to relate to, 

A case at point is this: a young man was given a great 
amount of responsibility on a specific job, If the project 
was a success he alone was directly responsible - - and if the 
the project failed he also was directly responsible. The 
strain of the job helped to create deep emotional insecurity 
or distrust of himself (such insecurity went back to his 
childhood), He was frightened by the possibility of failure. 
As he was distrustful of himself in his work, he was 
distrustful of himself in his relationship with his wife. The 
distrust of himself on the job was related to the distrust of 
himself in his marriage. 

Urban jobs are more characterized by the pressure of 
time. Work must be finished on projected schedules, 
dead-lines constantly stalk young executives. Such time 
stresses are not only likely to get to the employee, they also 
may affect his family, 

Urban work tends to be more disruptive than rural 
labor, and the social and emotional wear and tear of such 
stresses and strains often weaken family relationaships.

reluctantly signing the $24 billion tax reduction bill, 
President Ford said that the next major responsibility 
facing Congress is to act on legislation dealing with the 
Nation’s energy problems. 

1 am in complete agreement with him that Congress 
must move aggressively toward solving our energy 
problems. This is a subject on which the Administration 
and Congress devoted more talk and less action than on any 
other major issue contronting the American people. 

The United States has gone from complete self- 
sufficiency in oil in 1950 to importing 15 percent of our 
needs in 1960, then to 35 percent in 1973 when the oil 
boycott was started, and then to 40 percent today. And we 
are being warned that by the end of 1977 the United States 
will be forced to import 50 percent of our oil needs unless 
we institute successful conservation measures, find new 
sources of domestic oil and develop alternate energy 
sources. 

The United States is paying some $25 billion a year 


for foreign oil. This is about as much per year as the ¢ 
Vietnam war was costing us at the peak of our involvement, * 


and it is this exorbitant cost that is one of the main causes 
of the recession with its attendant unemployment, business 
disruption and other economic distress, 

More than 500 energy related bills have been 
introduced in this Congress. and there are now six major 
energy plans being proposed. Yet no energy policy has been 
established. 

The President has a plan which would establish an 
import fee on oil which is nothing more than a hidden tax. 
The Joint House-Senate Democratic Leadership has a plan; 
Representative Ullman who heads the House Ways and 
Means Committee has a plan; the 75 freshmen members of 
the House have a plan; the House Democratic Task Force 
on Energy has a plan; and the Democratic Advisory Council 
has a plan. Each of these are proposing new taxes on oil - - 
as much as 40 cents a gallon - - and some want to 
guarantee a floor under oil prices even if the price should 
fall. 

I favor forced conservation measures to help reduce 
our dependence on foreign oi! sources, but I oppose World 
War II type rationing. And | favor gradual reduction of 
foreign oil imports through the imposition of quotas and an 
allocation system for existing supplies. | do not favor 
raising gas and oil prices through increased taxation nor do 
I favor putting a floor under the price of foreign oil. If the 
price of foreign oil breaks - - and that possibility exists - - I 
want the American consumer, including users of electricity, 
to get the benefit of any price reduction. 


Three miles of cable 


would aid phone service 


of Pea Ridge citizens 


Letter to Editor: 

When | first discovered the inadequacy of the 
telephone service in Pea Ridge and other parts of Shelby 
County, | was somewhat surprised that only twenty miles 
below the corporate limits of the largest city in the state of 
Alabama, the economic center of the state, that some 
people were on four-party lines, others on eight-party lines, 
and some could not obtain any service whatsoever,. After 
having a conference with South Central Bell officials 
concerning the problem, | was almost in sympathy with 
their financial predicament. However, after careful 
examination of SCB’s annual report for 1974, | am moved 
to outrage. In 1974 alone, SCB’s gross income was 
$1 623,700,000. Bell's net profit, after expenses, amounted 
to $198,000,000 for 1974. This constitutes almost a ten 
percent rate of return on investments. 

After searching back into the records, I have 
discovered that in 1970, SCB’s net profit was 
$124,800,000. At that time, the people in Pea Ridge were 
asking for telephones, but were met with the excuse that 
the phone company couldn't afford to serve them. In 1971, 
SCB’s net profit was almost $130,000,000, and the people 
requesting adequate service were faced with the proposition 
that the telephone company still could not afford to serve 
these people. In 1972, people were requesitng telephones, 
but obviously Bell’s excuse was that we made only 
$147,000,000 last year, and we still can’t afford to install 
telephones in Pea Ridge. In 1973, the same people 
requested a telephone, but yet were still faced with the 
dilemna of SCB having only made $172,000,000, and still 
had not become affluent enough to install telephones in Pea 
Ridge. And last year, 1974, the largest profit in history was 
made by South Central Bell, $198,000,000, an almost ten 
percent return on their investment, But, yet, they still can't 
afford to install telephones in Pea Ridge. 

After five years of promises, and $771,700,000 in 
profit, the telephone company still cannot afford to install 
three miles of cable to adequately serve the fine people of 
Pea Ridge. | once thought of setting up a roud block in 
Alabaster to take up a collection for the phone company, 
so that they could serve these people in Shelby County. 
However, after been apprised of the fact that SCB 
cleared almost $1,000,000,000 in the past five years, | am 
confident that they can install $80,000 worth of cable on 
their own. 

And now, Ma Bell, | challenge you to debate before 
the citizens of Pea Ridge. I will state my position in 
advance - that after five years of promises and almost 
$1,000,000,000 in net profit, that you CAN afford to serve 
the people of Pea Ridge at a cost of running only three 
miles of cable to the tune of less than a measley $80,000. 
What will be your position?

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Prominent state businesswoman discusses ERA 


EDitor's Note: The following article is a reprint from the 
Alabama Business Woman, publication of the Alabama 
Business and Professional Women's Club. Its author is the 
state president of the organization, Mary G, Auburtin. The 
B and PW Clubs are urging the Alabama legislature to call 
for a vote on the Equal Rights Amendment.

MYTH: No one knows what will happen if ERA is 
ratified. 

FACT: No amendment to the U.S, Constitution has 
ever been more thoroughly debated, studied, or 
documented than the proposed Equal Rights Amendment. 
In addition to extensive debates in Congress (especially 
during the four years preceding its passage in 1972), many 
authoritative articles have beer written in law reviews. One 
of the most significant reviews is the YALE LAW JOURNAL 
of April, 1971, endorsed by Congresswoman Martha 
Griffiths and Senator Birch Bayh, chief proponents of the 
amendment, inserted in the Congressional Record by 
Senator Bayh, and called “one of the best guides to a 
general interpretation of Equal Rights Amendment” by 
Senator Sam Ervin (THE arch opponent in the Senate) in 
his minority view in the Senate Judiciary Report. 

Every president since Dwight D. Eisenhower has 
supported ERA, Both the Democratic and Republican 
Parties had ratification on their 1972 platforms, Both 
Senators Allen and Sparkman co-sponsored and voted for 
the Amendment and none of Alabama’s Congressmen voted 
against it. Congressmen Nichols, Flowers, Bichanan, and 
Bevell were co-sponsors in the House. 

I cannot believe that 354 Members of the House, 84 
Senators, Presidents Eisenhower, Kennedy, Johnson, 
Nixon, Ford (and Mrs. Ford!), both major parties, and 
hundreds of elected lawmakers who voted for ERA in state 
legislatures could not know what they support, Can you? 

MYTH: There is no need for an Equal Rights 
Amendment, There are laws on the book that would take 
care of women if they were enforced and we have the 14th 
Amendment. It says “All citizens are persons .. .” 

FACT: Nothing in the Constitution says that women 
are not covered, however, the Supreme Court has NEVER 
held that discrimination based on sex (unlike discrimination 
based on race) is inherently “suspect”. In fact, the Court 
has upheld many laws which plainly discriminate against 
women! the word MALE IS USED FOR THE FIRST TIME 
IN OUR Constitution in the 14th Amendment AND Not 
once but three times! The 14th Amendment was ratified in 
1868 and in 1874 the Supreme Court held that its equal 
protection clause did not give women citizens the right to 
vote! 50 years later the 19th Amendment was ratified, 
giving women that right. A logical answer then to the 
opponent's statement “all citizens are covered under the 
14th Amendment” is the question, “Why was it necessary 
to have an amendment to the constitution before women 
could vote?” Legislation of recent years has given relief to 
women but grievances are handled on a case by case 
basis .. . expensive and time consuming. 

MYTH: Section 2 of the proposed Amendment will 
be one more step in taking away States’ Rights. 

FACT: When the Equal Rights Amendment is 
ratified, States will have two years within which to amend 
their own laws to conform. If states don’t amend their laws, 
of course this will be done in the Courts. As for Section 2, 
when the amendment was being drafted, it was the opinion 
of legal scholars (including opponents) that the phrase “and 
the several states” should be deleted because it would not 
only be confusing but unnecessary. They believed it to be 
common knowledge that the states have the right to act and 
enforce any Constitutional Amendment and, in support of 
their argument, point to the fact that the phrase appears in 
almost identical form in the 13th, 14th, 15th, 19th, 23rd, 
24th, and 26th Amendments. 

MYTH: ERA will force every wife to be legally 
responsible for 50 percent of the financial support of her 
family. 

FACT: There is NO law which forces ANYONE to 
work! ERA will not require both husband and wife to 
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contribute the same amount of financial support to a 
marriage because support obligations are defined in terms 
of each spouse’s earning power and current resources, ERA 
will force the law to recognize that a homemaker’s services 
constitute the homemaker’s contribution to the support of 
the family. Since society has placed most women in the role 
of homemaker, most men will continue to be responsible 
for support of the family. It is important to emphasize that 
the ERA applies only to governmental action and the only 
kind of sex discrimination that is prohibited is that which 
exists in law. Who works and who keeps house will remain a 
matter of individual choice. 

MYTH: A husband is responsible for his wife’s debts, 
a benefit she would lose if ERA were ratified. 

FACT: In Alabama, he isn’t! Our statute reads, “ 
the wife is liable for such (her) debts... and is suable 
therefor as if she were sold.” 

MYTH: Women’s rights are protected by property 
laws. 

FACT: Are they? We know of the inequities in 
Alabama’s Laws of Descent and Distribution. But did you 
know that Alabama is one of the few states where the wife 
CANNOT mortgage HER lands or any interest therein 
without the permission of her hasband? Did you know that 
if a wife dies without a will in Alabama, her husband 
inherits one-half of her personal property absolutely and is 
granted the use of her real estate (regardless of how she 
acquired the property!) for as long as he lives whether she 
has children of not? Did you know that if he dies without a 
will and without children, she inherits all his personal 
property but if he has children, she inherits a child’s part? 
And did you know that an Alabama widow has the right in 
all cases to dissent from the will of her deceased husband 
but that he has no such right? As an Alabamian do you 
believe you or your husband are being treated fairly under 
these laws? Don’t we want to weed out the bad and keep 
the best for each of us? 

MYTH: Every woman will be drafted if ERA is 
ratified. 

FACT: Women will have to register if the draft is ever 
reinstated but Congress already has the power to draft 
women! (The Constitution says Congress shall raise and 
support Armies and provide and maintain a Navy. It does 
not say women shall be excluded!) Who is and who is not 
drafted is decided by Congress in writing the Selective 
Service Act and by the President through Executive Order. 
The Legislative History of ERA clearly sets forth the intent 


of the Amendment, however, The Senate Judiciary 
Committee Report says, in part, “Of course, the ERA will 
not require that all women serve in the military any more 
than all men are now required to serve... Thus the fear 
that mothers will be conscripted from their children into 
military services if ERA is ratified is totally and completely 
unfounded ...” On the positive side, women will have the 
same opportunities and benefits as men once they are in the 
Armed Forces. We all know that had it not been for the GI 
Education Bill, many of our brothers, husbands and sons 
would not have had educations today. These same benefits 
and others will be ours, our daughters, our granddaughters 
once ERA is ratified. 

MYTH: ERA will eliminate preferential Social

According to Business

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Security Benefits women now enjoy. 

FACT: An employed, married woman pays social 
security taxes in the same percent of the base that any male 
worker pays. She receives far less in return in terms of the 
benefit protection for her family than the male worker for 
his family. when a wife dies or retires, her husband can 
draw social security only if he has supplied less than half of 
the family’s income. Any wife, even one who is 
independently wealthy, can draw on her husband’s social 
security. When a wife dies leaving young children, the 
children may draw on her social security but the husband 
can draw nothing, despite the fact that he now has the 
extra expense for housekeeper and nurse in order to keep 
his young family together. Yet if a husband dies, both the 
widow and the children draw on his account. This is more 
than discrimination against the woman. It is discrimination 
against the family and I dare say, touches the life of every 
one of us in one way or another, Think about it! 

MYTH: ERA would eliminate separate public 
restrooms. 

FACT: ERA calls for equality of rights for men and 
women but this does not mean the sexes must be regarded 
as identical. As a constitutional amendment, ERA must 
take its place within the total framework of the 
Constitution. The Supreme Court has recognized that there 
is a constitutional right of privacy. ERA must harmonize 
with this and other constitutional rights. Separation of the 
sexes would continue in certain places in order to comply 
with this right of privacy, which applies primarily in 
situations involving disrobing, sleeping, or performing 
personal bodily functions. States have the power to require 
a reasonable separation of sexes for regulatory purposes 
with respect to such facilities as sleeping quarters at 
co-educational colleges, prison dormitories, and military 
barracks. States would continue to maintain this right. 

MYTH: Homosexuals will be permitted to marry if 
the ERA is ratified. 

FACT: ERA will NOT affect in any way the religious 
or civil contract of marriage, since marriage historically and 
legally under both religious and civil law is a union between 
a man and a woman. It would, of course, require that male 
and female homosexuals be treated the same (e.g. if a state 
saw fit to make it illegal for homosexuals to marry, it 
would have to be for all homosexuals. It could not be legal 
for homosexuals of one sex to marry while those of another 
sex were prohibited.) 

MYTH: Rape laws would be abolished. 

FACT: ERA will not prohibit legislation relating toa 
physical characteristic unique to one sex. Under the 
definition of rape in some states, rape includes sexual 
attack by one person against another, regardless of the sex

of the attacker or the attacked. Where this definition exists, 
there would be no change. Other laws would be broadened. 
In many states it is a crime for any adult to sexually molest 
a child of either sex. This would be one of the many good 
effects of ERA -- the broadening of the law to include 
adults and children of either sex. (Alabama's rape law 
reads: “Any person who is guilty of rape shall, on 
conviction, be punished ...”’ and a statute enacted in 1967 
makes it a felony to take immoral, improper or indecent 
liberties with any child of either sex under the age of 16.) 

MYTH: We don’t need ERA. My husband protects 
and supports my children and me. 

FACT: Any woman is one heartbeat away from 
supporting herself and her children. Too many secure 
futures have vanished with the news of a fatal automobile 
wreck or heart attack. Fortunes have a way of vanishing, 
too, We never know what fate has in store for us. 

MYTH: I like being a lady; having doors opened: 
being treated like a queen. 

FACT: ERA will not affect social customs. Senator 
Marlow Cook appropriately has stated: “The passage of this 
Amendment will neither make a man a gentleman nor will 
it require him to stop being one.” The same applies to 
woman; ERA will not make them ladies, nor will it prevent 
them ‘:from being ladies!

Suppose a nuclear attack 
occurred. Shelby Countians 
could survive for months on 
the tons of food stored in 
various places designated as 
bomb shelters, right? Well, if 
you could live for weeks on 
lemon jawbreakers, you'd be 
all right. 

Homer Walton, head of Civil 
Defense in the county, 
admitted that the bomb shelter 
food stocks is a topic that 
neither the federal government 
nor the Civil Defense is eager 
to discuss. During ghe early 
sixties millions of dollars were 
spent on food which was stored 
away in case of nuclear attack. 
Most of it is still hidden away, 
almost fifteen years later. 

But is any of it still good? 
Walton said that he would only 
recommend the lemon candy. 
“Most of the bread, crackers, 
and other foods are rancid, and 
not fit for human

consumption,” he stated, 

Nor is it fit for pigs, 
according to a story the CD 
director tells. Some time ago a 
Shelby County mine was 
scheduled to be flooded, 
including a portion of the mine 
which had been used as a bomb 
shelter. Walton said that he 
offered some of the stored 
food to a man who raised 
swine, When the man found 
out about the food’s condition, 
he refused it. Apparently he 
thought it wasn’t good enough 
for his hogs. 

During the terror of the 
Cold War days, thousands of 
shelters across the country 
were stocked with food enough 


to last through the days after 
an atomic bomb attack, But as 
the fear of nuclear was 
diminished, nothing was done 
about the cacfied supplies. The 
federal government has made 
no provision to replace the 
spoiled food, nor has it decided 
to phase out the goods in the 
bomb shelters, 

Walton indicated that the 
Civil Defense would not object 
to destroying the food and 
medical supplies that are no 
longer usable. But there has 
been no directive telling CD 
directors what to do with 
them. ‘‘Almost all of the 
medicine is worthless, and the 
food is almost as bad,” he

A letter from the Alabaster 
City Clerk requested the 
county to pay the sum they 
had agreed to pay in 1973 for 
installation of a traffic light at 
the intersection of County 
Roads 44 and 264.

board the Field Service Units 
to assist wartime disabled 
veterans and their families in 
their claims for Federal and 
State benefits to which they 
are entitled by law.

generate some additional 
revenue.” Dean added, that if 
voters approve a one percent 
sales tax for education - - an 
idea which some county and 
education officials are 
considering -- the board of 
education will allot half of the 
funds derived from the tax, 
directly to the schools. 

Gilmore predicted that the 
Legislature, which adopted an 
education will budget $1.6 bil- 
lion for education during the 
upcoming session. 

However, he said, $18 
million will be required to take 
up the slack which will result if 
instrucitonal fees are 
elmininated, while an 
anticipated reduction in 
pupil-teacher ratio for the first 


three grades would cost the 
state another $8.5 million. 

Pointing out that the 
education appropriation bill is 
usually the last piece of 
legislation to be acted upon 
before the lawmakers adjourn, 
Gilmore said there is a chance 
for a special session after the 
body convenes next month. 

“There is not time now to 
have a special session by May 
6," he said, “‘so if the 
Legislature will agree to recess, 
and I am sure it will, the 
governor can call a special 
session.” 

This, he explained, will 
enable school officials to know 
how much money they can 
expect to receive before the 
next school term begins. “If

Circulating money down 


in county economy 


Currently, the amount of 
paper money in circulation in 
Shelby County and in most 
other parts of the country is 
less than usual. 

It is a reflection 
recession, say the 
economists.People are 
concerned about inflation and 
rising unemployment and are 
not spending at their normal 
rate. The result is that there is 
less money circulaitng and 
recirculating. 

The recent decision in 
Washington to cut taxes by 
billions of dollars, leaving more 


of the 


money available to consumers, 


is expected to bring them back 
to the market place, thereby 
giving the economy a 
much-needed upward push. 
Not only has there been a 
smaller amount of paper 
money circulating in the local 
area and elsewhere. There has 


Realtor Week proclaimed

as Realtor Week in Alabama, 

The week is being set aside 
in recognition of the role 
Realtors have played “in 
seeking solutions to the 
problems of our cities, towns 
and environment through the 
activities of their broad Make 
America Better Program”.

coins, Storekeepers have had to 
sucrry around to keep enough 
change on hand for their 
day-to- day business needs. 
That situation is rapidly 
being eased, however. During 
the past year the U.S. Mint 
went into high gear, producing 


more than 11.6 billion new 
coins. It was the greatest 
outpouring of coins in its 
history. 


Shelby County’s share of 
this output, based on uniform 
distribution, is 2,149,000 coins 
or 54 per capita 

Per local resident there is 
now available one new 50-ent 
piece, three quarters, five 
dimes, four nickels and 42 
pennies. In addition, the Mint 
turned out one one-dollar piece 
for every three persons. 

The face value of the 11.6 
billion coins produced in the 
year is $541 million. That is 


not their intrinsic value, 
however, in terms of metal 
content, since silver is no 
longer used in their 


manufacture. 

The cost of producing them 
was only six percent of their 
face value, it is estimated. The 
resultant profit to the 
Government, called seigniorage, 
was more than $500 million 

All told, according to the 
latest Mint figures, there are 
over $8.3 billion in coins, face 
value, spread the 
country at present. 

Shelby County’s quota, for 
its population, is about 
$1,572,000. 

As for the amount of paper 
money in circulation, the 
Treasury Department places it 
at $68 billion.

Looking for a different kind 
of weekend outing? Well, look 
no further than Rickwood 


-Caverns State Park, just north 


of Warrior. Even though the 
cavern itself is over 160 million 
years old, the recreation area is 
one of the newest of Alabama's 
state parks. 


And of course one of the 
advantages is that it is one of 
the closest parks to our area, 
only 20 miles north of 
Birmingham. Rickwood 
Caverns has been a tourist spot 
in north central Alabama since 
1962, but it has only been 
operated by the state park 
system since June of last year. 


While Rickwood is not as 
big or as well equipped, it 
offers a refreshing change from 
Oak Mountain, Cheaha, Lake 
Lurleen, and other nearby state 
parks. Not only does it boast 
the unsoiled beauty of nature 
and man-made recreational 
facilities -- its one and 


feet. Other work required for 
the project includes dredging 
on the upper reaches of the 
existing reservoirs and 
modification or reconstruction 
of railroad and highway bridges 
to allow for required 
navigation clearances. 

Purpose of the study, now 
being conducted by the Mobile 
District of the Corps of 
Engineers is to provide 
Congress with current 
information on the benefits 
and costs of the proposed 
navigation project. 

An integral part of the 


study will be a public meeting, ' 


scheduled for May 1, during 
which the Corps of Engineers is 
inviting both written and oral 
statements regarding the 
proposed project. 

A recent, published 
announcement regarding the 
hearing states, “In order that 
the study may be responsive to 
the desires and needs of 
everyone affected, a high 
degree of public involvement is 
being sought. The Corps of 
Engineers urges all interested 
individuals, groups, and 
agencies to be present or 
represented at the meeting. 
Everyone will be given an 
opportunity to express his 
views and furnish specific data 
on all aspects of the study to 
date, including technical, 
economic, political, social, 
institutional, ecological and 
environmental material.” 

The announcement, signed 
by Colonel Drake Wilson of the 
Corps of Engineers, concludes 
by stating that, ‘*Full 
consideration will be given to 
the views presented. However, 
this cannot be taken as an 
indication that the Federal 
Government will undertake 
any improvements or 
programs. Although the study 
may result in recommendations 
for undertakings by the 
Federal ,Government, their 
accomplishment will depend 
upon further funding by the 
Congress.” 

The public meeting will be 
held at 10 a.m., May 1, at 
Convention Hall, Spanish 
Room, First Street, three 
blocks south of Broad Street in 
Gadsden 


one-fourth miles of caverns 
offers unique sights 175 feet 
below the surface. 

According to Glenn Ishler, 
manager of the park, the 
caverns fare well in comparison 
with many nationally known 
caves. He says that many 
tourists tell him that they 
prefer Rickwood to Mammoth 
Cave and others, since some 
caves are so huge that it is too 
strenuous to walk from room 
to room to see the sights. 

At the Blount County cave, 
however, visitors have an 
opportunity to see new 
wonders at every turn. Most 
tourists get so involved in the 
tour that they don’t realize 
they have gone over a mile 
underground until they climb 
the equivalent of two or three 
flights of stairs to the surface. 


Odd features 


It is well worth the effort to 
see the sights in the 
subterranean wonderland.

Engineers study Coosa navigation plan 


Only 20 miles north of Birmingham 


From blind cave fish to musical 
stalactities, the guides point 


out dozens of odd features, 


The practiced eye can see how 
some limestone formations 
resemble corkscrews, 
crocodiles, the state capitol, 
and other objects. 


The guides call attention to 
three natural bridges spanning 
the passageways. At one place 
there is a “figure-8 whirlpool” 
where water has carved out 
two huge columns standing 
side by side. Nearby is a 
descending passage which has a 
flight of natural stairs. At the 
Rock of Ages you can hear a 
tune played on the stone 
chimes. 


The rooms of the cave are 
interesting, although they are 
not as big as those found in 
many caves. Near the beginning 
of the cave tour is the Bridal 
Chamber, where weddings have 
been performed. The King’s 
and Queen's Rooms feature 
several interesting formations, 
but the Diamond Room is one 
of the most interesting parts of 
the tour. 


Gems sparkle 


This room, which is the 
deepest point in the cave, has 
an unusual sparkling ceiling. 
This is the only section where 
the guide allows the tourists to 
explore at will. As you move 
around in the Diamond Room, 
the ceiling twinkles in the light. 
Soon the tour guide shows 
what total darkness means 
when he douses the lights 
momentarily in the cave. 


Near the end of the trip is 
the underground pool which 
provides the park’s water 
supply. Blind cave fish are kept 
in an aquarium above the 
stream where they evolved 
without eyes. Divers have 
explored part of the way back 
into the stream, but due to the 
chill of the water they do not 
know how far the stream 
extends. 


The cave has many more 


sights on the way back up to 
the surface. At one point you 
can see a dim bit of daylight 
from a shaft cut from the cave 
to the surface. At one time the 
management had planned to 
install an elevator, but the plan 
was dropped because much of 
the best parts of the tour 
would have been bypassed with 
anew entrance. 


Fun in sun, too 


Once you're back on the 
surface, there is plenty to keep 
the family busy. From 
mid-May to September the 
swimming pool and wading 
pool is crowded with bathers 
and sun-bathers. When 
lunchtime arrives, you can 
either unpack a meal at one of 
the many picnic tables, or grab 
a snack at the restaurant near 
the pool and playground. 

The young and young 
- at - heart will enjoy the 
swings, see-saws, jungle gym, 
and other equipment. As more 
tourists come to the park in 
May, they will be able to play 
carpet golf or ride the little 
train. Of course hikers will 
have fun exploring the nature 
paths in the 380-acre park. The 


souvenir shop is also a 
must-stop, if only to buy the 
$2 ticket for the cave tour. 


How to find it 


Since Rickwood Caverns has 
been a state park for such a 
short time, there are very few 
road markers about it on the 
highways yet. To get there, 
just take 1-65 or Highway 31 
north from Birmingham. 
Continue through Fultondale, 
Gardendale, and Kimberly, and 
finally Warrior. You can get 
onto a section of Interstate 65 
beginning at Warrior, or 
continue on Hwy. 31 through 
the city. After you leave 
Warrior and enter Blount 
County, you can expect to see 
signs advertising the park. 

The road to the park goes 
west after you leave at the 
Hayden-Corner exit of either 


highway. In a few more miles 
road signs will direct you to 
Rickwood. Park manager Ishler 
said that the Highway 
Department has been asked to 
erect the brown state park 
signs, but at present such state 
markings are almost absent. 


At present there are few 
improvements to show a 
change of Rickwood from 
private park to its present state 
management. Ishler-said that 
the first phase calls for the 
state to appropriate funds to 
bring the park up to the 
standards of the other state 
parks. He said that plans are 
now underway to add new 
features, and that before too 
long there will be all sorts of 
improvements. ;

Billy C. Thompson is suing 


Shelby County Sheriff CP. 
“Red” Walker, charging that 
Walker violated the Fourth, 
Fifth and Fourteenth 
Amendments to the US. 
Constitution when Walker 
arrested Thompson last May 
28. 

Thompson's attorneys 
entered the lawsuit last Friday 
in Federal Court in 
Birmingham. 

At the time of the arrest, 
Thompson was a candidate for 
sheriff, running against Walker 
in the second Democratic 
primary. Thompson's lawsuit 
claims that the arrest was 
“done wilfully and maliciously 
and with the intent to 
influence the political 
campaign.” It adds that as a 
result of these malicious acts 
Thompson lost the election.

whenever the cost of coal and 
oil goes up. Zeigler said this 
gives the company no incentive 
to keep costs down. 

But in spite of his criticisms 
of the way the utilities operate, 
Zeigler still favors private 
ownership of utilities, In 
answer to a question from the 
Reporter, “Do you favor just 
turning the utilities over to the 
state to operate?” Zeigler said, 
“No, government takeover is 
not the answer.” He indicated 
that when government runs 
things, costs go up, and he 
implied that service gets worse.

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Brown’s removal 
is indictment of 


bureaucracy

The removal of Dr. LeRoy Brown as state 
superintendent of education was not so much an 
indictment of the likeable Brown as it was as indictment of 
that vast bureaucracy known as the State Department of 
Education. 

The new legislature was dismayed at the apparent 
lack of Knowledge Dr. Brown had about his own 
department which was so clearly shown in the budget 
hearings conducted back in early March. 

Time and again questions were asked for which 
Brown had no answers or, if he did have answers, his replies 
were evasive. 

That isn’t anything new, exactly - the State 
Department of Education being widely known as a state 
agency Where empire building and bureaucratic in-breeding 
was a way of life. 

It has been known for years that any county 
superintendent of education defeated for re-election, had a 
haven in the State Department of Education. Dr. Austin 
Meadows, a former superintendent, and now Dr, Brown, 
will join the ranks of those Department employes whose 
only task is to study, confer and study some more. 

To give the Department its due, it has probably 
conducted more studies than any other department. Just 
how many of those studies have been completed, and acted 
upon, will forever remain a mystery. 

Dr. Brown had a sort of empirical attitude toward the 
State Board of Education and did a Jot of things on his own 
authority that the board felt should be their prerogative. 
Not the least of the things was the department airplane, 
which seemed to be a project of Dr. T. L. Faulkner, chief of 
the department's vocational education division. 

The plane was purchased, supposedly, to help the 
state sell industrial prospects, flying department people and 
industrial development hither and yon to explain the state’s 
program of training workers for a particular industry and 
having them ready to start work when the firm builds its 
new plant (hopefully) in Alabama. 

But somehow the plane saw about as much use flying 
Lt. Gov, Jere Beasley hither and yon for speaking 
engagements which, Beasley claims, were non-political. 

That activity raised Gov. George Wallace's ire. 
however, and both Dr. Brown and Dr. Faulkner knew full 
well that the administration didn’t appreciate such things. 

But Faulkner decided to build a hangar for the 
department's plane, separate and apart from the leased 
facilities at Montgomery’s Dannelly Field where other 
state-owned aircraft are kept. 

That just seemed to rub the State Board of Education 
the wrong way, and, fully apprised of the legislature's 
discontent with the way the Education Department's 
budget was presented, the board last Wednesday applied the 
“Peter Principle’ to Dr. Brown, promoting him to 
consultant rank and raising his salary by $2,000 a year. 

The whole affair may touch off an overhaul of the 
vast Department and it should serve notice to the next 
superintendent that the board can not only hire, they can 
fire. 

If two measures, sponsored by Sen. Sid McDonald of 
Arab win legislative approval -- giving the superintendent 
the right to hire his top assistants outside of the Merit 
System and raising his pay to $40,000 a year -- then the 
new superintendent will undoubtedly start tearing down 
that very shaky house of cards known as the State 
Department of Education. 


‘Big Spenders’ on 


budget committee

Last year the Congress, with much fanfare and 
publicity, passed the Budget Control Act of 1974, creating 
Congressional Budget Committees to help reestablish 
Congressional control of the Federal purse strings and to 
keep Federal government expenditures in line with tax 
receipts so that the government can live within its income. 

A vast new bureaucracy has been created by the 
House and the Senate in order to give Congress added 
expertise in budget making which, up to now, has been 
found only in the President's Office of Management and 
Budget. I felt that if Congress would abide by both the 
spirit and the letter of the new budget act, the American 
people might see an end to the annual chaos surrounding 
Federal spending programs. 

* My hopes, and those of millions of other concerned 
Americans whose views I share, were badly shaken when 
the Committee's membership was revealed, because , by and 
large, recognized big-spenders in Congress were named to 
the Senate and House Committees. 

Last week the two Budget Committees made their 
first reports, and the results served to confirm my fears that 
what had started out as a good idea is about to be 
destroyed through the approval by the Budget Committees 
of vast new spending programs, and through escalation of 
expenditures in existing programs. 

The House Committee, which reported first, 
approved a spending plan of $368.2 billion, resulting in a 
staggering deficit of $73.2 billion, 

The Budget Committee of the Senate reported out its 
recommendation that the Federal Government should 
spend $366.1 billion next fiscal year, creating a deficit of 
$71.6 billion 

In order to arrive at their final figures, the House 
group chopped more than $4.2 billion out of the request 
for the Department of Defense while the Senate Committee 
reduced the Defense request by more than $2 billion, Each 
then added new income sharing and social programs adding 
additional billions of dollars. Experience has taught us that 
efforts will be made on the floors of both houses of 
Congress to include added billions of dollars in give-away 
programs with the prospect that we will be facing a $100 
billion deficit next year. 

The moment of truth has now arrived, Does Congress 
want to reduce government expenditures, or doesn’t it? | 
say that it does not. 

I fear that we must lay in a big supply of red ink, 
because we are going to need it in the operation of our 


National government,

received lately, there are still a few bright spots. One of 
those in Alabama is the travel industry. Up eight percent in 
1974, the total expenditure by travellers in Alabama was 
over $718,000,000.

The industry not 
only generates an influx of money into our State, but also 
provides about 85,000 jobs for Alabamians. 

Auburn University’s School of Business, Marketing, 
and Transportation recently did a study surveying 
Alabama's several industries. This study found travel to be 
the State’s largest single industry. Travel has thus become a 
very significant part of the economic picture of our State.

Information offered 
for metric system 


by Annie Laurie Gunter 


There is much discussion today concerning the 
change from the traditional customary system of 
measurement to the metric system. 

American industry is already making use of the 
metric system, and such use is rapidly increasing. Some 
companies are already using metric measurements and 
many put both metric and U.S. measurements on their 
packages. Many drug comapnies are using the metric system 
and athletic events such as swimming and field track 
measure their distances in meters, 

if your automobile is imported or even if it is a 
domestic production with a metric-designed motor, the 
tools used to work on the motor are metric rather than 
customary. Nutritional labeling on our food products is 
measured in metric units so we are becoming accustomed to 
finding the weight in grams instead of ounces and the 
volume in liters instead of pints or quarts. 

Proponents of the change to the metric system point 
out that the United States is the only major nation that is 
not using this system or in the process of converting to it. It 
is apparent that metric measurements and the metric 
language will be increasingly important to each of us, 
whether or not Congress enacts additional metric 
legislation. Consequently, the Governor's Office of 
Consumer Protection feels that it is to your advantage to 
learn the metric system and how to use it. 

The basic units of measurement of the metric system 
are: the millimeter, centimeter, meter, and kilometer for 
describing length and distance; the milliter and liter for 
capacity or volume; the gram, kilogram, and tonne for 
weight; the kilometer-per- hour for highway speed; and the 
degree Celsius (formerly called Centigrade) for temperature 

To translate the current U.S. system into metric 
measurements, use the following table

1 ounce = 28 grams

1 gallon = 3.79 liters

The “Pea Ridge” issue has been submitted in a formal 
complaint to the Alabama Public Service Commission, We 
will provide testimony before the Commission in which we 
will present all the pertinent facts. For this reason, we do 
not feel it appropriate to discuss the details of the issue 
prior to that time, The Commission is the logical place for 
this discussion. 

I do think it is important to note, however, that 
certain economic facts of life affect our business. It has 
been suggested that we take the monies out of our net 
income to finance the “Pea Ridge” and other construction 
projects. These monies are designated for providing our 
owners with a return on their investment and for 
reinvestment in our business. If the owners of our business, 
or any business for that matter, are not paid a sufficient 
return on their investment, they will cease to invest. The 
resulting lack of investor dollars would then mean a further 
inability on our part to carry out the full-fledged 
construction program needed to provide telephone service 
to all Alabamians, 

1 would also like to point out that in the last five 
years, we have spent more than $12 million in Shelby 
County to provide its residents with telephone services. 
This is indicative of our desire and commitment to provide 
communications services throughout the state, and 
certainly is not an indication that we are neglecting the 
Shelby County area.

Accidental deaths decline in 1974 


The 1974 accidental death 
figures in Alabama totaled 
2,290, reports the division of 
primary prevention, Alabama 
Department of Public Health. 

Two of the four major 
categories of work, home, 
motor vehicle, and public 
non-motor vehicle, reflected a 
decline in the number of 
accidental deaths. Fewer 
people lost their lives in home 
accidents, although 310 were 
killed. Fires and falls 
accounted for the majority of 
these deaths 

The most dramatic of the 
two changes is apparent in the 
motor vehicle death total of 
1,103, a drop of 279 deaths 
over the previous year. But 
“collision with other motor 
vehicle” and “non-ollision” 
(Overturning or running off the 
roadway), as in years past, 
claimed the largest number of 
lives with 284 and 249 
respectively; and the same age 
groups were involved in the 
sub-categories: from legal 
driving age to 64 years old. 

At least 109 persons lost 
their lives while on the job. 
Manufacturing and 
construction took the largest 
numbers with 46 and 19 
respectively. The category of

non-motor vehicle (water and 
air transport, falls, fires, 
drowning, firearms, etc.) 
numbered 419 lives lost 
Anotehr category, “other and 
unspecified public accidents,” 
rounded out the 1974 year-end 
total with 165 deaths. 


An alarming figure stands 
out when comparing firearm 
deaths under the categories of 
home and public. Accidental 
deaths by firearms under the 
heading of “public” claimed 13 
lives. The number of home 
deaths by firearms totaled 35, 
and more than half the people 
killed were about equally 
distributed throughout the age 
range of less than four up to 24 
years. 


“We feel that through our 
own accident prevention 
programs the health 
department has, in some 
measure, contributed to the 
decline in home accidents,” 
said a division spokesman. 
“Also, our cooperative efforts 
with other state departments 
and agencies concerned with 
the safety of Alabama's 
citizens, we believe, 
contributed to the decline of 
accidental death figures in 
other categories,” he added.

Volunteer fire department faces problems

(Note: In this analysis, the 
Reporter looks into the 
operation of the Pelham fire 
department. This is not 
intended as an indication that 
the department functions less 


. efficiently than those of other 


Shelby County municipalities 
but, rather, provides an 
in - depth examination of 
problems faced by a volunteer 
group working against 
numerous odds to serve a 
fast-growing area of the 
county.) 


The city of Pelham has 
operated with a volunteer fire 
department since its 
incorporation ten years ago, 
and for a while this worked 
pretty well. 

Now that the Pelham area is 
one of the state’s... and, 
indeed, the nation’s . . . fastest 
growing communities 
however, is this arrangement 
satisfactory? Some think not.

staffed fire department had 
arrived promptly. 

Pelham Fire Commissioner 
Allen Wilson countered that

Wilson said that if the grill 
had also had a wall type 
extinguisher, employees could 
have put out the fire before it 
had gotten out of hand.

arrived, saying they were called

training in Tuscaloosa at fire 
training courses offered 
periodically. 


The department presently 
has a pumper engine plus a 
vehicle with four wheel drive, 
used for brush fires. It is also 
used to carry water to outlying 
areas, where none is available 
for firefighting. 

City officials have planned 
for a year to purchase a second 
fire engine, but have 
experienced considerable delay 
in getting one ordered. 


City clerk Willie Mae Dennis 
explains that the first set of 
specifications approved were 
discarded due to a 
misunderstanding with a sales 
representative who felt that 
because his specifications met 
with council approval, his 
company should provide the 
engine, when actually 
councilmen expected to use 
the plans to advertise for bids. 

For this reason, the “specs” 
that had been approved were 
junked and a new set drawn up 
some months later. Ray said 
that these new ones have been 
completed and the city will 
soon advertise for bids. 


However, delivery of the 
engine selected could take a 
year or more. “One compnay 
said it will take 12 to 14 
months,” Ray reported, But, 
he added, another firm claims 
it can have a truck customized 
to the city’s specifications 
within nine months, while still 
another promised delivery in 


six months if awarded the job. 

Ray has been fire chief for 
the past eight years and 
although he too is a volunteer 
he devotes much of his time 
and effort to his duties. It is 
not uncommon, some say, for 
him to spend his days off 
‘tending to fire department 
business. And, according to 
Mrs. Ray, “this has just gotten 


to be a way of life with us.” 
The chief's wife often 
accompanies him to fires and 
his teen age son is one of his 
faithful volunteers, 


But despite Ray’s devotion 
to his job and the dedication of 
his men, obvious inadequacies 
do exist in the present setup. 


Police department radio 
operator Randy Frank relates 
how he tried to round up some 
of the men to answer a call one 
Saturday not long ago, only to 
find none of them at home, It 
was embarrassing, he said, to 
have to call on the Alabaster 
fire department for help. One 
Pelham volunteer did arrive 
after he heard the report on his 
Citizen's Band radio, 

Ray said that most of the 
firemen have CB units and this 
helps considerably in getting 
them together. 


The city is planning to 
upgrade its alerting system, as 
volunteers are now telephoned 
individually when they are 
needed. Ray said that even if 
the siren at City Hall were in 
working order, it could not be 
heard by all the men.

mud, Since I was wearing my 
good clothes last Thursday and 
was carrying the company

UM coach Frank Lightfoot 
explained after the trip that 
the purpose of the class is to 
teach the fundamentals of 
canoeing, especially the safety 
aspects. Due to the length of 
the course, the basics are all 
that can be covered, he added. 

Briefly, the instruction 
teaches the strokes necessary 
to propel a conoe. He said that 
the ultimate aim is to teach 
how to get from one point to 
another in the shortest period 
of time and to travel in a 
straight line. 

“Canoeing can be a lot of 
fun, but you need to know 
what you're doing or you'll get 
wet,” Lightfoot said. 

He went on to say that very 
seldom do any canoers ever go 
into the water because of an 
accident. 

In teaching the safety aspect 
of canoeing, the University of 
Montevallo course complies 
strictly with existing water 
safety laws, Lightfoot said. 

The instructor explained

that the first several weeks of 
the class are taught in the 
university swimming pool 
teaching the basic skills. Since 
the present classes began in 
January, more swimming pool 
instruction was taught due to 
bad weather. 

Lightfoot said that the 
classes are considering taking 
a trip down the Cahaba River. 
Other class activities in the 
past, he noted, have included 
trips on the Cahaba and Little 
Cahaba as well as picnicking on 
an island in the college lake. 

Canoeing can be an 
expensive sport in terms of the 
initial investment Lightfoot 
explained, but after that the 
costs are minimal. A good 
aluminum canoe will cost $275 


with expensive models running 
$550 or more, he said. 

When asked about good 
canoeing spots, Lightfoot 
stated that Alabama has so 
many good streams that it 
would be almost impossible to 
name them all. Any stream 
with more than a few inches of 
water will float a canoe. For 
example, he said that it would 
be possible to travel by canoe 
from Montevallo to Mobile by 
water, 

However, Lightfoot named 
several streams in this area 
which have been popular with 
canoeists. These included the 
Cahaba, the Little Cahaba, 
Waxahatchee Creek, the Sipsey 
River, and the Tallapoosa River 
north of Alexander City.

Coast Guard issues guidelines 


The Coast Guard has issued 
final regulations governing the 
design, construction, testing, 
certification, and manufacture 
of Marine Sanitation Devices 
MSD) for vessels. The 
egulations became effective on 
Ixnjuary 30, 1975 and apply to. 
vessel owners, boat 
manufacturers, and marine 
sanitation device 
manufacturers. 

These new regulations 
vhich conform to the water 
quality standards of the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) require that all 
narine sanitation devices, 
whether existing or new, be 
certified to meet minimum| 
standards for pollution control.’ 

This means that if you have 
an MSD already installed on 
your boat or if you plan to 
purchase one between now and 
January 1967, and it does not 
nave Coast Guard certification, 
you, as the vessel operator will 
be required to obtain 
certification of the device from 
the Coast Guard. Failure to 
have a certified device installed 
could result in your not being 
able to operate your vessel on 
the water. 

If you had a no-discharge 
type device installed on your 
boat betore January 3U, 1975 
the device is automatically 
considered to be certified. 


THURSDAY STRING - 


If you have or are planning 
to purchase a discharge type 
MSD the procedures for 
certification are more 
complicated. For an existing 
discharge type MSD to be 
certified it must be proven that 
the device meets the minimum 
standards for pollution control. 
This can only be done by 
testing the device in a 
laboratory, or by showing 
evidence that the device meets 
State standards, or by the 
manufacturer of the device
